HOME WITHOUT PLACES. 

®O LISTS OF APPOINTMENTS FORTHCOMING 
—THE FOREIGN MISSIONS—RANDALL’S 
FIGHT AGAINST CARLISLE, 

WaAsHINGTON, March 13.—The politicians 
who have crowded the hotels since the inaugura- 
tion, waiting for the Executive axe to fail, have 
become tired out with waiting for lists of ap- 
pointments, and most of them have gone 
home. The hotels have assumed almost a 
normally duil and lifeless appearance. A tew 
members of the House are seen, but they 
appear to be anxious to find other excuses than 
those of office seeking for lingering in the capi- 
tal. The President will probably aisappoint 
many men before long. It is not expected 
that he will keep the Senate together 
more’ than a fortnight, if so long, 
But Bhat, having nominated foreign Min- 
isters and secured their confirmation, he 
will send» word to the Senators that he 
has no further use for them and that they may 
gohome. The President still hears a great deal 
bf advice and suggestion from leading men, and 
promises to give all the advice he receives the 
fullest consideration. None of his visitors 
has yet got the impression that he can 
be hurried into making wholesale re- 
movals or appointments. Only the most 
abject partisans are worried with fear 
lest he may retain or reappoint capable and 
honest officers without reference to their polit- 
ical preferences. The assurances given yester- 
day Secretary Bayard to the employes ot the 
State Department and by Attorney-General 
Garland to those of the _Department of Justice 
that there would be no removals.in either of 
those departments except for incompetency has 
somewhat relieved the general feeling of anxiety 

The friends of ex-Senator Williams are not 
confident that he will be mace Minister to Mexi- 
co. Savannah has a candidate in Mr. Henry R. 
Jackson, a gentieman of high character, and a 
canes Spanish scholar, who was a soldierin the 

exican war, and desires to go to that country 
as Minister. He has the support of Senators 
Brown and Colquitt, and is in a position to win. 
Col..A. B.-Dickerson, of New-York, who has 
been announced as already selected for Chief 
Clerk of the Treasury, will not take the place. 
He wants something else. 

Mr. S. J. Randali was visiting the departments 
yesterday and to-day, and this afternoon calied 
at the White House. It is said that 
he has assurea the friends of Mr. J. 
8 Miller, of West Virginia, that he will 
be Commissioner of Internal Revenue. 
The Thompson men are indignant at this report. 
They visited Mr. Manning in force again to-day 
and pressed Mr. Thompson’s immediate nomina- 
tion. Mr. H. D. Money is reported to nave de- 
clined the offer of Gen. Vilas to make him First 
Assistant Postmaster-General. 














MR. BLAINE VISITS THE WHITE HOUSE. 

A few minutes before 5 o’clock’ this aft- 
ernoon, when the White House was nearly 
emptied of visitors and afterthe gas had been 
lighted and the shades,drawn in the library, 
where the President receives his callers, a gen- 
tlieman walked briskly up the western approach 
from Pennsylvania-avenue. He wasa man of a 
little more than the average height, of sturdy 
build, of strong features, full gray beard and 
ray hair, complexion coloriess, and eyes of 
eeenest brown. His heavy overcoat was 
buttoned closely. for the day was a 
chilly one, © with occasional flakes of 
snow. As he walked up the steps of the 
orch, he glanced around quickly and then bow- 
ng to the attendants at the door he passed 
through the vestibule toward the left and 
ascended to the ante-room leading to the apart- 
ment in which the Cabinet meets. The Presi- 
dent’s messenger, Mr. Loeffier,whd knows every- 
body, knew this distinguished visitor and bowed 
respectfully as he helped him to remove his 
overcoat. The visitor passed into the Cabinet 
room and back to the rear, where a door 


opened into the library. The President 
‘Had been listening to a- lon talk 
‘by Senator “Joe” Brown, of eorgia, 


Who had been shown out by the main door. As 
he turned to walk back to his’ désk. the new 
__ Visitor entered from tbe Cabinet. rogm with Pri- 
vate Secretary ‘Lamont, and’ a moment later 
President Cleveland and James G: Blaine were 
meeting for the first time, and were shaking 
hgnds as cordially as if they had never been op- 
posing candidates in one of the most closely . 
contested political battles ever fought in this 
country. Mr.’ Biaine was not an unexpected 
visitor. He had asked for an appointment 
to suit the President’s convenience, and had 
been asked to come atan hour when the Presi- 
dent would be least likely to be interrupted. 
His visit was nota hurried one. He staid long 
enough to congratulate Mr. Cleveland, to ex- 
plain his absence from the inauguration cere- 
monies caused by the death of his sister in Balti- 
more, and to entertain the President, as he does 
every one he meets, with brisk conversation 
gbout men and things. It was Mr. Blaine’s first 
visit to the White House since the Winter of

MR. SHERMAN DECLINES TO SERVE. 
When the new arrangement of commit- 
tees was announced in the Senate to-day Mr. 
Sherman added a little zest to the proceedings 
by rising and, in tones in which anger was 
searcely suppressed, declining to be a member 
of the Committee on Finance. Mr. Harris sug- 
gested in conciliatory tones that the proper 
thing for the Senator to do was to ask to be ex- 
cused from serving on the committee. “I think 
there is no need of asking to be excused,” 
Mr. Sherman answered. “I respectfully de- 
cline to serve on the Finance Com- 
mittee.”” Mr. Morrill expressed a hope that 
nothing would be Jone in the matter to-day and 
With this the suiiject was dropped. Mr. Sher- 
man declined to give to the public at present his 
reasons for his action to-day, but it is said he 
will make a speech about it when he returns to 
Obio. Kepublicans say that Mr. Sherman is an- 
noyed because be wished to be made Chairman 
of the Finance Committe and Mr. Morrill would 
ot give way for him. It is also said that the 
hio Senator is dissatisfied with the make-up of 
the committee, the Republicans on which in- 
tiude Messrs. Morrili, Jones of Nevada, 
Allison, Aldrich, and Miller of New-York, 
whose Democratic fellow-member: are Messrs. 
Voorhees, Beck, McPherson, Harris, and 
Vance. The only change in the committee is the 
substitution of Mr. Vance for Mr. Bayard. Mr. 
Sherman has been dissatisfied with his position 
as second on the committee for some time. His 
opposition to the same arrangement for the 
resent session was one of the chief causes of 
Selay in completing the Republican committee 
list.

THE NEW APPOINTMENT CLERK. 
The appointment of **Gen.” Higgins to 
be Appointment Clerk of the Treasury Depart- 
ment continues to be criticised here with the ut- 
most freedom. It now appears that Mr. Man- 


ning relied absolutely uvon the strong recom- 
mendation of Senator Gorman in putting 
Higgins into office. If he finds that he 
bas been imposed upon he does not 
think it will take him a fortnight to discover 
that fact, and if Mr. Higgins should turn out to 
be something ditferent trom the man he was 
represented to be, he will probably be returned 
to the field of local Maryland politics, with which 
he is familiar. The Star this afternoon con- 
tained the following story about him: “The 
civil service retorm views of Mr. Higgins, the 
new Appointment Clerk of the Treasury,tare not 
quite conventional, but very decided. He had 
just been looking over the civil service rules 
when called upon vy a Star reporter to-day, but 
gaid he was not yet perfectly familiar with them. 
He said, however, that he did not think that they 
covered every branch of thequestion. Taking a 
newspaper clipping from his drawer, which

ustoms who hauled the United States flag 
off the Custom House on the 4th of March, to 
show his contempt for the wew President, he 
added: ‘Do you think he ought to stay? No?

House ratified the action of theconferrees. The 
discovery is now made that in the bill as finally 
engrossed and signed by the President the clause 
giving $500,000 for the armament of the new ves- 
sels does not appear. Nosteps, therefore, can be 
taken toward arming the vessels until Congress 
passes another law, several months hence.

THE “FRAUD ROLL” NEARLY WIPED OUT. 

One of the results of a change of Ad- 
ministration was the issue to-day by Secretary 
Manning of an order which about wipes out that 
part of the Treasury force known as the 
fraud roll. The‘ fraud roll” is not, as might 
be supposed, strictly a roll of frauds, al- 
though it is so characterized by some Gov- 


ernment officers who have studied its make- 
up for years. It has, however, undoubtedly 
been made up of many needy and importunate 
partisans, useful to somebody or other. who had 
to be provided for, yet for whom there was no 

lace in which they could be useful. Congress 


as, from year to year, authorized the Secretary 
ot the reasury to expend a sum not 
exceeding $100,000 per annum in the pre- 


vention and _ detection of frauds upon 
the customs revenue. Jn June, 1883, there were 
ds) Names on thisroll. Five men were dropped 
in July following. In June, 1884, the list had 
been increased by the addition of 11“ frauds.” 
On Novy. 1, 1884, the list was swollen to 
50 names, the danger from and opportunity 
to discover frauds having suddenly increased 
as election day approached. On Feb. 5, 1885, ac- 
cording to a report from the Treasury, the force 
had been cut down to 36 persons. Secretary’ 
Manning has not been long in office, but he has 
been in Jong enough to discover that the services 
of the men on the “fraud roii’ could easily be 
dispensed with without loss to the service. 

It is understood that he has contemplated an 
attack upon the force of Special Agents, of 
whom there were 27 on the rolison Feb.5. He 
has learned that last year the Special Agents, 
while costing the Government $90,000, saved 


about $700,000 in fines and seizures, and 
instead of wiping out the roll he will 
probably take time and weed it 


of men who have been'more conspicuous as poli- 
ticians than as revenue officers. Chief Special 
Agent Martin to-day presented him with a state- 
ment, from which he learned that with the fiscal 
year, one balf completed, nearly all the money 
appropriated for the ** fraud roll” has beenspent. 
Men who have been dropped trom that roll 
have been put upon the roll of Spe- 
cial Inspectors as Special Agents, a great 
show of retrenchment having been made over 
thetransfer. So be ordered the dismissal of 40 
persons, including 6 Special Agents, 26 Special 
Inspectors, and 10 “*frauds.” Fifteen ‘* frauds” 
are retained, as they are engaged in work that 
should be completed. Hereafter the Secretary 
will expend the money appropriated for the de- 
tection of frauds by the employment of persons 
in special cases where fraud is suspected.

SOCIETY AT THE CAPITAL. 
The members of the diplomatic corps 
were received by the President at 2 o’clock this 
afternoon at the White House. The diplomat- 
ists did not wear their dazzling court costumes 
and uniforms, and the ladies of their families 
accompanying’them were attired in dark street 
suits with bonnets. The parlors and the East 
Room were lighted with gas, but no other prep- 
arations were made. At 2:15 the President, ac- 


companied by Marshal McMichael and followed 
by the members of his Cabinet,descended from the 
library and took positionsin the Blue Parlor. Miss 
Cleveland and Miss Bayard, Mrs. Manning and 
Mrs. Endicott. Mrs. Vilas and Mrs. Hubbard, 
Mrs. Hoyt and Miss Nannie Bayard followed in 
couples and completed the party. Mr. Sevellon 
Brown, chiet clerk of the State Department, 
presented each visitor to Secretary Bayard, who 
in turn made the presentations to the President. 
Miss Cleveland, standing next to the President, 
had Marshal McMichael at her side to make the 
introductions to her. The Portuguese Minister, 
Viscount Nogueiras, being dean of the corps, 
headed the line of his colleagues and was followed 
by the other envoys in the order of the dates 
of the presentation of their credentials. Each 
Minister was accompanied by his secretaries 
and attachés, and every legation was represent- 
ed. M. Reuterskjold, the new Swedish Minister, 
and his wife appeared with the corps for the 
tirst time. Miss Cleveland wore atrained dress 
of pale blue satin, with front of whije satin, 
brocaded in ‘small flowers. The ladies of 
the,Cabinet families“ did not stand in line 
with her, ‘but were grouped back of the re-. 
ceiving party and conversed with the company 
of diplomatists that comfortably filled the Blue 
Parlor: Of the other ladies Miss Bayard wore 
black satin; with trimmings of jetted lace; Mrs. 
Manning's toilet was a corsage and trainof gar- 
net velvet, with front of blue -satin, covered 
with lace rufties. Mrs. Endicott wore a rich 
black satin, with panels brocadedin gold. Mrs. 
Vilas wore black velvet, with jet trimmings; 
Mrs. Hoyt black velvet, and Miss Nannie Bay- 
ard asimple white toitet. The Chinese Chargé 
ad’ Affaires and his secretary wore rich garments 
of blue brocaded: satin. The guests lingered 
nearly an hour in the Blue Parlor, and the Cabi- 
net group remained fora time after the others 
had left. 
Miss Cleveland and Mrs. Hoyt will receive at 
the White House to-morrow afternoon from 3 to 
5 o’clock, and will continue these receptions 
through the Saturdays of March. On Tuesday 
evening the President will hold an official re- 
ception from 9toll o'clock. Invitatiors have 
been sent through the departments and by card 
to the members of the ee rere corps, the 
Justices of the Supreme and District Courts, the 
officers of the army and navy, Senators, and 
Representatives. All will be accompanied by 
the ladies of their immediate families. 
Chief-Justice and Mrs. Waite gave a dinner 
party this evening in honor of ex-President 
Arthur. Those invited to meet him were Mr.

GAMBLING IN LOUISVILLE.

AN ORDER FROM THE POLICE WHICH 
CREATED A SENSATION. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 13.—The great- 
est sensation was caused in Louisville to-day by 
a summary order from the Chief of Police clos- 
ing all the public and private gambling houses 
known to the police. Since the war gambling 
has been conducted here most openly, and Louis- 
ville divided with New-Orleans the doubtful 
honor of harboring more professional gamblers 
than all the other cities. During the past three 
years the gamblers have been quietly making 
strong political affiliations, and were thought to 
have absolute control of the city. J. R. Watts, 
of the pool-selling firm of Watts & Hughes, is 
Chairman of the Finance Committee of 
the Council. Hughes is Chief of the 
Fire Department, and other representatives of 
the gambling power fill positions of emolument 
and trust. With more than haif a million dollars 
invested in gambling tools and property the 
ring thought itself impregnable. Two months 
ago the Louisville Commercial inaugurated a re- 
lentiess war against the whole crowd. The Com- 
mercial’s fight was single handed, all the 
other papers keeping silence on the sub- 
ject. Last week the Commerciai laid public- 
ly before the Grand Jury startling facts re- 
lating to gumbline, and locating every house 
and allthe employes. The city authorities, who 
had doggedly refused to act, succumbed at last 
to-day.and an order was issued to close up. 
Many of the dealers have fied the city, and all 
gambling establishments, numbering nearly 100, 
are closed to-night. This is the first time since 
the war that such a step has been taken. This is 
recognized to be but the beginning of the fight, 
as the gambling interest is too wealthy to give 
up in the first round. 


MISS EYRE'S MARRIAGE. 

Cincinnati, March 13.—The marriage of 
Miss Eyre, of Wallack’s * Victor Durand” Com- 
pany, to Chauncey Winslow, of this city, was 
telegraphed over the country from Louisville a 
few daysago. Asharp denial of the marriage 
followed from the Winslow family. The father, A. 
§S. Winslow, is Vice-President of the First National 
Bank, and the family are wealthy. It was stated 
that the marriage took place in New-York 10 
weeks ago, young Winslow having since been 
separated from his wife owing to an engage- 
ment which took him to California. His fam- 
ily admitted that he was in New-York at 
the time the marriage was reported to have 
taken place, but insisted that they had no 
knowledge of the marriage, and they were posi- 
tive Chauncey would not dosuchathing. They 
bave since been convinced to the contrary,and to- 
day received Miss Eyre into the household. She 
was driven out to the family residence on Walnut 
Hills in company with A. D. Buliock, a wealthy 
neighbor, who undertook the delicate task of 
introducing Miss Eyre to the Winslow family 
and of reconciling them to the situation. Miss 
Eyre is said to have carried ber marriage cer- 
tificate out with her for exhibition, if needed, 














LOST ON MOUNT ROYAL. 
MontREAL, March 13.—Joseph Lalonde, 
a young French Canadian, was lost on Mount 
Royal last night. He had been out snowshoeing 


with his club, but losing sight of them he 
tramped around in a circle all night, and when 
day broke found himseif in sight of Cote des 
Neiges, a few miles from the city.

AN ANGLO-RUSSIAN TRUCE 


NO FURTHER ADVANCE TO BE 
MADE IN AFGHANISTAN. 

MR, GLADSTONE ANNOUNCES THE AGREE- 
MENT IN THE HOUSE OF COMMONS— 
ALL DANGER OF WAR NOT AVERTED. 

Lonpon, March 13.—In the House of 

Commons this afternoon, Mr. Gladstone ap- 

nounced that an agreement had been arrived at 

between Russia and England, by the terms of 
which neither the Russian nor Afghan forces 
would advance any further on either side 

of the frontier. The Right Hon. William E. 

Forster, Liberal member for Bradford, asked 

whether this agreement was a new one or one 

which had been supposed to be in force for some 
time past. Mr. Gladstone replied that it was 

a new agreement, one that had grown out of 

recent correspondence and new circumstances. 

He said he was unable to answer questions 

regarding the position assumed by the Afghans. 

Mr. Denzil R. Onslow, Conservative member for 





Guildford, asked whether the Ameer of 
Afghanistun had accepted this agreement. 
To this question Mr. Gladstone made 


noreply. Sir Stafford Northcote asked whether 
the agreement was a permanent or temporary 
arrangement. Mr. Gladstone replied that the 
agreement was without any specific time limit. 
The best description he could give, he said, was 
that the agreement should last as long as there 
was occasion for it. [Laughter.] This agree- 
ment, he said, provides against a rupture of 
friendly relations between the two Govern- 
ments in the event of a collision between the 
Afghan and Russian outposts, which might pos- 
sibly occur while instructions are being con- 
veyed to the opposing commanders. 

‘The Marquis of Hartington, Secretary of State 
for War, stated this evening in the House of 
Commons that it was impossible to deny that 
there was still cause for great anxiety regarding 
the relations between Great Britain and Russia. 

The members of the House of Commons heard 
Mr. Gladstone’s anngunvement with an al- 
most general sense of relief, the agree- 
ment affording «a reason to hope that war 
would yet be averted by diplomatic 
means. It is believed that Sir Peter Lumsden 
has the Afghans sufficiently under control to 

revent a collision between the Afghan and 

ussian outposts pending a pacifio settlement 
of the dispute. Some prominent Conservatives, 
however, point out that the agreement will not 
prevent Kussia from massing troops on the bor- 
der of debatable territory, and they object to 
the Russians being allowed to remain, even tem- 
porarily, on territory claimed as belonging to 
Afghanistan. 

The arrangement between England and Russia 
was concluded to-day. It resulted in a decision of 
the Cabinet not to insist upon the withdrawal of 
the Russian troops trom the outposts during the 
deliberations of the joint Commission. Baron de 
Staal yesterday sent a denial to Earl Granville 
and M. de Giers of the report that the troops 
were concentrating at Askabad. He also pro- 
tested against the preparations for war which it 
is reported are now being made in England, and 
the demonstrations upon the Indian frontier, 
which, he said, were calculated to lessen the 
chances of an amicable settlement consequent 
upon the agreement. 

Sir Peter Lumsden has been ordered to impart 
tothe Ameer of Afghanistan and tothe com- 
mander at Herat the terms of the agreement be- 
tween Kussia and England to maintain the mili- 
tary status quo. Sir Peter has received certain 
discretionary powers touching his course in the 
event of a dangerous Russian advance. He is 
nearly six days’ march from the nearest tele- 
graph station. What his action will be in the 
event of a Russian attack upon Afghan strong- 
holds has not been allowed.to become known, 
but it is believed that he will send officers to 
Herat to organize the Afghan troops, while he 
himself assumes a position, not necessarily war- 
like, at Robat Pass. 

Aavices trom Teheran state that Sir Peter 
Lumsden is encamped on Persian territory, not 
far from Herat. The expectation is that he will 
enter Herat in case the Kussians make any fur- 
ther advance. The-public feeling in Teheran is 
in favor of Russia. The Gazette published arti- 
cles in disparagement of England, but apologized 
for them afterward, when complaints were made 
by the British Legation. The Shah has tele- 
graphed the Governor of Khorassan, ordering 
him to do all that lies in his power to assist Sir 
Peter Lumsden. Thig telegram was drawn out 
by complaints made by Sir Peter through the 
legation at Tehergn.that the Governor had re- 
fused to give him aid and hada interfered with 
his couriers and scouts between Meshed’and the 
British camp. 

The War Department is making preparations 
with a view to the possible occurrence, of se- 
rious trouble in Afghanistan: Orders have been 
sent to the arsenals in Bombay and Bengal to 
prepare all kinds of ammunition. The details 
for two army corps have been already com- 
pieted. Each of them will number 1,500’officers, 
35,300 men, and 11,800 horses. The Admiralty is 
making arrangements to havea fleet of trans- 
ports in readiness. 


St. PETERSBURG, March 13.—The tone of 
the Russian press continues extremely bellicose. 
Open declarations are made that Russia intends 
to have Herat. The Novoe Vremya calls the ap- 
age meeting of Lord Dufferin, Viceroy of 
ndia, and the Ameer of Afghanistan a mili- 
tary demonstration on the Russian frontiers. 
“Russia and England,” the writer continues, 
**willsoon meet on dry land, and the result will 
be that the isolated security heretofore enjoyed 
by the British Empire will be destroyed.” 
The Czar of Russia said to-night, during anin- 
forma] talk with several diplomatists at an im- 
perial levee: “I cannot conceive that any but 
the wildest dreamers could think that I woulda 
declare war against England. Our ends can be 
attained and will be attained, but it will be by 
7 gradual power of civilization, and not by 
orce. 


Paris, March 138.—Baron Mohrenheim, 
the Russian Ambassador, has expressed the opin- 
ion that the Emperor William will exert. his in- 
tluence to avert war,and that he will also en- 
deavor to induce England to make some conces- 
sions. He scouts the idea that Russia will with- 
draw her troops from the positions at present 
occupied. Such action would refiect dishonor 
upon the Russian arms. In case England does 
not declare war it is certain, in his opinion, that 
Russia will not do so. He thinks it extreme- 
ly unlikely that England will declare war, as 
she has her hands ful! already. M. de Giers, the 
Russian Prime Minister, is animated by a desire 
for peace. The influence of the war party in 
— has diminished since the death of Skobe- 
eff. 


BeEeruin, March 13.—The North German 
Gazette repudiates the idea that Germany will 
imperil the mee ps relations now existing be- 
tween herself ands Russia by venturing to place 
her veto upon any regulations Russia may 
choose to make on the Afghan frontier. 





EVENTS IN IRELAND. 

Dustin, March 13,—The Grand Jury of 
County Down has adopted a congratulatory ad- 
dress to be presented to the Prince of Wales 
when he visits Belfast. 

The petition to the Chamber of Commerce 
asking that body to form a grand committee for 
the reception of the Prince and Princess of 
Wales, which bore the signatures of thousands 
of citizens, was presented to-day. It has been 
decided to form a citizens’ reception committee, 
Great unanimity of feeling prevails in relation 
to the giving of a suitable reception to the 
Prince and Princess. 

After the memorial service in the cathedral in 
honor of the late Cardinal McCane, it was de- 
cided to open asubscription for the purpose of 
securing money with which to erect a statue to 
the deceased prelute’s memory. 

At Wexford to-day it was decided to assign 
from the fund which has been raised for the pay- 
ment of Members of Parliament £300 each to 
Messrs. John Barry and John Smali, members 
for Wexford County: William Redmond, mem- 


ber for Wexford Borough, and John Redmond, 
member for New-Ross. 


Rome, March 13.—The Pope has intimated 
to the Irish Bishops that it might be advisable 
forthem to postpone their convention until 
after the visit of the Princeof Wales to Ireland, 

Lonpbon, March 13.—The Irish National- 
ists have decided to maintain an attitude of re- 
serve during the visit of the Prince of’ Wales 


to Ireland. They will make no _ hostile 
demontraions and they will make 
no effusive and hypocritcal expres- 


sions of welcome. They expect by this 
course to show their inalienable attachment to 
the principles upon which their organization is 
founded. They have issued an address which 
defines their programme and explains their mo- 
tives. The address says that the visit of the 
Prince and Princess to Ireland is especially in- 
opportune while an unspeskabiy indecent 
coterie, protected by Lord Spencer, is in posses- 
sion of Dublin Castile. 


AEE AREER 
PREPARING TO MARCH ON PEKIN: 
Paris, March 13.—The Government re- 
ceived dispatches from Tonquin to-day stating 
that Gen. Negrier succeeded in occupying 
Thalke on the 8th inst. The Chinese troops who 
had been defending the place fied into China. 
Itis reported that the Chamber of Deputies 
and the members of the Government are con- 


vinced of the necessity of marching upon Pekin. 
The Government wi!l soon ask fora grant of 
$10,000,000 to provide for the dispatch of 25,000 
men to China.

England? Isthere not humiliation linked with 
our sorrow? The nations which envy our creat- 
ness are rejoiced at England’s inability to pro- 
tect her trusted servant. Scorn and reproach 
are cast upon us. Could we plead that they are 
undeserved? The conscience of the nation feels 
that a stain rests upon it.”” The Duke of Cam- 
bridge, Commander-in-Chief of the Army: Earl 
Granville, Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, 
and the Right Hon. Hugh C. Childers, Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, were present at the services 
in Westminster Abbey. bere were present also 
many members of the House of Commons and 
the House of Lords. 

The Marquis of Hartington, Secretary of State 
for War, stated in the House of Commons this 
afternoon that the sixth volume of Gen. Gor- 
don’s diary had been received and with it a letter 
from Gen. Gordon. In accordance with Gen. 
Gordon's wishes, he said, certain extracts would 
be published as soon as pos:ible, and the whole 
diary would then be handed over to the relatives. 

Dispatches from Melbourne state that the Aus- 
tralian colonies, after consultation, have decided 
to await advices from their London agents be- 
fore they take any federal action toward the 
raising of an Australian contingent for service 
in the Soudan. 

Baron de Staal to-day informed Earl Granville 
— he was ready to sign the Egyptian conven- 

jon. 


CatRO, March 13.—Gen. Graham has de- 
creed that the inhabitants of Suakin shali be 
disarmed, as he has reason to believe that a 
treacherous use may be made of weapons left in 
their possession. Hereafter any unenlisted 
a found bearing arms will be treated asa 
rebel. 

Dispatches from Suakin state that a mutiny 
has broken out in Osman Digna’s camp. De- 
serters who have made their way to the Brit- 
ish lines at Suakin bring terrible tales of 
suffering among the Arabs, and say that 
Osman Digna is only able to maintain his 
authority by asystem of terrorism which in- 
cludes the beheading of a few mutineers every 
mrtg at sunrise. The deserters also state that 
Berber is held by a force numbering only 3,700, 
and that they have not more than 1,000 service- 
able rifles.

FENIANS EXPELLED FROM FRANCE. 

Paris, March 13.—An immense sensation 
has been caused in this city by the stand which 
the authorities have taken toward the Fenian 
agitators. In addition: to the arrests of James 
Stephens, Eugene Davis, and John - Morrissey, 
which were made yesterday afternoon, the police 
have this morning arrested a journalist named 
Mortimer Leroy and another Fenian whose name 
has not been learned. Mrs. Stephens was also ar- 
rested, but was subsequently released. All 
the persons arrested were taken ‘to the 
frontier to-day and warned not to. return. 
Stephens begged permission to be allowed. to 
proceed to Havre, so that he might take a 
steamer there for America, but the authorities 
refused to grant hfs request. Davis and Morris- 
sey were subjected to:an examination this morn- 
ing. Itis reported that the police have made an 
important discovery. The arrests already. made 
are apparently only a beginning of what is con- 
templated on the part of the autborities. War- 
rants for the expulsion of other Fenian leaders 
have .been issued and further arrests are ex- 
pected, 

L' Intransigeant protests against the arrest of 
Stephens, and declares that this action indicates 
that Prime Minister Ferry is ready to outrage 
the liberties of refugees who have sought an 
asylum in France, a thing which the Ministers 
of the Empire would never have dreamed 
of doing. L’Intransigeant says Stephens has 
resided in Paris since 1858, the Empire allowing 
him to live in peace, despite the fact that the 
English Government demanded his extradi- 
tion. He belonged neither to the Invincioles 
nor to the Dynamiters, but fought against 
them, both by his pen and his_ speech. 
He lived outside the arena of militant politics, 
in absolute quiet, and was absorbed in literary 
work. Now,in his old age and when in feeble 
health, he is treated as a criminal conspirator. 
His wife was not allowed to have an interview 
with him after his arrest.

A SPEECH BY PRINCE BISMARCK. 

BERLIN, March 13.—During the debate in 
the Reichstag to-day on the steamship subsidy 
bill, Prince Bismarck made a speech, in the 
course of which he said that even withouta 
colonial policy subsidized lines to the East would 
be useful to Germany, and that if the fhouse 


should reject the grant for one or the other of 
the proposed lines, the Government would 
thankfuily accept the remainder as an instail- 
ment. Replying to Herr Rintelen’s objections 
to colonizing ventures, Prince Bismarck de- 
clared that there was a_ good ros- 
pect of building up a thriving mining 
industry at Angra Pequena, and of obtaining a 
supply of cotton from German producers in 
the Cameroons and New Guinea colonies. He 
stated that the negotiations with England re- 
garding the Cameroons territory were mak- 
ing gratifying progress. In ‘concluding his 
speech Prince Bismarck said that since God’s 
blessing had crowned the policy of Germany 
for 20 years, and, as the Germans had withstood 
the foe in 1870 as a nation of brothers, a spirit 
of party strife and confessed dissension must 
not now be allowed to ruin the newly founded 
empire. This was received with great cheering 
in all parts of the house. 


CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 

Lonpon, March 13.—Intelligence from 
Zanzibar asserts that the Belgians are about to 
withdraw from the’stations now occupied by 
them in East Africa. 

A fire occurred at midnight last night in Her 
Majesty’s Theatre. It was quickly put out and 
littie damage wasdone. The draperies over the 
stage were burned, but beyond this little was 
destroyed. 

A dispatch from Vienna to the Times says that 
the Czar is expected to pay Emperor Francis 
Joseph a visit this Summer. It is thought prob- 
able that the Emperor William will also visit 
Vienna. 

Mr. George Grant, a stock jobber, has brought 
suit for libel against. Mr. Edmund Yates, editor 
of the World, claiming $5,000 damages. The al- 
leged libel stated that Mr. Grant had engaged in 
speculationsiwithout his partner’s knowledge; 


that he had in this way exhausted the firm's bank 
balance, and had then absconced. 


RomE, March 13.—The Pope has taken a 
decided attitude against the expulsion of the 
Catholic Archbishop of Wilna from Russia, re- 
cently ordered by the Russian authorities. The 
Russian Chargé d’Affaireshas been suspended and 
is about to return to Kome. A rupture between 
Russia and the Vatican is imminent. 

The relations between Italy and Germany are 
clouded. Recent interviews between Herr von 
Kendell, the German Ambassador, and Signor 
Mancini, Minister of Foreign Affairs, have re- 
sulted in assurances from the latter that in case 
Italy enters into alliance with Great Britain she 
will still observe the obligations under which 
she now rests to Germany. If the interests of 
Germany and England should. be conflicting 
Italy will be steadfast to her Girmdan alliance, 
The tension between the Vatican and Germany 
because of the vacant Bishoprics shows renewed 
strength. 

BERLIN, March 13.—The Russian Govern- 
ment has formally sanctioned the reciprocal 
treaty between Germany and Russia for the ex- 
tradition of conspirators against the lives of 
royal personages. 

Lonpon, March 14.—The Standard states 
that the Dukedom oft Brunswick has been of- 
tered to Prine Albert of Saxe-Altenberg, who is 
a Major-General on the staff of the Czar.

FREIGHT STANDING STILL

NO CHANGE IN THE SITUATION OF 
THE RAILROAD STRIKERS. 

THE RAILROAD OFFICERS AND THE GOV- 
ERNORS OF MISSOURI AND KANSAS TO 
MEET ON SUNDAY IN CONFERENCE. 

Sr. Louis, March 13.—The strike on the 
Missouri Pacific and Wabash Railroads con- 
tinues, and reports from all points say that the 
strike has paralyzed business in all towns along 
the railway lines in Missouri, Kansas, and Texas; 
that miles and miles of freight cars are side- 
tracked at different points along the lines of the 
Gould system, and unless the embargo is soon 
raised great suffering and immense damage 
must occur. In many towns in Texas 
there is already a scarcity of the necessaries of 
life, produced by the great strike. Corn, bacon, 
and flour are absent in all the principal 
towns of Texas traversed by the Gould lines. 
Thousands of laborers and other classes depend- 
ent upon the Gould lines for these products are 
already suffering. The magnitude of the strike 
is beginning to be felt by the whole Southwest, 
and unless State interference is made manifest 
or interposed regardless of the railroad com- 
panies or the feelings of the strikers, incalculable 
damage and suffering must result. At Marshall, 
Fort Worth, Palestine, Denison, and other points 
in Texas; Parson fand Atchison, in Kansas; Se- 
dalia and other stations in Missouri, the strikers 
are holding trains and preventing their 
movement. There is an immense quantity 
of fruit, ice, meats, beer, &c., among the perish- 
able property that cannot be moved, even after 
having arrived at its destination, to parties to 
whom it is consigned. At Sedalia, Mo., Adjt.- 


Gen. Jameson is reported as stating that he 
places no faith in the promises of the strikers 
made to Labor Commissioner Kochtitzky, that 
they would resume work at cut rates until April 
1if after that date the wages prior to September 
last were restored, as was proposed by the rail- 
road representatives. He thinks thatit is only 
aruse to gain time to better perfect their or- 
ganization and endeavor to get the engineers to 
join them. He thinks force necessary to obtain 
the right of way to run freight trains. 

To-night the Governor telegraphed the rail- 
road managers in St. Louisif they wanted troops 
he would send; them to Sedalia immediately. 
Messrs. R. L. Hayes, H. M. Hoxie, and Solicitor 
Brown, of the Gould lines, held a meeting here 
this afternoon to determine on some plan of 
action. While they were closeted together a 
telegram was received trom Gov. Martin, of 
Kansas, saying he would be here on Sunday to 
meet them, accompanied by the Railroad Com- 
missioners of his State. Gov. Martin was wired 
tocome,and at the sametime a telegram was 
sent to Gov. Marmaduke inviting him to attend 
the Sunday meeting here, when the full details 
of future action will be arranged. Col. Hoxie 
then telegraphed to the General Superintendent 
at Sedalia to take what steps he could quietly 
to-morrow to move trains, to avoid all trouble, 
and, if necessary, to let matters remain in statu 
quo until after the Sunday conference at 
Sedalia. 

The strikers are managing the strike with 
consummate skill,and are committing no act 
that would make them amenable to the law. 
The same may be said for the strikers at other 
points. At Kansas City the general expectation 
is that the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi- 
neers will take a hand in the strike to-morrow. 
The engineers say that if they are not paid otf 
for the time they have been in enforced idleness, 
because of the strike, they will surely go out. 
The annoyance to business men because of the 
strike at this place is becoming serious, and has 
had a very pronounced effect on the business 
of Kansas City. The clearings for the week have 
fallen off materially, which is accounted for by 
the fact that very. little live stock has been hand- 
led. Nearly two-thirds of the hogs received at 
the stock yards are broughtin by the Missouri 
Pacific, and a Jarge share of the cattle also. In 
consequence this class of business has been al- 
most ata standstill. Officers of the road are re- 
ceiving many complaints, and the pressure from 
shippers is almost as heavy as from the strikers. 

The St. Louis troops are still encamped at Cen- 
tretown and they will likely remain theré until 
after the Sunday meeting between the railroad 
officers and the Governors of Missouri and 
Texas. Everything at present depends upon the 
result of this consultation. There is no doubt of 
Gov. Marmaduke’s determination, and there can 
be no misconstruction of his intentions with re- 
gard to the running of trains. The only ques- 
tion with him is whether or not the strikers are 
really prohibiting or interfering with the rights 
of the railroad company. as the company claim. 
they are. The strikers and citizens of Sedalia 
claim . that they are not interfering with 
the transaction of the business of any per- 
son or corporation, and that if the trains 
are not running it is because the company can- 
not obtain engineers and men to run them with. 
As soon as the Governor is clear upon this point 
he will take definite and determined action, To- 
morrow is looked upon as the red letter day. of 
the strike, and it is expected wil) be an eventful 
one, for on to-morrow the promise given Adjt.- 
Gen. Jameson by the strikers that perishable 
freight would be permitted to move expires, and 
unless to-day brings forth an armistice or agree- 
ment of some kind, ai! trains, even passenger 
trains, it is intimated will be stopped, and the 
strikers will take possession of everything. 

A private detective has arrived from Texas, 
and says he was glad to escape from that coun- 
try with his life. He says the strikers have pos- 
session of the country down there, and that 
passengers are allowed to run merely because 
the strikers do not want to interfere with that 
traffic. He says the strikers can i 7 the pes. 
senger trains,at a moment's notice. Last night 
at Marshall an effort was made to get out 
an engine, the Sheriff and police being on hand 
to assist. The railroad authorities succeeded 
in getting it out of the roundhouse, but as soon 
as the engine reached the main track the strik- 
ers boarded the engine, pulled the Sheriff and 
Chief of Police off, ran the engine back into the 
roundhouse, and put out the fires. {Several 
other attempts torun freight trains have been 
made at other points, and in every case the 
strikers took possession of the locomotives and, 
in railroad parlance, ** killed them on the track.” 
Chief Furlong, of the Gould secret service, was 
told that if he did not leave Marshall he 
would be killed, but he is still there with 
some 20 members of his staff. The Marshall au- 
thorities have refused to swear in his men, and 
they have made no efforts in consequence to as- 
sist the companies. In all the towns in Texas 
subscriptions have been raised, and the strikers 
are being well supplied with money and pro- 
visions. On only the Rio Grande branch of the 
Texas Pacific are trains running, and they are 
guarded by Texas rangers, who are well armed 
as well as possessed of military power. 


DaLuas, Texas, March 13.—At a mass 
meeting of the citizens of Dallas held jtast night 
the following resolutions were offered and unan- 
imously adopted: 

Resolved, That the sympathy of this meeting is here- 
by extended to the employes of the Missour: Pacific 
Railway system, who have struck against a reduction 
of wages insufficient to sustain life. 

Resolved, That, asa matter of justice and right, the 
Missouri Pacific Railway should reinstate wages to 
former figures. 

A benefit will be given the strikers Saturday 
night at the Coliseum Theatre. A committee 
has been appointed to solicit aid from the citi- 
zens of Dallas for the strikers. 


PALESTINE, Texas, March 13.—The strike 
at this place ended this afternoon. Superin- 
tendent Herrin sent for the Executive Commit- 
tee of the Workingmen’s Union, who immedi- 
ately waited upon him. The result of the con- 
ference was an order to resume work to-morrow 
morning on the old terms as before the last cut. 
An agreement to this effect has been signed by 
Superintendent Herrin, Master Mechanic Morris, 
and the strikers’ committee. If extra time is 
put in they are to receive extra pay. This agree- 
ment only extends to the International and 
Great Northern Branch of the Gould system.

THE STRUGGLE FOR THE SENATORSHIP 
FROM ILLINOIS. 

SPRINGFIELD, IIl., March 13.—Even Mor- 
rison’s friends are beginning to admit that he 
has reached the end of his tether, and that yes- 
terday’s balloting proves beyond the shadow of 
a doubt that he cannot be elected. They say, of 
course, that he is entitled to the full Democratic 
vote, and are not criticising him for demanding 
it, but they see plainly that he _ will 


never get it, and are inclined to believe 
that he is jeopardizing. the interests of the 
party by remaining in the field and preventing 
other Democrats :who might possibly succeed 
from trying their luck, Even theRepublican votes 
which were expected will never come to his 
rescue.

THE TRAVELS OF THE FUGITIVE MAYOR OF 
ADRIAN, 

ADRIAN, Mich., March 13.—Thomas J. 
Navin, the absconding “boy Mayor” of this 
town, who was arrested in New-Orleans and re- 
turned to this place last night, told to-day to 
your correspondent the history of his flight and 
his uneasy wanderings for three years thereafter. 
Said he, settling himself in his cell: ‘* The after- 


noon of Feb. 9, 1882, I received a telegram from 
D. A. Easton, a New-York broker, saying that 
parties were telegraphing that Adrian water 
bonds were not regularly issued. Securing a 
good horse, I at once rode away in company 
with a friend. On the road to the sta- 
tion I confessed all to him. Passing 
through St. Louis, I went to Maricopa, Arizona, 
and thence to Phoenix, After a day’s delay I 
left for Prescott, where I tried to make an open- 
ing in the law, but was obliged to leave, as the 
New-York illustrated papers containing my 
picture began to circulate about town. Aftera 
short trip to Guaymas, Mexico, I left there April 
lfor San Francisco. I went back to Mexico 
again, making my headquarters at Mazatlan, 
and locating a mine, which was in good shape to 
pay, when a Detroit barber came to town and 
recognized me. A neighboring mine owner 
showed me a bogus dispatch saying that the 
otficers were after me and lost 
no time in getting out of the country. I went 
back to San Francisco, thence to Puget Sound. 
After visiting Tacoma, Seattle. and other places, 
I located. in What-come, Washington Territory, 
in May, 1883. The following August I moved to 
Port Townsend. Last February I went back to 
San Francisco, and thence to New-Orleans, where 
I was arrested. A friend arranged to have me 
released on straw bail, but [refused being simply 
worn out by dodging the officers. it is ten times 
worse than imprisonment. I shall make no de- 
tense, but my life for three years has been an 


,awful punishment.”

Mr. Dunham’s son 
came to the house soon after the robbers’ de- 
parture, and on hearing bis parents’ story noti- 
fied the neighbors, and a posse of armed men 
started in pursuit of the ruflfians. The police, 
who were notified, have been scouring the coun- 
try, but so far without success. Mr. and Mrs. 
Dunham.are confined to the house by their in- 
juries. 

A couple of months ago two masked men 
forced an entrance into the house of the Misses 
Schermerhorn, two old ladies living alone a 
short distance from the city. The burglars beat 
the old ladies brutally with sand bags, and then 
robbed the house. Private detectives were put 
to work on the case and two men by the names 
of Howe and Weaver, one of whom has served a 
termin State prison, were arrested. The evi- 
dence against them is very strong. They are 
held in $2,000 bail to await the action of the 
Grand Jury.

UNABLE TO MEET HIS LIABILITIES.

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FAILURE IN THE COPPER TRADE. 
THE FIRM OF POPE COLE & CO, OF BALTIe 
MORE SUSPEND. 

BAxrtmmoreE, Md., March 13.—The business 
community was startled to-day by the announce- 
ment that Pope, Cole & Co., proprietors of the 
Baltimore Copper Works, had suspended. The 
firm have an extensive factory at Canton, on the 
suburbs of the city, and employ a large force of 
workmen in the manufacture of copper, blue 
vitrol, and sulphuric acid. The firm saw the 
crash impending and yesterday quietly called a 
meeting of the creditors and stated the condition 
of affairs. The liabilities are variously estimated 
at from $600,000 to $1,000,000. The firm say they 
think the assets will cover the iabilities. 
When the firm's embarrassment was first re- 
ported on ’Change and in financial circles this 
morniug it was hardly credited, as the concern 
was considered to be doing a lucrative business, 
and on a very firm basis, as some of the leading 
capitalists of the city were interested in it. The 
present partvership began June 20, 1873, and ex- 
pired, by limitation in July, 1878. It was re- 
newed and aa oe Johns Hopkins was 
one of the leading special partners of 
the company when it was first organized. 
Messrs. George A. Pope and George B. Cole are 
the general partners. The special partners and 
their interests are the estate of John W. Garrett, 

,000; Williath Keyser, ex-Vice-President of 
the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, $30,000; George 
W. Wardand John 8. Gilman, the latter Presi- 
dent of the Second National Bank of Baltimore, 
each $10,000. A member of the firm stated this 
afternoon that the _ difficulties were as- 
certained, much to the _ surprise of | the 
parties interested, be | last week when 
closing their accounts for the fiscal year.

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MAJORITY OF ONE 


THE REV. MR. DE CAMP’S FRIENDS 
BEATEN. 
HIS RESIGNATION FROM THE WASHINGTON 
HEIGHTS PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH AC- 
CEPTED. 


The Rev. Allen F. De Camp spent last 
evenine auietiy at home with his wife. 
while the members of the Washington 
Heights Presbyterian Church discussed for 
three hoursthe question of accepting his resig- 
nation. Theclergyman had been led to resign 
his charge on account of dissatisfaction among 
the members from various reasons, and he natur- 
ally awaited the result of the meeting with some 
interest. He began his pastorate two years 
ago at a salary of $3,000 a year. 

The lecture room of the church was crowded 
last night inevery part. Great care was taken 
to exclude reporters before the proceedings be- 
gan, and to eliminate any who might have 
slipped in unawares after the exercises were well 
under way. The Rev. Dr. Marvin R. Vincent 
acted as Moderator, and opened the session with 
niong prayer. Thomas Alexander was elected 
Secretary. A statement from the Pastor was 


then read. It set forth that on Feb. 
1s he received a communication from a 
committee of Deacons and Elders and Trustees 
to the effect that there was dissatisfaction in the 
church, whieh had been precipitated by the 
articles he had read at the last communion serv- 
ice, and was a fatal obstacle to his usefulness. 
The clergymen read this communication with 
astonishment and pain. He conferred with the 
authors of the letter, and he discovered that 
stories were flying around about him, and some 
of the newspapers said he expected to hand 
in his resignation. The publicity that had been 
given to the matter left him no way open fora 
sutistaetory settlement of it but to leave it to 
the members of the church themselves. Mr. De 
Camp feit that he was notasupply Pastor, but 
the Pastor of the church, who was to have the 
trust and confidence of his congregation. He 
desired only that the interests of the church 
should be served, and if he could best serve 
them by retiring he would do s0,° 

Eider Edwin R. Fay then made a iong state- 
ment. At the last communion service he was 
very much disturbed by the way in which it was 
conducted, and several members of the church 
called on him and expressed their disapproval. 
There was a meeting of the session on the fol- 
lowing Sunday, at which the candidates for 
Eiderships asked that their election might be 
postponed, as they would. if elected, seemingly 
be indoxsers of the Pastor's course. election 
was accordingly postponed on account of the 
existing disaffection. Finally acommittee con- 
sisting of William A. Wheelock, Dr. William 
Frothingham, and George B. Curtiss were ap- 
pointed to express to the Pastor the dissatisfac- 
tion inthe church. They wrote him that his un- 
fortunate innovations at the last communion 
service had precipitated into expression what 
Was previously an unspoken complaint. He had 
shocked his friends, and the only voice heard 
was that of severe criticism. 

A conference of Deacons, Trustees, and Elders 
was considered the best thing under the circum- 
stances,and on Feb. 10 such a meeting took 
place. Ten out of the 12 present expressed the 
opinion that from errors ef judgment or other 
eauses the clergyman had failed to satisfy ex- 
pectation, and many withdrawais from the 
church were already threatened. The sympathy 
of the young had been alienated from participa- 
tion in church work. What the cause of this 
was the members did not pretend to know, but 
these things were a fatal embarrassment to the 
Pastor’s success in the church. 

The dissatisfaction at the communion service 
was caused by the reading by Mr. De Camp of a 
series of articles on the duties of each day in 
the week, which was considered wholly inappro- 
priate to the service. Edward P. Griffin, the 
Treasurer of the church, defended the Pastor in 
an earnest speech. With all his faults, he had 
built up the church, which was entirely free 
from debt and growing. Asto the Pastor's use 
of inelegant language on one or two occa- 
sions in the pulpit, as was alleged, if 
should be remembered that he spoke witnout 
notes, anda slip of the tongue was possible to 
any one. Mr. Griffin thought that if some per- 
sons left the church if the Pastor remained, 
more would leave in case of his departure. Sev- 
eral other members spoke feelingly of the Pas- 
tor’s devotion to the church, and urged that his 
resignation be not accepted. 

Lawson N. Fuller spoke against the Pastor's 
retention in an earnest way. The dissatisfaction 
in the church was too great to admit of his use- 
fulness there, and his resignation should be ac- 
cepted. Dr. Frothingham said that the Pastor 
was not suited to the congregation, and it was 
idle to try to make him see where he was at odds 
with the members. Other members who took 
part in the discussion were Col. J. Hood Wright, 
John Dally, and George Strong. 

When the time fora ballot arrived Mr. Fuller 
wanted everybody to pronounce his or her name 
on voting. but a chorus of indignant feminine 
“ noes” filled the air, and he quailed. Mr. Fuller 
explained that he did not mean that the way in 
which a person voted should be pronounced, but 
oniy their names. It was finally left to the tell- 
ers to decide who were entitied to vote. The 
Moderator announced shortly that the clergy- 
man’s resignation had been accepted by a ma- 
jority of one vote. 

“ This is a year of small majorities,” remarked 
Mr. Fuller audibly, with asmile of satisfaction. 
Messrs. Curtiss, Wheelock, and Carpenter were 
selected as a committee to inform the Presby- 
tery of the action of the evening and the meet- 
ing adjourned, talking over the close contest 
with a feeling of regret that it had not been 
more decisive one way or the other.

MR. WINDOM'S VIEWS ON SILVER. 

CuicaGco, March 13.—The Hon. William 
Windom, Secretary of the Treasury in President 
Garfield’s Cabinet, was in the city this morning 
on his way to Washington and New-York. When 
asked his opinion of Mr. Cleveland’s letter advo- 
eating a suspension of silver coinage, Mr. Win- 
dom said: ** Itseemed to me to be allittle prema- 
ture, although I believe the present coinage of 
$2,600,000 per month should be suspended, and 
thus far I agree with him.”’ 

* Do you expect any distubances in the mone- 
tary system to result from this continued coin- 
age?’ 

< Not unless something occurs to cause an ad- 
vance in gold, in which case it would be hoarded 
and command a premium oversilver. While 
nothing injurious may result from the failure of 
Congress to suspend the coinage of silver, the 
present condition is not safe, and ought, I think, 
to be changed. I believe this country requires 
the doubie standard; but with the silver dollar 
containing enough of silver to make it worth a 
gold dollar, then it would be immaterial how 
much was coined, and there might be free coin- 
uge, The inconvenience of silver could be over- 
cowe by issuing certificates.” x 

Mr. Windom refused to express any opinion 
regarding the appointment of the Hon, Daniel 
Manning to the Treasury portfolio.

CLEVELAND, Ohio, March 13,—The nego- 
tiations which have been pending with the Her- 
ald Publishing Company, tor the purchase of 
that concern by the Cleveland Leader Printing 
Company and the Plain Dealer Publishing Com- 
pany, were consummated to-night. The total 
subseription list, news agents’ and carriers’ 
routes are to be transferred to and consolidated 
with the Leader, together with the files running 
buck to 1819, the year the Herald was established. 
The Plain Dealer takes the perfecting press, type, 
machinery, and all fixtures, and will remove 
immediately into the Heraid building and com- 
mence a morning e@ition in addition to 
its evening edition. The Plain Dealer will be 
backed by abundant capital, and will be 
made a first-class Demoeratic daily. The Leader 
will have its circulation increased by that of the 
Jierald. The Associated Press franchise held by 
the Herald will be canceled. The circulation of 
the morning and the evening Herald for the past 
year ranged from 12,000 to 15,000 copies daily, 
which added to the Leader gives it a daily cir- 
culation of more than 35,000 copies.

GEN. GRANT’S CONDITION. 








EARNEST REMARKS BY MR. BEECHER AT THE 
PLYMOUTH CHURCH PRAYER MEETING. 
Gen. Grant’s condition showed improve- 

ment yesterday. A cold in the head had pre- 

ventedehis passing a good night, but he made up 
forit by morning napping. On awakening he 
surprised his family by asking for food, his habit 
heretofore having been to take it passively, as if it 


were medicine. Dr.Douglas found him early in the 
afternoon in good voice, with little pain, and his 
temperature and pulse normai. The presence 
of slight pain led the doctor to make an appli- 
cation of iodoform. Gen. Grant spent the after- 
noon writing in his library. ‘lhe exercise sharp- 


ened his appetite, so that toward = even- 
ing he amazed his attendant by giving 
him an order for a chop, which he 
ate with manifest relish, swallowing 


the fibre as well as the juice. This was his first 
solid food for several weeks. Dr. Dougias ap- 
plied both iodoform and cocaine to the patient's 
throat at his night visit. The swallowing be had 
done during the day enforced its own penalty in 
renewed soreness of the affected parts, Other- 
wise Gen. Grant’s condition was comparatively 
favorable. 

The Rev. Henry Ward Beecher, at his prayer 
meeting last evening, spoke on the “ efficacy of 
prayer,” and in the course of his address made 
some earnest remarks in regard to Gen. Grant. 
He said: ** Gen. Grant is at death’s door. 1t may 
be weeks, it may be months, it may be hours. [ 
eannot help praying for him. I pray, for him as 
I go along the street. I do not pray that he may 
be saved—that is as the Lord wills. Going or 
staying is the same for him or for me, except 
tnat the part for him will be glory, for I trust 
that Gen. Grant in the essential elements of his 
character is Christian. 

* There are some remarkable things about him. 
No man ever heard Grant speak an irreverent 
word. Noman ever heard Gen. Grant, even in 
the narration of astory, use profane language. 
Never on the battle field, never in those exigen- 
cies where men are provoked, did any man ever 
hear Gen. Grant speak a word that was not in 
moderation and good faith. I believe that the 


essential elements of his character are based * 


upon religion, and he is altogether a church- 
going man; he has always believed in it. 

“See what a wonderful career he has had in 
the latter part of bhislife. His has been a hard 
life all the way through. His early life was not 
a pleasant one—I mean after he lett West Point. 
I need not say anything about that great civil 
war, where he was the Atlas upon whose shoul- 
dersthe Nation rested. Whattoil! Ifhehad uot 
had aniron constitution 1t would have broken 
bim down. When he came out of it and went 
to the Presidency, for which he had never had 
any training, and where his mistakes lay in fidel- 
ity to friends, he showed a great magnanimity 
ot character. He does not doubt friends easily. 
If he takes hold of one he sticks to him, and _ he 
is in that regard credulous. Andsohis credulity 
was abused, The mistaxesof nis Administration 
lay at the door of the good qualities of the man. 

**T have been with him a good deal and I have 
never heard him say a bad word about any 
buman being. [ have never heard him utter a 
sentiment that might not becomea Judge sitting 
coolly and ealmiy on the bench. He came out 
from his public relations and entered into busi- 
ness and then storm came upon him, It struck 
him just where it was hardest to bear. It made 
him, as it were, the derision of men for the time. 
And as he was in the war and in the Presidential 
chair he opened not his mouth in detraction, not 
even in answer, but stood and bore whatever 
was laid upon him. In all his financial troubles 
never a murmuring word! Andthen came dis- 
ease, fateful disease, slowly undermining—going 
steadily dowp, down; and not a murmur! 
Sublime instance of fortitude and patience! I 
cannot help praying for him in my thoughts. 
My thoughts rise up round about the throne in 
bis behalf.”

DR. EMMA S. HUDSON ARRESTED. 





CHARGED WITH ATTEMPTING TO SWINDLE 
THE PROPRIETOR OF THE COLEMAN HODSE. 

“Dr. Emma 8. Hudson,’’ who left Bos- 

ton after providing unlimited material for scan- 


dal and regret, was arrested last even- 
ing by Detective James K. Price, of 
the Twonty-ninth Precinct, for swindling 


James H. Rogers, proprieter of the Coleman 
House, and will to-day be arraigned at the Jetfer- 
son Market Police Court. The prisoner, who is 
tall and shapely, without being corpulent, and 
who is a blonde by virtue of a flaxen wig, 
registered at the Coleman House last week 
as Mrs. BE, L. Hodson. She had little baggage, 
but what she lacked in that respect was made up 
in airs and a disposition to find fault, so that she 
was treated with deference and esteemed an 
acquisition. After critical examination of all 
the vacant rooms in the house she selected a 
pleasant front room, and was not required to pay 
in advance. 

On Monday, however, she was reminded that 
the hotel had a cashier by the presentation of a 
bill amounting to $25. She did not dispute its 
accuracy, but put in a counter claim for jewelry 
which had been taken from her apartment, Mr, 
Rogers, vexed that a robbery should occur in his 
hotel, visited her and was shown scratches around 
the Jock of a drawer in a bureau and received a 
list of the stolen property, which consisted of a 
diamond pin worth $74, two diamond rings worth 
$110,a gold ring worth $12, and a silver knife 
worth $5. Mr. Rogers could not disprove the 
counter claim, but he was not prepared to settle 
it, and **Mrs. Hodson” did not talk about her 
little account. It is evident, however, that 
some one desirous of exposing ‘“‘Mrs. Hoa- 
son” knew of her presence at the hotel, 
for on Wednesday Mr. Rogers received by 
mail the Boston Herald’s account of her career. 
He consulted the police, madé sure she was the 
person exposed in the article and that the claim 
of robbery was trumped up, and had her locked 
up for violating the Hotel act. She gave her 
pedigree as 39 years old, anative of the United 
States and a widow, and said she was able to pay 
her indebtedness. She had in her possession, 
however, only some small change, less than a 
dollar in amount, and 10 pawn tickets, 

The substance of the Herald article is that she 
was born in Baltimore, Her father was a weil- 
to-do manufacturer. In 1870 she married the 
Rev. Dr, Hudson, a Methodist minister of 
Snow Hill, Md., and tbey went to Med- 
way, Mass. He left the ministry to study 
medicine, and died in June, 1875, Jeaying her 
with two  childrepg—e boy and a girl, 
Her married life had not been conspicuous for 
aught that could invite scandal, except perhaps 
a love of display, and she profited by her hus- 
band’s calling to acquire more than a smattering 
of theological knowledge. In 1876 she started 
on her career, and in various towns in Massachu- 
setts and in Philadelphia sbe is remembered 
by tradesmen and hotel keepers as a woman 
whose custom and patronage were unprofitable. 
From Philadelphia she came to New-York, and 
while flitting from hotel to hotel without paying 
except under absolute duress she gratified her 
mania for shopping, and few of the principal 
dry goods firms escaped her attention. In 
August, 1881, through the late Capt. James 
Irving, who was then a private de- 
tective, she was arrested at the Grand 
Central Station for swindling a tradesman, 
but she avoided incarceration and exposure by 
paying the amount she owed. Afterwara, at the 
instance of another tradesman, she was arrested 
and was kept inthe Tombs for several months, 
On ber rejease she removed to Boston, and her 
career there of Jate has been noticed in TH 
Trwes. Her confederate washer daughter Amy, 
who became an adept under her mother’s tui- 
tion. They deceived all elasses by their airs, 
their graces, and their piety ; 

After Mrs. Hudson had been ina cell a little 
while she sent a telegram to ber daughter Amy, 
at Putnam, Mass. She also acknowledged the 
authorship of a letter which was found on a ta- 
ble in her room at the hotel where she was ar- 
rested, und which she tried to eet possession of 
and destroy. This was addressed to Bishop Pot- 
ter, and was an exposure of an alleged intimacy 
with a young clergyman. 


LOSSES BY FIRE. 








A fire occurred in Buffalo about7 o’clock 
last evening in the fur store of Stafford, Faul & 
Co. The stock was damaged to the extent of 
$10,000 and the building $1,000, the losses on both 
being covered by insurance, though in what 
companies isnot known. An overheated stove 
was the cause of the fire. 

A large frame building, occupied by 
Pool’s thermometer works and Martin’s flux 
factory, at Oswego, N. Y., was burned -yesterday 
morning. The loss on the building is $5,000; in- 
surance, $2,500. Mr. Pool’s Joss is $30,000; insur- 
ones, $16,500; Mr. Martin loses $7,000; insurance, 

A. D. Cooke’s furniture factory, above 
Easton, Penn., with the saw mill, boiler house, 
and 200,000 teet of lumber, was destroyed by fire 
between 2 and 3 o’clock yesterday morning. The 
loss will amount to $60,000; insurance light. 
Three Jersey Central coal cars on a siding were 
also destroyed. 

Fire at Wadesborough, N. C., Thursday 
night, destroyed A. G. Bruner’s dwelling and 
store, E. A. Moore’s store and stock of goods, T. 
H. Horton's two stores,and J. M. Cohen’s and 
Kemp & Kindale’s stocks of goods. All are 
partly insured.

THE MERCURY’S SUDDEN DIP. 
~~ 
A SEVERE BUT BRIEF VISIT FROM COLD 
WEATHER, 

The mercury in the thermometer in the 
Eguitable Building Thursday nignt fell so rap- 
idly that an inexperienced person might have 
feared the bursting of the bulb at its base. 
Early in the afternoon the measurer of heat 
smiled gayly in a temperature of 41°, but 
as evening drew on, the corners of its 
mouth were drawn in further and further, and 


long before the night was past its face was as 
rigidas marble. At7 o’clock yesterday morning 
the mercury only reached 10° above zero, but 
from that time on throughout the day 
matters began to mend themselves, till 
at 8 o’clock in the afternoon the ther- 
mometer looked quite contented with 
its spirits up to the ficure 27°, The cold wave 
which so disconcerted the instrument was cen- 
trai at Rockiiffe, Canada, where the tempera- 
ture ranged from 30° to 40° below zero. Its ef- 
fects were felt throughout New-England and 
New-York State. At Albany the temperature 
was 5° below, decreasing to the west to 4° below 
at Rochester and 2° at Buffalo. 

A storm was also reported on Thursday night 
centrai on the South Atlantic coast, moving 
easterly. Its results were apparent in moderate 
snowfalls throughout the Ohio Valley and as 
far south as Tennessee, Last night the weather 
moderated very much, and snow fell fitfully at 
times during the evening. 


ScHENEcTADY, N. Y., March 13.—Yester- 
day afternoon the weather began to grow very 
eold, and at 6 o’clock last night the mercury was 
down to zero and at 6 o’clock this morning it 
had fallen to 12° below. The frost in the ground 
is four feet deep and the ice in the Mohawk is 
over two feet thiclr. 


Troy, N. Y., March 13.—It is believed 
that this regioa last night and this morning 
was the coldest inthe country.

THE RUSSIAN ADVANCE. 
MME. NOVIKOFF RELATES AN INTERVIEW 


VITH AN EMINENT RUSSIAN. 
St. Petersburg (Feb. 7%) Letter from Mme. Novikoff 
to the Pall Mall Gazette. 

Ihave just had a most interesting con- 
versation with one who is of the highest au- 
thority on all matters relating to the foreign 
policy of ourempire. He was very pleased with 
the fairness and justice of your brief note on 
Mr. Goschen’s reference to the negotiations 
about the northwest frontier of Afghanistan, 
andI asked him to tell me quite frankly the 
vérité vraie about our alleged advance on Herat. 
“The question,” he replied, “is as simple 
as possible. We do not .want Herat, and 
wecannot get it. If we seized it it would bring 
us immediately into conflict not only with the 


Afghans, but also with Persia, not to speak of 
England.” ‘But,’’ I rejoined, “shave we not 
already made a forward movement which we 
thought unnecessary?’ ‘Yes,’ he answered, 
**but do you not know how that came to pass? 
Unfortunately, Sir Peter Lumsden has taken 
with him two or three voung fellows, like Mr. 
Stephen, who speak Russian, and imagine that 
they serve their cause, or the cause of England, 
by inciting the Afghans to occupy positions far 
in advance of their own frontier, he Afghans, 
acting under the instigation of these voung 
Englishmen, occunied a position at Penjdeh, in 
territory which had never been under Afghan 
rule, either in the time of Shere Ali or of Dost 
Mohamed, and which all the travelers, and they 
are very few, who have visited that region, from 
the Englishman Abbott downward, described as 
belonging to the Khanate of Khiva. Our mili- 
tary people, hearing and seeing everywhere 
evidences of English hostility and English in- 
trigues, immediately responded to the Afghan 
advance by a further advance on their own ac- 
count, and they went further than was either 
prudent or useful. Thus a mistake has been 
made on both sides; but the initiative has been 
taken by the English, or by those among them 
who pushed the Afghans forward to go where 
no Afghans had ever been before—into the 
midst of a purely 'urcoman population, within 
the dominions formerly belonging to the Khan of 
Khbiva.” 

* There the English were wrong,” he contin- 
ued. ‘* But nearly everybody here made a mis- 
take in fancying that they were also wrong in 
sending so great an escort with Sir Peter Lums- 
den. eople fancy that he brought it with the 
sole desire to outrivalthe Russian Commissioner, 
and so to gain more prestigce among the Afghans. 
It is a positive mistake, The English were 
obliged to bring an escort in sheer self-defense. 
Unless they were well protected the Afghans 
would attack them. Gen. Zelenoy,”’ concluded 
my visitor, is sure to goto Central Asia and 
to be ready for the rendezvous, but unless En- 
gland accepts the zone pointed out as the nat- 
ural frontier by the economical conditions of the 
region in question, the meeting of the Commis- 
sioners will come to no result. Very few people 
know anything about these regions, and there is 
no perfectly correct map to guide us. M. Lessar 
is the oniy authority on the question, and we 
may fairly hope that his sojourn in England may 
be useful, as heis very anxious to come to an 
understanding with England.’”’ That was the 
principal subject upon which we spoke. After 
that the conversation turned as usual upon 
Gordon, who is greutly deplored by every one in 
Russia. Every one is speaking of his heroism, 
of his genius, and of his simplicity, and we 
especially remember how fearlessly he spoke in 
defense of the oppressed Christians of the Bal- 
kan. He is quite a Christian champion with us, 
and his death, it is feared, may have serious con- 
sequences among our Mohammedan population. 
The Moscow Gazette has recently been publish- 
ing a translation of along series of Gordon's 
letters to his sister, which have met with great 
sympathy and have awakened enthusiastic ad- 
miration. 








THE STRIKING MINERS. 
PITTSBURG, Penn., March 13.—The strik- 
ing miners were reinforced to-day by accessions 
from the Hampton mines, along the line of the 


Pennsylvania Railroad. This will involve the 
force employed by the New-York and Cleveland 
Gas Coal Company and other extensive coal 
mines. President Costello asserts that not a 
single mipe on the Monongahela River isin full 
operation, and says that the strike is the most 
determined ever arranged here, Several mills 
have closed down in consequence of the failure 
of their coal supply from the mines included in 
the strike. No efforts looking toward a com- 
promise have yet been made. 








NEWS FROM AN ICE-BOUND SHIP. 

MONTREAL, Quebec, March 13.—Word has 
just been received from the ship Prince of 
Wales, which sailed from Moose Factory, on 
Hudson Bay, October last, with a valuablefcargo 
of furs for London, This vessel was supposed to 
have been lost in the ice. Dispatches by a 
dog train haye been received by the Hudson 
Bay Company intorming them that after a try- 
ing and difficult time the vessel succeeded in 
reaching Chariton Isiand, about 60 miles from 
Moose Factory. The crew are all safe, and are 


wintering in huts constructed by themselves on 
the island.

THE REORGANIZATION OF THE 
READING ROAD. 
AN ATTEMPT BY MR, DALLAS, THE MASTER, 
TO DISCOVER THE STRENGTH OF THE 
MOVEMENT HEADED BY MR. BARTOL. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 13.—Since tne in- 
stitution of the opposition to the plan of finan- 
cial reorganization imposed by the inanagers of 
the Philadelphia and Reading Railroad, known 
popularly as the “ Barto] movement,” many 
doubts have existed as to the amount of bonds 
represented by the protestants. Mr. Bartol 
claimed to represent over $2,500,000, while Presi- 
dent Keim, in his reply to Mr. Bartol’s commit- 
tee, expressed a doubt whether he held more 
than a fraction of that amount, To settle 
these doubts, Mr. Bartol was recently sum- 
moned before George M. Dallas, the Master 
in the Reading suits, and appeared 
with his counsel, Mr. Hannis. This hearing was 
asecret one, but a day or two after it occurred 
reports were printed in some newspapers to the 
effect that Mr. Bartol had shown the Master that 
he actually represented $2,500,000 of the general 
mortgage bonds, an amount sufficient to justify 
a motion for foreclosure. 

What really happened, it is said on the highest 
authority, at that hearing was substantially as 
follows: Mr. Hannis, having asserted that he 
represented genera] mortgage bondholders. was 
asked to give a list of his clients. The only 
names he mentioned were those of H. W., B. H.. 
and G. E. Bhrtol and a Mr. Parsons, of New- 
York, the three first named holding $60,000 of 
the géneral mortgage bonds and the holding of 
Mr. Parsons not teing mentioned. When H. W. 
Bartol was asked to produce the list of bond- 
holders who bad signified, either verbally or by 
letter, their adherence to his movement, he de- 
clined, under the advice of his counsel, to 
do so, When asked to explain what he 
meant by asserting that he represented 
$2,500,000 of general mortgage bonds, he said 
that that amount or over was held by people 
who had attended the meetings called by him or 
expressed to him verbally or in writing their de- 
sire to join in the movement originated by him. 
He said further that he considered all who at- 
tended those meetings as tacitly bound to assent 
to the proceedings thereof. What proportion 
of those who attended the meetings were bond- 
holders he could notsay, having kept no list, 
and the list of those who had paid $1 for each 
$1,000 of their holding to employ counsel he de- 
clined to produce. Nobody, he said, had signed 
anything or given him any power of attorney 
to represent him.

Some 
of the parties to the suit recently brought to 
compel a division of the surplus of the North- 
ern Railroad ‘allege that the price paid by the 
Vermont Valley Road was $800,000, while the 
Northern Directors affirm that the amount re- 
ceived was only $700,000. Anwexamination of the 
records of the Northern Railroad Directors 
shows that the recommendation of a committee 
of Directors that the Sullivan County Road be 
sold for $700,000 was accepted, and the Treas- 
urer’s books show that this amount was duly re- 
ceived from the Vermont Valley Road.

IS. IT AN INFERNAL MACHINE? 


A PACKAGE WHICH HAS CAUSED ALARM 
TO POST OFFICE MEN. 

PHILADELPHIA, Penn., March 18.—When 
Post Office Clerk Wilson at the West Philadel- 
pbia substation was, about 7 o’clock this morn- 
ing, sorting the mail matter for delivery 
in West Philadelphia which had _ been 
dumped out of the pouches received an hour 
before from the main office at Ninth and Chest- 
nut streets, his suspicions were aroused on pick- 
ing up a package addressed to Miss Alice Fisher, 





the head of the Blockley Hospital Traine 
ing School for Nurses. As Clerk Wil- 
son took the package in his hands 


he heard a clicking sound from within, 
He shook the package lightly and the clicking 
sound was repeated. Believing that something 
was wrong he took off a piece of the paper that 
covered one of the corners, and then, prying up 
the corner of the lid of the box on the inside, he 
saw a machine which looked like the works of 
aclock. On the bottom of the box in the centre 
a half dozen parlor matches lay where they 
had been glued down. The clerk became 
frightened and put the mysterious package 
to one side without breathing a word to 
anybody. <As soon as Superintendent Edwin 
A. Barber arrived Clerk Wilson told him 
of the discovery he had made, and said that the 
package undoubtedly contained an infernal ma- 
chine. Superintendent Barber, notwithstanding 
Clerk Wilson’s sericusness, thought he was only 
joxing. The Superintendent’s desk is only a 
dozen feet away from the counter where the 
mail matter is sorted. 

“If you don’t think I’m in earnest, look 
there,” said Clerk Wilgon, pointing to the pack- 
age almost at Superintendent Barber’s elbow. 
The Superintendent got up, and, walking over 
to where the package lay, looked it over with- 
out touching it. He saw that it was addressed to 
Miss Alice Fisheriand that what Clerk Wilson had 
said about its contents was true. Mr. Barber, 
who is naturally pale, grew a trifle paler. Clerk 
Wilson wanted to rip the package open and ex- 
amine the contents more closely, but Superin- 
tendent Barber would not think of such a thing, 
and told him not to touch the box for fear that 
an explosion would be the result andthe sub 
station would be blown to atoms, 

Superintendent Barber was perplexed. He 
knew that it would not do to have the packa 
delivered to Miss Fisher, and he was afraid to 
have it moved from where it Jay. So allday the 
box was left on the counter, where it had 
been carefully placed by Clerk Wilson. 
This evening before the Post Office was closed 
Superintendert Barber and Clerk Wilson held 
a consultation asto what was the best thing to 
do with the box. The Superintendent, fearful 
that the machine in the box was set to explode 
atacertain hour, was anxious to have it  re- 
moved from the office, and still he was averse to 
having any one handle it for fear that an explo- 
sion would follow. Clerk Wilson courageously 
volunteered to carry the box down to the cellar, 
and Superintendent Barber finally agreed that 
that would be the best place to store it until 
Postmaster Huidekoper returnea and decided 
what should be done with it. Clerk Wilson 
picked the package up gingerly and cautiously 
descended to tne cellar with it, where it was 
placed on the floor until some time to-morrow, 
when Postmaster Huidekoper and other officials 
of the department will make an investigation. 

The package was mailed at the main office at 6 

o’vlock on Thursday evening, at the window 
where packages are weighed, examined, 
stumped, and received. Olerk Hatch took the 
package from a young well-dressed woman of 
medium build. She asked him how much 
postage it would reguire, and asked particu- 
arly if the box could not reach the alms- 
house that night. Clerk Hatch referred to the 
time delivery card, and replied that the last de- 
livery for West Philadelphia left at 5:35 P. M., 
and had been gone 25 minutes. The young wom- 
an appeared disappointed, but departed. Miss 
Fisher, to whom the box was addressed, is an 
English lady who was recently brought to this 
country to take the position she now holds. She 
has made a good many enemies by discharging 
nurses since the almshouse fire. 


A REMARKABLE DIVORCE. 








HOW THE COURTS OF PENNSYLVANIA HAVE 
BEEN ABUSED, 
PHILADELPHIA, March 13.—A_ divorce 
case which strongly emphasizes the growing dis- 
regard of the sacred relation and the lax condi- 
tion of the marriage laws of Pennsylvania has 
just been brought tolight through proceedings 
instituted to have the decree granted by the Court 
of Common Pleas vacated and set aside. Thestory 
isthat John J. Miller, in 1849, married Miss Eliza- 
beth §. Rogers, the result of which union was 
four children and a separation 10 years after 
marriage. They were divorced, and Mrs. Mil- 
ler married Robert E. Randall, brother of Samuel 
J. Randall. It was not long before the wife was 
in court again. She procured her second divorce 
easily, without even suffering the annoyance of 
pubiicity, ana then remarried her first husband, 
who in the meantime had become one of the best 
known sporting characters about town and 
the bosom friend of George Brotherton, 
a well-known sporting man. These vacillatin 
parents of grown-up children soon wearied o 
their married life. Through counsel Mrs. Miller 
went to the Divorce Court again, and it is al- 
leged that by collusive negotiations between 
husband and wife, in which the latter received 
$3,000 as her share of the bargain, a divorce 
was procured from the court on March 8, 
1884. Now a third party appears on the scene 
inthe person Of Mrs. Viola Bonavita, wife of 
Frank J. Bonavita, anda daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. John J. Miller. Learning of the collusion 
between her father and mother in derogation of 
her own rights, she brought an action in the 


courts that had been thus_ contemptu- 
ously treated. She, through her counsel, 
denounced the decree of divorce as a 


fraud on the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania,its 
laws,and its alleged courts of justice, and brand- 
edit as illegal and void, praying, in conclusion, 
that the decree, manipulated in secret and foist- 
ed upon an unsophisticated court, be re- 
viewed, reversed, vacated, set aside, and 
declared fraudulent and _ void. It has 
been brought out from this action that 
the husband’s motive was to remarry. His at- 
torney of record in the divorce proceedings was 
notified of Mrs. Bonavita's proceeding in equity 
on Oct. 22, 1884, and on the following day, 
as testified by this lady in an_ aftida- 
vit made March 38, 1885, “John J, Miller 
entered into a second marriage with Miss 
Florence H. Brotherton, sister of George C, 
Brotherton, with the full knowledge of these in- 
tended proceedings,” If it be established that 
the decree in divorce was obtained by collusion 
it must be set aside. John J. Miller may then be 
proceeded against for bigamy. 





DIVORCE ASKED FROM A MILLIONAIRE, 
From the Detroit (Mich.) Post, March 11. 

The courts have been called upon to 
settle the domestic differences between Mr. and 
Mrs. Mark Hopkins, of St. Clair. A bill for di- 
vorce has been filed in the Superior Court by 
Permelia Hopkins on the ground of alleged ex- 
treme and repeated cruelty. An attempt was 


made by Mrs. Hopkins's lawyer to suppress the 
bill, but information that it had been filed got 
abroad yesterday afternoon. Mrs. Hopkins sets 
forth inthe bill that she was married to the de- 
tendant at Minneapolis, Minn., June 2, 1869, when 
she was the widow of Samuel R. Morgan. and 
had ason living. At the time of the marriage 
she alleges that Mr. Hopkins had comparatively 
no money, was employed in the pattern shops at 
Minneapolis, and that she loaned him consider- 
able money with the provision that it should be 
repaid when her son needed it. The borrowed 
money he soon lost, but that same year fell heir 
toan estate worth $2,000,000, on the death of an 
uncle, and removed to St. Clair, where they have 
been living in a style commensurate with the re- 
sources of the magnificent property. The com- 
plainant alleges that from the time they took up 
their residence at St. Clair he has been abusive, 
irritable, and cross, and frequently applied to 
her epithets of Jow moral tone, Mrs. Hopkins 
says she has no means of support with the ex- 
ception of $50 which her husband gave her re- 
cently to quit his house.

Waller, their counsel before the 
committee, said he himself and the petition- 
ers, andeven Pigott, did not believe the charge 
was true, and he was ready to withdraw the pe- 
tition. Mr. Joslyn asked the House what could be 
expected of the committee in these circum- 
stances. As Mr. Troup, of New-Haven, was 
obliged to go to Worcester, a vote on the report 
was deferred tillanother day, though the House 
will overwhelmingly sustain the committee. Itis 
said that upon this action Pigott will send in a 
communication, which wasin the possession of 
a member to-day, fw mg his memoership of 
the House, the idea being that if his seat is made 
vacant the Legislature will be asked to pass a 
svecial act providing for a new election in New- 
Haven right away, thus keeping open a con- 
troversy which long ago ceased to be within the 
bounds of propriety, and is to-day a burning 
disgrace to the State, 

One of the clearest-headed Democratic mem- 
bers said to Top TIMEs’s correspondent this aft- 
ernoon: “It is amazing that the Republican ma- 
jority will sit quietly and let insult be added to 
injury in a case where, of all others, the dignity 
and character of the House are involved. Of 
course it is not a party question, but Pigott is a 
Democrat, and members on our side do not feel 
like taking the responsibility of doing what 
ought to have been done longazgo. The Repub- 
lican leaders ought not to hesitate any longer. 
If, as is said, Pigott is to send inihis resignation, 
there is an immediate opportunity to act decid- 
edly. so as to make up for the mistakes of 
the past. He cannot resign without the consent 
of the House, and this consent cannot be given 
except in humiliation, so long as he isin con- 
tempt. If he proposes to resign itis only an- 
other indirect insult. His communication 
should be tabled without debate and a resolu- 
tion should be at once introduced, with a pre- 
amble setting forth intelligently the previous 
indulgence of the House, exvelling bim from 
the floor. That is the only decent way of dis- 
posing of Pigott.”

THE ROCHESTER BRIBERY CASES. 





ALL THE INDICTED OFFICIALS DISCHARGED 
BY THE COURT. 

RocHeEster, N. Y., March 13.—District 
Attorney Taylor this morning moved the case 
of Alderman J. Miller Kelly, indicted Jan. 
80 for bribery in receiving $200 through John 
A. Felsinger as an inducement to vote for John 
Lutes for Overseer of the Poor., A jury was 
selected, the qase was opened, and Felsinger’s 
testimony was taken, to the effect that he gave 


the defendant $200 received from Jacob Gerling 
for that purpose. George Raine’, counsel for 


defendant, then moved tbe discharge of 
his client, first, on the ground _ that 
Felsinger had confessed that be had 


committed perjury before the Grand Jury, and, 
when this was refused, on the ground that Fel- 
singer’s evidence being that of an alleged ac- 
complice, was worthless unless corroborated, 
and that such corroboration was wholly lacking. 
in coun on the latter motion Judge Dwight 
said: : 

“Our coditiers have managed to cover this 
case by provisions of the Criminal Code, and have 
provided that the party who induces or procures 
public officers to accept a bribe to do certain acts 
in his official capacity shall be considered 
accessory in the crime for which he so- 
licits the public official, and makes him 
guilty himself of such offense. The code pro- 
vides for his punishment for his own offense, or 
as an accessory in the crime for which he solicits, 
but not for both. I think I must hold, for the 
purposes of this trial, that Felsinger was, 
under sections 29, 72, and 677. an accomplice 
in the crime charged against defendant Kelly. 
It results from this that Felsinger must be cor- 
roborated by facts tending to connect Kelly 
with the case. It is congeded by the District 
Attorney that there is none. It thus follows 
at a case is not made out against defendant 

elly. 

The court then directed the jury to rendera 
verdict of acquittal, which was done, and Alder- 
man Kelly was discharged. Then for the

RoGeEr’s Forp, Penn., March 13.—About 
10 days ago the stove foundries of Grander & Co., 
Floyd, Wells & Co., and George & Hunter, 
located at this placa, posted throughout their 
different works a notice to the effect that 


a reduction of 10 per cent. would be 
made in the wages of all employes, 
taking effect on and after March 13, 


The matter was discussed among the molders, 
and it was decided that they would not accept 
the reduction. Several meetings were held and 
strong resolutions were adopted stating that the 
men were receiving toosmall pay for the amount 
of work performed and the reduction would 
bring their wages down to that of labor- 
ers. A meeting was held last night which 
was largely attended. A Committee of Three 
was appointed to call upon the three firms and 
see if the matter could not be compromised. At 
noon to-day the committee called upon two of 
the firms, but failed to make any adjustment. 
Promptly at 1 o’clock the molders and their 
helperst‘empioyed at the three stove foundries, 
numbering 100 men, left their work benches, and 
refused to work at the reduction. 





MR. ULRICH’S FREE PASS. 
Emigration Commissioner Ulrich was

He was no longer 
a free passenger, insuring himself against all 
risks, but was a passenger on a ticket bought 
and paid for by him; and the court held that the 
fact that he bought the ticket from the Wagner 
Car Company aid not lesson the railroad com- 
pany’s liability, for the drawing room cars were 
— on its tracks by its permission and for its 

enefit.

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THE DEFENSE OF HAZEN 


——— os 
SECRETARY LINCOLN CHARGED 
WITH COINING LIBEL. 

GEN. HAZEN’S COUNSEL SAY THEY WILL 
TRACE THE STORIES ABOUT THEIR 
OLIENT TO THE SECRETARY OF WAR. 

WASHINGTON, March 13.— When the 
Hazen court-martial convened this morning the 
Judge-Advocate announced that the matter of 
the fees of the official stenographer had been 
satisfactorily arranged, the War Department 
having agreed to pay the same rates as were 
paid in the Swaim and Morrow courts-martial. 

The defense submitted a request for the sum- 
moning of Edmund Hudson, of the Capital, of 
this city, asa witness, and the Judge-Advocate 
objected, unless the materiality of the evidence 
proposed to be introduced by this witness were 
first shown to the court. Counsel for the de- 
fense protested against being compelled to map 
out their defense for the benefit of the prosecu- 
tion, and the court ruled that upon the state- 
ment of counsel for the defense that the wit- 
ness was necessary to their case he would be 
summoned without further statement of what 
they desired to prove by him. 

The Judge-Advocate then presented to the 
court a copy of the report of the Secretary of 
War for 1883, containing a memorandum dated 
Sept. 19, 1883, stating that the Secretaries of War 
and of the Navy had decided thatit was not 
practicable to send another expedition to the 
relief of Lieut. Greeiy in that year. He asked 
the defense to admit that this report was re- 


ceived by the Chief Signal Officer in the ordinary 
course. The defense refused to admit this, ex- 
cept with the qualification that they only admit- 
ted it because the copy was stamped with the 
stamp of the Signa) Office. The Judge-Advocate 
refused to accept the admission with this quali- 
fication, and put upon the witness stand an em- 
ploye of the Signal Office, who testified that he 
received the copy of the report presented to the 
court in the ordinary course of business on Dec. 
11, 1883. The defense objected to the introduction 
as evidence of the memorandum contained in 
the report, on the ground of variance between 
the allegation and the evidence sought to be in- 
troduced. He said that the specitications set 
forth that Gen. Hazen knew that the Secretary 
of War had decided that it was impracticable to 
senda relief expedition to the arctic in the Fall 
of 1888, and that the prosecution offered in sup- 
port of this charge evidence of a joint decision 
to that effect of the Secretaries of War and the 
Navy. The Judge-Advocate contended that the 
decision referred to in the memorandum was 
just as much the individual act of the Secretary 
of War as it was the joint decision of the two 
Secretaries. The court overruled the objection 
of counsel for the defense. 

The prosecution then called Capt. 8. M. Mills, 
Acting Chief Signal Officer, who identified a copy 
of a telegram sent by him on Sept. 19, 1883, to 
Gen. Hazen, at Fort Townsend, Washington Ter- 
ritory,in which he informed Gen. Hazen that 
the Secretaries of War and of the Navy had con- 
cluded, aiter patient consultation with arctic 
explorers, that nothing further could possibly 
be done in that year for the relief of the Greely 
party. The detense admitted having received 
the telegram in question. The prosecution 
sought to establish by the testimony of this wit- 
ness that Gen. Hazen was on duty as Chief Signal 
Officer in this city on Dec. 11, 1888, the date on 
which the annual report of the Secretary of 
War was received at the Signal Office, but the 
witness could not makea positive statement as 
to the fact without consulting the records of the 
office, and the defense, refusing to admit that 
Gen. Hazen was on duty on that day. because of 
similar lack of positive recollection, the court was 
obliged to take a recess until the records could 
be consulted. 

When the court again convened the witness 
produced a transcript of a part of the recoras of 
the Signal Office, which showed that Gen. Hazen 
was not absent from duty during the month of 
December, i883. With the examination of this 
wetness the prosecution rested, with the under- 
sianding that they might resumeagninif deemed 
necessary after a perusal of the record of the 
case. The defense then called Capt. Mills as its 
first witness. In answer to questions as to 
whether a decision of the Secretaries of War and 
of the Navy was on file in the Signal. Office, he 
said that he did not think such a copy 
was on file there, but that on the date 
of that decision the Secretary of War 
sent for him and gave him a hectograph copy 
of the memorandum. His recollection was that 
this copy was intended to be given to the Asso- 
ciated Press for publication throughout the 
country as an answer to the numerous inquiries 
on the subject that had come tothe Secretary of 
War. in answer to a question by Gen. Schofield 
the witness said that his telegram of Sept. 19, 
1863, to Gen. Hazen was sent because of the an- 
nouncement to him by the Secretary of War of 
the decision not to send a relief party north that 
Fal!. in answer toa question by Gen. Howard 
he said that the Secretary of War did not say 
specially that it was his the (Secretary of War’s) 
decision. 

Edmund Hudson, editor of the Capital of this 
city, was called by the defense. is attention 
was called to an article which was published in 
that paper on March 1, 188,in which it was 
stated that Gen. Hazen had written a letter to 
the Secretary of War throwing the blame for the 
tragic termination ot the Greely Relief Exnedi- 
tion upon the shoulders of that official, and stat- 
ing further that it was said that Gen. Hazen had 
asked leave to go South in order to be absent 
from the city when the letter should come into 
the bands of the Secretary. The witness was 
asked if he had written the article in question. 
The Judge-Advocate objected to the in- 
troduction of newspaper articles as_ testimony, 
onthe ground that they were irrelevant and 
immaterial. in replying to this objection Judge 
Mackey, of counsel for the accused, created a 
sensation by stating that he intended to trace 
the aricle in question to the Secretary of War. 
He said: ** We propose to trace by gradual and 
well-connected proof thisjparagraph back to 
the source that inspired it. We propose to fol- 
low, by a chain of weil connected links, this 
paragraph, and the paragraph in the Chicago

tary, who bas charged an Officer of the army of

We will show tbat it was by 
the hand of authority; that the hand that drew 
the charge and specification against him was the 
hand that indited the publication that touched 
his honor.” He added that he did not offer this 
in justification of the offense charged against 
Gen. Hazen, but in mitigation of that offense if 
it shou!d be proved. 

Tne Judge-Advocate said that the defense, be- 
for they coula be allowed to make a pleain 
mitigation, must first admit the offense. That, 
he said, they had not yet done. He added that 
no matter what had been said or§written, Gen. 
Hezen was not justified in seeking the channels 
of the public press to assail his superior officer. 
It he had had an idea that he had been assailed 
by the Secretary of War or others there was a 
legitimate channel through which to seek re- 
dress. He aiso suid that he wished to deny most 
emphatically that the Secretary of War had any- 
thing to do with these publications. 

The court went into secret session to consider 
the objection of the Judge-Advocate, and ad- 
journed until to-morrow without andouncing 
its§cecision. 


THE OKLAHOMA INVADERS WARNED

proclamation was issued by the President this 
ifternoon: 
















A PROCLAMATION, 


By the President of the United States of America: 

Whereas, It is alleged that certain individuals, asso- 
tiations of persous and corporations. are in the unau- 
thorized possession of portions of the territory known 
as the Okiahoma lands, within the indian ‘lerritory, 
which are designated, described, and recognized by the 
treaties and luws of the United States, and by the ex- 
ecutive authority thereof, as indian lands; and 

Whereas, It is further alleged that certain other per- 
sons or associations within the territory and jurisdic. 
tion of the United States have begun and set on foot 
preparations for an organized and forcible entry and 
settlement upon the aforesaid lands, and are now 
threatening such entry and occupation; and : 

Whereas, The jaws of the United States provide for 
the removal of persons residing or being found upon 
such Indian lands and territory without permission 
ped and legally obtained of the Interior Depart- 
ment; 


Now, therefore, for the purpose of protecting the 
public interests, as well asthe interests of the Indian 
nations and tribes, andto the end that no person or 
persons may be inducedto enter upon said ‘Territory 
where they will not be allowed to remain witnout the 

ermission of the authority aforesaid, I, Grover Cleve- 

nd, President of the United States,do hereby warn 
and admonish all and every person or persons now in 
the occupation of such lands,ard allsuch person or per- 
sons as are intending, yey or threatening to 
enter and settle upon the same, that they will neither 
be permitted to enter upon said Territory, nor if 
already there to remain thereon; and that incase a 
due regardfor and voluntary obedience to the laws 
and treaties of the United States, and if this admoni- 
tion anc warning be not sufficient to effect the purposes 
and intentions of the Government as herein declared 
the military power of the United States will be invoke 
to abate all such unauthorized possession, to prevent 
such threatened entry and oe. and to remove 
all such intruders from the said Indian lands. 

In testimony whereof I have hereunto set my 
hand and caused the seal of the United States to be 
ait xed.

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THE SENATE DEBATING THE HALF 
MILLION APPROPRIATION. 

THE BURDEN IMPOSED ON TAXPAYERS BY 
ABOLISHING THE CONTRACT SYSTEM—A 
LARGE NUMBER OF BILLS INTRODUCED. 

ALBANY, March 13.—Prison labor was 
the theme to which the talkers in the Senate de- 
voted themselves to-day. The Finance Commit- 
tee favorably reported an appropriation ot $500,- 

000 for the maintenance of the prisons—an ap- 

propriation made necessary by the abolition of 

the contract system. Acting in pursuance of the 
policy agreed upon by the Democrats, Senator 

Jacebs objected to the consideration of the 

bill whea it was introduced yesterday, and it 

bac to go to the Finance Committee. With 

unusual promptness that committee made a 

favorable report upon it to-day. Mr. Esty, Re- 

publican, of Tompkins, precipitated the debste 
by anattack upon the spirit which led to the 
abolition of the contract system. It was far bet- 
ter, he believed, to discourage immigration than 
to indulge the moonshiny vagaries of those 
who had been tampering with the prison system. 

He indorsed the contract system and declared It 

to be his belief that ultimately the taxpayers 

would compe! the State to return to it. 

Senator Fred Lansing, leader of the Republican 
majority, urged immediate action by the Legis- 
lature. He admitted that he voted for the abro- 
gation of the contract system, not because he 
thought it was right, but because it had been 


demanded by the supreme masters of us all—the 
people. The State was now confronted with the 
problem how to carry on these prisons, now that 
they had been deprived of the only means ot 
self-support. The cry against the contract sys- 
tem had come from the leaders of political 
organizations within the labor organiza- 
tions. There was one man in all this 
State who had not been consulted upon the sub- 
ect, and he was the taxpayer. e@ would be 

eard from yet, and the Democratic members of 
tne Legislature could depend upon it. ‘The an- 
nual burden of $1,200,000 a year had been placed 
upon him, and he was certain to make himself 
heard. The Senator believed that the fact should 
be recognized that the prisoners must be kept 
employed. Already, according to the Superin- 
tendent, they were becoming demoralized, their 
discipline was being destroyed, and this half 
million appropriation was an absolute necessity. 

Senator Comstock, Republican, of Troy, dwelt 
at great length upon the wrongs inflicted upon 
workingmen. He was opposed to doing any- 
thing for the prisons for the present at least. 

President McCarthy camé down from his 
chair to say that he doubted whether there was 
wisdom and experience enough in this Legisla- 
ture to determine the questions raised py the 
abolition of contract labor. He was in favor, 
however, of giving the Prison Superintendent 
money enough fora year ortwoto try the sys- 
tem which he is compelled to follow now. 

The bill was progressed and will be taken up 
again next Monday night. 

Mr, Murphy offered a concurrent resolution re- 
citing that the commercial development of the 
north snore of Staten Island requires a modifica- 
tion of pier and bulkhbeud lines established in 
1875, and asking the Governor to request the 
President of the United States to appoint Com- 
missioners to revise these lines between the 
Government lighthouse and New-Brighton. The 
resolution was tabled. 

The Grain Elevator bill and the Vedder bill 
compelling the actual transfer of stocks by 
dealers either on the day of sale or on some day 
in the future to be indicatedin writing, were 
favorably reported. The bill is aimed at the sup- 

ression of stock fan bling, and tor that reason 

t may be doubted whether the Senate will ever 
pass it. 

Mr. Murphy, for Mr. Daggett, introduced a 
bill allowing street railroads to insure their own 
property against fire. 

Mr. Vedaer introduced a bill providing that 
life insurance companies shall invest their sur- 
plus with the Insurance Department in pre- 
scribed securities, and that 98 per cent. of all 
surplus above the required surplus shall be dis- 
tributed among the members and policy holders. 

Senator Baker introduced an amendment to 
the old Steam Railroad act authorizing steam 
railroad companies to use the cog or cable meth- 
od of propulsion. 

The subject of biennial sessions was briefly 
discussed and promptly disposed of by the As- 
sembly to-day. The bill making provision for 
these sessions was introduced by Gen. Heath, of 
Brooklyn, baving been prepared by the Constitu- 
tion Club. The Judiciary Committee reported it 
adversely, and Gen. Heath moved to disagree 
with the report. Mr. Scott, of Livingston. 
stated that an opportunitv would be afforded in 
another year for the electors to say {whether 
they want a constitutional convention. Sucha 
convention he believed should be intrusted with 
the consideration of this proposition. Nothing 
would be gained by passing the bill through the 
Legislature in view of these facts. The House 
refused to disagree, and biennial sessions are dis- 
posed of for this Winter. 

Controller E. V. Loew, in accordance with an 
Assembly resolution, made a report upon the 
amount of rent which is paid by New-York for 
buildings leased forthe use of the city depart- 
ments. Thesum of $102,420 is annually paid for 
this purpose, and either the whole ora portion 
of 16 puildings are leased. The rental paid the 
owners of the Stewart ee | alone amount 
to $54,500. For the quarters of the Department’ 
of Public Works $12,500 is paid. The Staats Zei- 
tung office receives a rental of $8,220, and the 
World office, $2,600. 

Everett P. Wheeler, President of the Advisor 
Board that aids the Mayor in enforcing the civil 
service law, made a report of the methods em- 
ployed io examining applicants for positions in 


he Police and Fire Departments. The Board 
say they have acted on the theory of securing 
the highest attainable degree of intelligence 


and bodily strength, and no candidate is to be 
admitted until he has been pronounced 

hysicaly sound by the surgeons of the 
Police Department. It is required that 
the men chosen shall be icked men as 
regards their a and intelligence. In cre- 
ating an intel a test the ype! A Board 
have assumed that any man who is examined for 
office may fairly be expected to know the ele- 
mentary branches of a common school educa- 
tion. The only literature they are expected to 
have any acquaintance with is the rules and reg- 
ulations of the department to which they see 
admission. The poet eg A Board will keep 
constantly in mind the fact that the system of 
competitive examinations is in its infancy, and 
in the nature of thin any set of rules that 
could be drawn would require modification in 
practice. 

An unusually large number of bills has been 
introduced in both houses during the past three 
days. The members have discovered that there 
is a rule which prevents any bill introduced 
after March 15 being disposed of before bills pre- 
sented prior to that date unless by unanimonhs 
consent.

INVITING PAUPER EMIGRANTS. 





THE LOW STEERAGE RATES AND LOW 
FARES TO CHICAGO. 


Although the busy season for emigrant 
business is now at hand a settlement of the dif- 
ficulties in the emigrant pool is apparently as 
remote as at the beginning of the troubles. The 
few emigrants arriving are all taken West by 
the Pennsylvania Road, the other lines in the 
pool preferring to do no business rather than 
engage in competition with the Pennsylvania at 
$1 to Chicago. 

An officer of one of the trunk lines said yes- 
terday: ‘* There is one consequence of the pre- 
Vailing low rates which has apparently been 
overlooked, ‘but which among railroad and 
steamship menis regarded as not only possible, 
but very probable. Thisis a large emigration of 


aupers and semi-paupers to this country. 

teerage rates are now very low, in some cases 
at the ridiculous rate of $7. The Pennsylvania's 
rate to Chicago is only $1, 60 that fora paltry $8 
emigrants can be transported from the 
foreign seaports to Chicago. While it is 
true that the Commissioner of Emigration 
oan prevent paupers from landing, it is reason- 
able to suppose that any one provided with a 
ticket to Chicago can hardly be judged a pauper. 
Unless the steamship companies have been mis- 
informed there is likely to be a large emigration 
of this very undesirable class within the next 
few months. The foreign municipalities, tempt- 
ed, it is believed, by the abnormally low rates, 
will quietly supply their paupers with tickets for 
New-York and thence to Chicago, and make a 
systematic effort to rid themselves of the 
thousands who are unable to support 
themselves at home. These aupers, on 
their arrival here, will probably be able 
to show a little money, and will seek to delude 
the Commissioners by false statements regard- 
ing friends or relatives in the West. In this way 
they may succeed in getting out of the jurisdioc- 
tion of the Commissioners and become a burden 
upon Chicago or wherever in the West they may 
drop down. The question isa serious one, and 
its evil effects can alone be prevented by ex- 
traordinary vigilance on the part of the Castle 
Garden authorities or a return to such rates as 
will prevent the temptution proving too strong 
for the municipalities of Europe. The class 
which will be sent here unless active measures 
are taken is the very lowest and most miserable 
in Europe, and will prove to be one of the most 
effective in spreading cholera or other infeo- 
tions, the spreading of which the Government 
is now striving to prevent.’ 

Secretary Jackson, of the Commissioners of 
Emigration, declared that he did not think there 
was any danger of a general exodus of paupers 
to the United States. Emigration had fallen off 
this year to a remarkable degree, and in case un- 
desirable persons endeavored to come in, the 
authority of the Commissioners would be rigor- 
ously exercised to prevent them. In case any 
emigrant deemed undesirable should present a 
ticket for Chicago, that would not prevent his 
exclusion, if reasonable cause for the beliet that 
he was a pauper existed. The ticket would not 
be accepted as proof of his ability to support 
himself, and unless he would furnish proof of 
having friends or relatives inthe West to provide 
for him he would not be permitted to land. 
The return of the Slavonians last year, added 
Mr. Jackson, had accomplished much in dis- 
couraging the emigration of the very poor, as on 
their returh home they had spread the news of 
their exclusion, and the circulation of the news 
of the very dull times in America had had the 
effect of preventing a large influx of the poorer 
people bent on improving their condition. 








THE EPISCOPAL CITY MISSION. 

The fifty-third annual report of the 
New-York Protestant Episcopal City Mission So- 
ciety, which was organized in 1831 to do mission 
work in the public institutions and city prisons, 
and which also maintains a department of St, 
Barnabas at Nos. 804 and 303 Mulberry-street 
and the Bethlehem German Mission in Ninth- 


avenue, between Eighty-second and Eighty- 
third streets, has just been issued. Bishop Ho- 
ratio Potter is President of the mission and 


— the report of the Executive Com- 
mittee. During the last financial year 2,781 
religious services were held the mis- 


sionaries of the mission, which were attended by 
117,866 persons. The number of visits to families 
in distress was 1,263, and to persons for relief and 
religious instruction, 64,140. Books were drawn 
from the libraries of the mission on Blackwell's 
Island, 51,661 times, and 10,171 magazines and pa- 
pers were distributed in the institutions. The 
result of the mission Work was that 4,047 persons 
received the holy communion, 367 were baptized, 
and 59 were confirmed. The General Fresh Air 
Fund enabled the Superintendent to send many 
persons and families to the seaside and into 
the country for health and rest. The report of 
the ‘Treasurer, John H. Boynton, shows 
that the receipts during the year were 
7 45, which, with a _ balance of 
$1,178 15 from the preceding year, made the 
available funds, $42,881 60. The disbursements 
were $40,711 30, leaving a balance in the treasury 
on Oct. 21, 1884, of $1,670 30. The assets of the 
society in real estate, furniture, &c., are $68,750. 
The Executive Committee issues an urgent ap- 
peal to the Protestant Episcopal churehes for 
more workers and more money to continue the 
work, and the Superintendent says that the first 
and most urgent need is a well-educated German 
clergyman who can devote his whole time to his 
countrymen who swarm in the public institu- 
tions, and who are orying out.for friendly words 
from German lips. 


RELIGION CAUSED THEIR TROUBLE. 

Rebecca Meseager, of No. 190 Madison- 
street, a pretty Jewess,19 years of age, was a 
complainant in the Essex Market Police Court 
yesterday against her husband, Joseph Messager, 
whom she charged with abandonment. She 
asked the court to compel him to support her. 
Lawyer Edmund Price, who appeared for the 
defendant, said that his client was perfectly 


willing to live with his wife. He told the Justice 

that the couple were married in a4 church at the 

corner of Henry and Market streets on July 25, 

1883, by the Rev. Dr. Hopper, but tho girl’s 
arents refused to allow her to live with her hus- 
and because he was a Christian. 

‘They want him to embrace their religion,” 
said the lawyer vehemently, ‘‘and because he 
refuses they bring him to a police court.” 

The oomplainant’s story corroborated the 
statements of the prisoner’s counsel. Justice 
Dutfy then said: ‘The prisoner is willing to 
support his wife and to provide a home for her, 
which home she refuses to accept, and holds 
through her counsel that her husband is legally 
bound to support her and that she is liable to 
become a burden on the county. The court 
thinks that she has not performed her portion of 
the marriage contract. Her husband is not 
bound under the law to take care of her. The 
casé is therefore dismissed.”’ 

The young man thanked the Justice, while his 
wife looked daggers at him.

MR. SKINNER GOSS BACK TO THE TOMBS. 

Counsel for Orrin Skinner, who recently 
obtained $2,200 from the National Bank of the 
Republic by depositing a worthless draft for 
$2,800 on the First National Bank of Chicago and 
drawing a check against it, yesterday went to 
the District Attorney’s office and offered to give 
bail, which had been fixed at $2,200. While the 
papers were being made out, Order of Arrest 
Clerk McGonigal and one of his deputies sta- 
tioned themselves in the hall for the purpose of re- 
arresting Skinner as soon as he was discharged on 
a civil suit growing out of the transaction.

ENGINEERS DISCHARGED.

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COMMISSIONER ARMSTRONG’S AN- 
; SWER TO MR. BATES. 

THE QUESTIONS BETWEEN THE BALTIMORE 
AND OHIO AND WESTERN UNION SOLE- 
LY FOR JUDICIAL INTERFERENCE, 

WASHINGTON, March i4.—The Hon. W. H. 

Armstrong, Commissioner of Railroads, has writ- 

ten the following letter to President D. H. Bates, 

of the Baltimore and Ohio Telegraph Company, 


in answer to the latter’s letter of March 9: 


DEPARTMENT OF THE INTERIOR, OF FICE COMMI : 

A SIONER OF RAILROADS, March 11, 1885. 

The Hon. 1. 14. Hates, President ati General Manager 
of the Baltimore unt’ Uhio Telegraph Compann, 68 
Broadway), New-York: 

SIX: Lihave to-day received and very carefully read 
your communication of the 9th inst. The quotation 
you make from my lettér of March 2 to the Secretary 
of the Interior, in reply to the resolution of the Senate, 
does not adequately convey the substance of that re- 
ply. You wiil observe that the resolution inqoired first, 
whether the railroad companies have _* constructed 
and are maintaining and operating thelr own lines 
ot telegraph,” und second, ‘whether telegraphic 
messages are accepted and transmitted for 
all persons and corporations without discrimi- 
nation as. to price and other conditions.” 
in the hearing before me tt was not disputed, nor does 
your letter of. the 9th inst. question. that these éom- 
panies did own the lines of telegraph which they have 
thenselves constructed and operate and over which 
they transmit all’messages which are received, whether 
from individuals or corporations, but I did not think 
that a specific answer to the precise inquiry sufficiently 
informed the Senate of the real controversy, and i, 
therefore, ina spirit of fairness to both companies, 
embodied in my reply the claim of the Baltimore and 
Ohio Telegraph Company as formulated by you and 
the reply thereto on bebalf of the Union Pacific Ruil- 
way Company as formulated by Gen. Swayne. 

The Fy extract you muke from my letteris as fol- 
lows: * The railroad companies in granting these privi- 
legos [to the Western Union Company) have not 
ahenated their control of their own telegraph lines, 
nor refused to receive or transmit telegrams for All 
Riens and corporations without discrimination.” 

his is but a part of thé paragraph, the whole of 
which reads as follows: “It will be recived 
that both these corporations claim that they have 
constructed and are maintaining and operating their 
own lines of telegraph, and that they do accept and 
transmit messages for all persons and corporatious 
without discrimination as to price and other condi- 
tions.” While this is, perhaps, a sufficient answer to the 
specific inquiries of the resolution, it is proper to say 
that the underlying question is s controversy between 
rival telegraph companies. I do not deem it to be with- 
in the purpose of the resolution to detail the several 
contracts between the Pucitic Railroad Companies and 
the Western Union Telegraph Company, which oper- 
rates a general telegraph iine along ail their roads, 

The railroad companies in granting these privileges 

have not alienated their control of their own tel- 

egraph lines, nor have they refused to receive and 
transmit all telegraphic messages for all persons and 
corporations, without discrimination as to price or 
other conditions. This, as to any particular message, 
whether from individuals or from rival telegraph com- 
panies, is not controverted, but it is claimed by tele- 
graph companies which compete with the Western 

nion that they are respectiveiy entitled to insist upon 
the right, not for particular messages, but for un ar- 
rangement under which they shall be enabled to trans- 
act @ rival and competing telegraph business under 
equal or equivalent facilities ‘as those accorded under 
existing contracts to the Western Union. 

Quoting only a single sentence from the above para- 
graph to which I have referred, you say: ‘ To this con- 
clusion of yours [ take strong exception. Your con- 
sideration of the questions involved—as stated by 
yourself—was not judicial, but you have, however, ex- 
pressed broadly a conclusion that if not controverted 
or protested against at once will probably be con- 
strued us a ruling, to the effect that those railroad com- 
panies have not violated the statutory provisions of 
their charters or corporate obligations in this respect.’”’ 

I cannot agree with you that my letter !s capable of 
such construction, and particularly in connection with 
the statement of the claims of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Telegraph Company and the Union Pacific Railway 
Company as formulated by the parties, respect- 
ively, embodied by me in my letter without alter- 
ation. You omit also to notice that at the con- 
clusion of my letter | say; “It will be observed 
that the real controversy—being the claim of 
distinct affirmative rights upon the one side as dis- 
tinetly denied upon tne other, and both arising under 
variant construction of the same law—is, as it stands at 
peor & Question clearly within judicial adjudication. 

have deemed it to be within the spirit of the resolu- 
tion to embody in my reply the respective views of the 
rival interests which are involved. hether the ques- 
tion thus presented is one for legislative action must 
rest exclusively in the discretion of Congress.” 

In your letter you'say: “Our demands as expressed in 
your letter aredefinite and reasonable, and, we believe, 
warranted by the law and the facts. The roty of the 
railroad company, on the other hand, is evasive and in- 
tentionaliy, or otherwise, misleading.” It was not for 
mé, in answering a resolution of the Senate, calling 
only for facts, to pass upon the bona fides of the claims 
asserted by @ither party. I submitted them both to 
the Senate In the precise language in which they 
were expressed by the parties themselves. At the 
hearing before me, on Feb. 27, [ distinctly disclaimed 
any authority to hear the parties in any judicial ca- 
pactty, and announced thatthe hearing, which was at 

he request of the parties, was only for the purpcese of 
ascertaining the facts, to enable me to report fuliy and 
accurately to the Senate the entire situation andallthe 
facts as they are, for its consideration and determina- 
tion. lam at alossto know what more I could hayedone 
to fairly present to tne Senate the controverted rights of 
the parties. After carefully revising all the facts I see 
no occasion to change my opinion that the whole oon- 
troversy is one of appropriate Judicial inquiry, and, as 
it seems to me, this would be the shortest, no less than 
the surest, way to determine the relative rignts of the 
parties. The delay which you seem to apprehend 
would be no greater than that which is incident to all 
ordinary litigation of private rights. That it would not 
have been appropriate for this office to attempt to pass 
upon these questionsis, to my mind, entirely clear. 

That the questions involved are of great magnitude 
and difficulty and require for their solution not only 
the interpretation of the charter acts of 1862 and 1864 
and the telegraph act of July 2, 1864, but the character 
and effect of theagreements under which the Western 
Union operates a telegraph wire along the Union Pa- 
eitic Railroad, is evident from the numerous cases in 
which iike questions haye been under ju- 
dicial considoration. Among these cases are: 
Atlantic and Pacific Telegraph Company h 
Union Pacitic Railway Company, (1 Feb., Red. 745;) 
Central Branch Union Pacific Railroad Company vs. 
The Western Union T'élegraph Company, (3 F'ed. Rep., 
417;) Western Union Telegraph gompany vs, Union 
Pacific Railway Company, (1 McCrary, 418;) Western 
Union Telegraph Company vs. The Atlantic and 
Pacific Telegraph Company, (7 Bissell, 367.) It is not 
necessary to make further citations to show that the 
questions involved are not only of the greatest mag- 
nitude, but can only be determined by proper judicial 
investigation and decision. 

You further say: “I'he reply of the Union Pacific 
Railway Company, however, assumes to limit its duties 
to the handiing of such business when tendered by an 
individual, thus placing the Baltimore and Onio ‘l'ele- 
gpank Company on an entirely different footing from 
the Western Union Telegraph Company, and leaving 
wholly out of uccount the very important question of 
entering into contract relations with us.” ‘The exist- 
ing contract between the Union Pacific Railway Com- 
pany and the Western Union Telegraph Company is 
dated July 1, 1881, and was evidently intended to ob- 
viate the illegal or ultra vires covenants, so declared 
by the courts, of their tormer agreements. Whether 
it has effectuated its purpose remains a matter for 
judicial inquiry. It is clearly within judicial cogni- 

ance to determine whether the Baltimore and Ohio 

elegraph Company has the right to a similar contract. 

Undoubtedly contracts against public policy are void. 

The means by which all the rignts in controversy can be 

udicially determined are within the easy reach of all 

nterested parties, nor can either party be deprived 
by ether legislative or executive action of the con- 
stitutional right of appeal to the courts, 

I consider it inappropriate, if pot futile, that this 
oftice should assume to exercise any ‘‘mandatory” au- 
thority over these difficult and intricate questions. Its 
functions were properly discharged when, in response 
to the Senate resolution, the facts were trully and im- 
partially presented. I cannot concur in your view that 
‘if the present condition of things with reference 
to the telegraph franchises of the land grant rail- 
roads is not such as to warrant immediate and 
mandatory action by you, there probably never 
will be an occasion in the future for such action.” If 
it could be shown that your company, or another, or 
an individual could obtain no footing in court and 
thus be able to bring the questions at issue to a judicial 
determination, then doubtless it might become the 
duty ot the Government to institute the necessary pro- 
ceedings, and then only before a proper judictul tri- 
bunal. If it shall appear that the interests of the 
Government demand any action on the part of this 
office touching any of the matters under consideration 
age measures will be taken to protect them.

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AN IMMIGRANT UNION. 

The International Immigrant Union was 
incorporated by a certificate filed in the County 
Clerk’s office yesterday. Its incorporators are 
Charles T. Snedeker, Walter J. Hannan, George 
M. Tompkins, C. W. Hubbard, George Peat, 
Charles G. Funk, and William H. Martin, all of 
this city. It is to buy and sell Government, 
State, or private land ia any part of the Uuited 
States, Mexico, or Canada; to furnish immigrants 
and others with information such as will aid them 
in the selection and purchase ot land and inthe 
establishment of homes; to buy and sell railroad 
and steamship tickets and make all arrange- 
ments proper for the assistance of colonists, and 
to expend money for the improvement of land 
for the purpose of increasing its fruitfulness, 
and for providing means of acc such as 
bridges, canals, roads, &c. Tne capital stock of 
the company is $1,000,000, divided into 100,¢00 
shares of $10 each. Its Trustees tor the first 
year of its existence are the persons named as 
its incorporators, together with Joseph Hogan, 
S. 8. Lonergan, T. W. McFarland, and J. C. 
McFarland, all cf Chicago. 

None of the New-York incorporators could be 
found yesterday. At Castile Garden Secretary 
Jackson, of the Emigration Commission, said 
that he had never heard of the union. If it 
intended to transact the business described in 
the articles of incorporation it would be obliged 
to do so outside of Castle Garden, as the selling 
of railroad tickets, &c., was directly under the 
management of the Commissioners, who would 
not permit an outside company to enter into 
competition with the regular trunk line offices 
‘in the Garden.

MEXICO TAKING DECISIVE STEPS AGAINST 
PRESIDENT BARRIOS. 

Crty or Mexico, Maron 18, via Galves- 
ton.—The Mexican Government has taken de- 
cisive action against Gen. Barrios, President of 
Guatemala, who has assumed military command 
of the five Central American republics—Nica- 
ragua, Costa Rica, Honduras, San Sal- 
vador, and Guatemala. On the 7th inst. 
President Diaz was notified by Barrios 
that the Guatemala Assembly had declared 
the union of thé above-mentioned States 
in one republic. On the 9th and 10th President 
Diaz received telegrams from the Presidents of 
San Salvador, Costa Rica, and Nicaragua pro- 
testing against this attempt on their inde- 
pendence, and on the latter date he telegraphed 
Barrios that his pretense was a threat against 
the independence and autonomy of the nations 
of? this continent. Copies of this telegram were 
sent to the Presidents of San Salvador, Costa 


Rica, and Nicaragua, and the contents caused 
the greatést enthusiasm. the people of 
these republics believing that this at- 
titude of the Mexican Government 
will . bring Barrios to a halt. The 
President of San Salvador replied to the 
Mexican President saying Central Americans 
would never forget the debt they owed Mexico 
for her noble conduct in their behalf at this 
time. The reply also states that the merchants 
of San Salvador, native and foreign, have re- 
solved upon the erection of a statue in honor of 
President Diaz. 

The Guatemalian Minister hére has withdrawn 
from the position he held as Minister from San 
Salvador. 

Snfior Ignacio Mariscal, the Mexican Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, has informed the Minister 
from Guatemala that the Mexican Government 
is obliged, on account of the warlike determina- 
tion of Guatemala, to take measures to protect 
its frontier and national interests, as every pru- 
dent nation must do when its neighbors are in a 
state of war. Sefior Mariscal also said that Mex- 
ico would have had no objection to seeing Cen- 
tral America united if such was the desire of all 
the republics, but as union is the desire of one 
only, and is protested against by the other four, 
Mexico cannot approve if. 


LA LIBERTAD, San Salvador, via Galves- 
ton, March 18.—The decree issuec by President 
Barrios proclaiming the Central American Re- 
public did not become public here until yester- 
day. In it he states that after serious considera- 
tion he issues this decree proclaiming himself 
Chief ot the Republic of Guatemala and the 
Central American Union as a single republic, 
assuming the title of ‘* Supreme Military Chief 
of Central America,” taking as such supreme 
absolute command, and declaring that any one 
pronouncing himseif opposed to the union or 
embarrassing his movements wil! be treated as a 
traitor to the great cause of nationality, and 
will subject himself to the pains and penalties 
thereof. He urgesall the chiefs, officers, and 
soldiers of Central America to join him, offering 
promotion, with decoration and compensation. 
He disavows all negotiations about territory, in- 
ternational treaties, loans, or other contracts 
which — entered into by any of the other 
States of Central America.

ACCUSING A LAWYER. 

George F. Elliott is a well-known Brook- 
lyn lawyer and is counsel to the Health Depart- 
ment, Early yesterday morning, a short time 
after the Police Court was opened, Mr. Hiliott 
appeared before Justice Walsh to answer a 


charge of grand larceny made against him by 
John Engelin, a shoemaker of No. 419 Warren- 
street. In his complaint, Engelin, who is a 
Swede and very poor, said that a sbort time ago 
he sued the Home Benefit Society to recover 
$63 94, and through the efforts of Lawyer Bald- 
win fF. Strauss he won his suit, with 
costs. Strauss collected the money and 
gave Engelin a check for $8394, adding 
$20 to the. amount of judgment, for 
shoes Engelen made him, and for some other 
services. Lawyer Elliott, for some reason, went 
with Engelin to Strauss’s office to get the money. 
Engelin found some difficulty in getting the 
check cashed, as he had no one to identify him, 
and appealed to Lawyer Elliott for assistance. 
Eliott, he says, told him to indorse the check, 
and he (Elliott) would getit cashed. Engelin 
did as he was told, and when he came to Elliott’s 
office next day the lawyer gave him his own 
check for forty odd dollars in place of that of 
Strauss for the largeramount. Engelin indig- 
nantly refused to — the check, he says, and 
when he threatened to have Elliott arrested the 
latter put him out of the office. 

Mr. Elhott was very indignant at the charge. 
He said he could satisfactorily explain the trans- 
action and demanded an immediate hearing, 
which was granted him. After a short time, 
during which the foregoing statement was 
elicited, anadjournment was granted to enable 
Mr. Elliott to produce some gentiemen whom he 
wanted to testify im his behalf. 





IT WOULD BUIN THEIR BUSINESS. 
Monday is the last day on which the 
Cable Railway Commissioners will hear state- 
ments of property owners and interested parties 
other than those who decline to appear volunta- 
rily and are served with subpoenas. As no ses- 
sion will be held to-day a host of witnesses were 


present yesterday both for and against the pro- 
posed road. Eugene Jones, of Jones & Co., mill- 
ers, at Broome and Lewis streets, said that his 
firm had invested $400,000 in four years in busi- 
ness there. They used about 200 trucks daily. 
There was not the slightest need of a railway in 
Broome-street, and if a road was put there his 
firm would seriously consider the advisability of 
moving. Seth C. Keyes, carriage maker on 
Broome-street, said thata railway in that thor- 
oughfare; would compietely ruin his business. 
Charles McGinniss, W. B. Smith, Thomas J. Mc- 
Kee, representing the Directors of the Mechan- 
ics’ Savings Bank; Charles Coker, Emmet H.

There: seems to be no doubt that the 
services of the persons dropped by Secre- 
tary MANNING from the “‘ fraud roll” can 
be dispensed with without injury to the 
public service. In fact, that roll ap- 
pears to have been the refuge for needy 
partisans for whom no other provision 
could be made. The new Secretary has 
no present use for such a refuge, and he 
proposes to reduce the force to correspond 
with the needs of the service. His plan of 
employing men in the detection and pre- 
vention of frauds on the revenue when 
and where there is reason to suspect such 
frauds, instead of keeping a permanent 
force on hand with little to do, is in 
the interest of efficiency as well as 
economy. There is, however, a familiar 
political habit which it is to be hoped the 
new Administration will not fall into. It 
consists in a sudden cutting down and re- 
trenching and a quiet and gradual build- 
ing up on the old lines with new material. 
It is an insidious vice, and it needs careful 
watching to guard against its attacks. 








A public meeting is to be held at an 
early date to promote the passage of 
Mayor Grace’s bill modifying the law 
under which land is to be taken for parks. 
in the district beyond the Harlem _ River. 
The call, which will be found in another 
part of this paper, sets forth the reasons 
for demanding the proposed change in the 
law. The financial difficulty is placed 
first. It is assumed that no bonds can be 
issued to pay for the lands, as provided 
in the existing law, and that if the lands 
are taken the whole expense will have to 
be put in the tax levy for a single year, 

which would be an insuperable objection. 
It is proposed in the pending bill to limit 
the expense to the people to $1,000,000 in 
any one year, and to assess one-half the 
cost upon the property to be benefited by 
the existence of the parks. It is further 
proposed to curtail the scheme by cutting 
off the Pelham Bay Park and parkway and 
that portion of Bronx Park which is on 
the Westchester side of the river. These 
are wholly outside the city and would be 
subject to taxation in Westchester County, 
while the city would derive no benefit 
‘from the increased value of surrounding 


or adjacent property. It is very desirable 
to have a clear expression of public senti- 












ment on this subject before the city is 
committed to expenditures which may 
prove embarrassing. _ . 








The question of biennial sessions was 
shelved in the Assembly yesterday on an 
adverse report from the Judiciary Com- 
mittee. The only argument advanced 
was that the people would have an oppor- 
tunity next year to declare whether or 
not there shall be a convention to revise 
the Constitution of the State, and that all 
such questions may as well await their 
decision. This may be taken as an indi- 
cation that all proposed amendments of 
the Constitution will be similarly disposed 
of. Reformers nray as well be accumu- 
lating and putting in shape their proposi- 
tions to improve the organic law against 
the taking of the vote on the cohvention 
question in 1886.

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Senator SHERMAN’S self-esteem seems to 
have been wounded by his retention in 
the second place on the Senate Finance 
Committee, and he refuses to be on the 
committee at all; but then Senator Mor- 
RILL’s feelings might have been hurt if 
he had been displaced from the head of 
the committee to make way for Mr. SHER- 
MAN. Itis a pity that such illustrious 
men should be animated by the schoolboy 
spirit which refuses to play if it cannot 
have first place. It is to be hoped. that 
the Finance Committee will be able to 
struggle along without Mr. SHERMAN, 














The State Senate struggled for a time 
yesterday with the prison labor question, 
but seemed to see no light save in the di- 
rection of big appropriations for carrying 
on the State account system. The restora- 
tion of authority to make contracts for the 
labor under proper restrictions is the only 
way out of the muddle, and that nobody 
dares to propose. There will be an acces- 
sion of courage when the taxpayers begin 
to cry out under the burden thrown upon 
them by a combination of demagogues 
and political cowards. 











Some very interesting testimony about 
the gas business was given yesterday by 
Mr. YALDEN, an expert accountant em- 
ployed by the committee. It appears 
from his investigations that the average 
annual profit of making and selling gas 
and its residual products by the Manhat- 
tan Company for ten years was almost 
$i (95 1-4 cents) a thousand feet. The aver- 
age price for these ten years was $2 25. In 
other words, very nearly half the receipts of 
the company were profit. It now de- 
volves upon the companies to show what 
injustice, if any, would be done them by 
forcing them to sell gas at the rate of 
$1 50, and to refrain both from playing 
tricks with the meters and from blowing 
atmospheric air through the same, and 
charging for it as illuminating gas. 








The strikers on the railroads of the 
‘Gould system” have very likely made a 
mistake in striking at all. Even so in- 
telligent a class of men as those employed 
in transportation commonly are do not 
sufficiently consider the great probability 
that a railroad would grant their de- 
mands, and thereby avoid the trouble, ex- 
pense, and loss incident to a strike, if it 
could actually afford to do so. The 
methods of the strikers, however, are un- 
objectionable. They are using ‘‘ moral 
suasion”” with great effect upon the men 
whom the companies have sent for to 
take their places, and they have refrained 
thus far from committing any outrages 
upon persons or depredations upon prop- 
erty. The Governor of Texas has acted 
very properly in refusing the aid of the 
State militia to the railroads, upon the 
ground that there was no such disturbance 
of the public peace as would justify his 


interference. 








TO IMPROVE LEGISLATION. 

A committee of the Bar Association has 
recently made a report in regard to 
methods for improving legislation in this 
State. There are two evils which are now 
generally recognized as calling for a rem- 
edy. Oneappears in the imperfect form in 
which bills frequently pass the two houses, 
and the other is to be found in the ease with 
which special and local bills are enacted 
for purposes that serve no useful pub- 
lic end and are often inconsistent 
with the public interest. In the 
last two years a watchful and indus- 
trious Governor has found occasion to dis- 
approve many important measures for 
no reason except that they were so de- 
fective in form as either to fail to accom- 
plish the purpose intended or to threaten 
such confusion and uncertainty in the 
law as would lead to contest and litiga- 
tion. Many others have from time to 
time reached the statute books with all 
their imperfections undiscovered until 
contest and litigation have revealed them. 
Gov. Hitt in his message referred to this 
evil and recommended the appointment of 
a legislative counsel to scrutinize all bills 
before the Legislature and see that they 
are in proper form. The Bar Association 
committee suggests an amendment to the 
Constitution providing for a commission, 
appointed by the Governor to serve dur- 
ing his term, whose duty it shall be to 
consider all bills, except appropriation 
bills, with reference to their constitution- 
ality, their relation to existing statutes and 
their effect upon the common law; also, in 
regard to whether the object proposed may 
not be secured under existing statutes 
whether the language of bills is apt for 
the purpose intended and their provisions 
consistent with each other, and in general 
to point out and secure the correction of 
incongruities and defects. 

That there is need of some agency to ac- 
complish these purposes admits of no 
‘doubt, Experience amply shows it, and 
the Legislature and its committees seem 
to become more and more incapable of 
correcting the admitted evil. The charac- 
ter of the men elected to the Legislature, 
the methods by which they secure their 
nomination and election, the considera- 
tions upon which presiding officers are 
chosen and committees made up, all tend 
toward the result of loose, defective, and 
unnecessary legislation, which incumbers 
the statute books, renders the law con- 
fused and uncertain and its study and 
application more and more difficult, and 
promotes litigation and inconsistent ad. 








not go on without forcing a resort to some 
kind of a remedy, either by the Legis- 
lature itself or by the people through a 
constitutional provision. 

The evil which springs from the care- 
less and easy passage of multifarious local 
and special bills is not less than that aris- 
ing from the defective construction of gen- 
eral measures. The former are frequently 
drawn by somebody outside of the Legis- 
lature for the purpose of securing private 
ends. They are often not understood by 
those who vote upon them, and are sup- 
ported on the principle of an interchange 
of favors among the members. The Bar 
Association committee recommends a con- 
stitutional amendment which shall require 
that no local or special bill involving 
the exercise of the power of eminent do- 
main or of taxation shall be passed unless 
it shall be filed, with a petition setting 
forth its necessity, with the Secretary of 
State at some fixed period in advance of 
the session, and an opportunity given 
for thorough scrutiny and the pres- 
entation of objections before it 
comes before the Legislature. There 
should certainly be some means provided 
for fixing responsibility for private bills. 
They should be placed before the public 
and subjected to a formal investigation 
before the Legislature is at liberty to act 
upon them at all, and the expense of such 
investigation should be put upon their 
promoters, 

It is one of the great evils which have 
been developed by our political methods 
that legislation is so easy and so free from 
fixed responsibility at the same that it is 
incumbered and embarrassed by a lack of 
the system necessary to evolve the meas- 
ures that are important and meritorious 
from the vast mass of crude propositions 
introduced before legislative bodies, As 
the matter stands every member is at lib- 
erty to lanch upon these bodies any 
bill that suits his notion or is urged 
by any of his constituents. Committees 
made up on the principle of satisfying 
political demands are swamped with these 
inchoate measures and unable properly to 
sift and to consider them, and the result 
is a constant clogging of the lawmaking 
machinery, and the turning out of a mass 
of ill-considered and defective legislation 
and of private schemes which ought never 
to receive the sanction of law. The sub- 
ject is one demanding a good deal of study 
and mature consideration, but it is evi- 
dent that it must be grappled with in 
earnest. 











THE TRUCE IN AFGHANISTAN. 


It would be very rash to assume that 
the announcement which Mr. GLADSTONE 
felt himself authorized to make yesterday 
to the House of Commons is the announce- 
ment of a peace between England and 
Russia. At most the arrangement he re- 
ported is a truce, and it may not amount 
even toatruce. The tension is relieved, 
but it has not disappeared. 

In the first place, if a cordial under- 
standing had been arrived at, the Prime 
Minister would have made a point of de- 
claring the fact yesterday, just as the day 
before yesterday he would have made a 
point of announcing a better condition of 
things if he had been able to doso. His 
failure to do this on the former occasion 
was promptly and universally interpreted 
as a proof of inability. The same con- 
clusion is to be drawn from the careful 
limitation of the language which he used 
yesterday. ‘“‘An agreement,” he said, “had 
been arrived at between Russia and En- 
gland by the terms of which neither the 
Russian nor Afghan forces would ad- 
vance any further on either side of the 
frontier.” Sir StTaFFORD NORTHCOTE 
thereupon asked whether the agreement 
was temporary or permanent, and to this 
natural and important question Mr. Giap- 
STONE answered that it was to last as long 
as there should be occasion for it, which 
apparently means that it is to last so 
long as it is to the interest of neither 
party to violate it. To another equally 
pertinent question—whether the Ameer of 
Afghanistan was a party tothe agreement 
—Mr. GLADSTONE vouchsafed no reply, and 
the natural inference from his silence is 
that the Ameer was not one of the high 
contracting parties to an agreement in 
which he is vitally interested. He can at 
any time, without any breach of faith on 
his own part, furnish the Russians with a 
plausible excuse for breaking their agree- 
ment with England. 

The agreement therefore is no more 
than an armistice, and it is on the face of 
it a bargain in which each party has en- 
deavored to get the better of the other, 
There is nothing in it to prevent the mass- 
ing of forces just outside the territory in 
dispute, and within easy reach of it, and 
it.is a matter of course that the Russians 
should use every day of the truce in ‘pre- 
paring for a vigorous prosecution of the 
war if the truce should not be followed 
by a peace. They may have reckoned 
in view of the pacific tendencies of Parlia- 
mentary government in general, and of 
Mr. GLADSTONE’S known backwardness to 
battle in particular, that they would 
make much better use of this period 
than the English. There is no rea- 
son to doubt that if this has been 
their expectation it has been reasonable. 
In the present condition of English poli- 
tics, and under the precarious tenure by 
which Ministers hold their places, a res- 
pite is regarded as practically the perma- 
nent dismissal of the danger from which 
a temporary relief is gained. Instead of 
hailing the truce, as the Russians no doubt 
hail it, as enabling them to prepare more 
effectually for war, the English Ministers 
are likely to dwell too earnestly upon the 
remote prospect of peace which it holds 
out. The more this prospect is dwelt 
upon the more remote it becomes, The 
longer the truce lasts the greater is the 
probability both that Russia will be better 
prepared for war than she was at the be- 
ginning of it and that the responsibilities 
of the war must be faced, not by the pres- 
ent English Ministers, but by their suc- 
cessors. 

_For really there is not much chance that 
a conflict in Asia canbe long averted. 
Russia has almost reached the point at 
which, for a generation, she has been 
steadily aiming. She will neither retreat 
nor halt until she is forced to do so, Such 


judication. Tt is certain that the evil can- 
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ive policy in Asia, and the neces- 
sity of diverting attention from domes- 
tic politics by a foreign war is far more 
strongly felt at St. Petersburg than at 
Westminster. In other words, peace for 
the sake of peace is a prime object with 
the English Ministry, whereas it is not an 
object at all with the Czar and his ad- 
visers. This fact of itself gives Russia an 
advantage which is likely to be increased 
by her own activity and the inactivity of 
the English during the period for which 
hostilities are postponed. 


A PARALLEL AND A PROBLEM. 


There isa sign of the times in the ex- 
pulsion of Irishmen from France, JAMES 
STEPHENS has lately protested against 
dynamite outrages, but he is an arch 
Fenian nevertheless, EUGENE Davis is a 
very bad man if he is as bad as his 
writings, JOHN MorRISSEY is under sus- 
picion of being a chief actor in the recent 
‘‘ campaign” in London. Good, bad, and 
indifferent are now classed together, are 
bundled off the territory of the republic 
whose traditions are all in favor of giving 
them refuge. Recent similar action by 
Switzerland has already been noted in these 
columns. 

It is obvious how well this disposition 
of such troublesome men meets the 
equities of the case. They are very possi- 
bly dynamiters, with all that the name 
implies. It is also very possible that they 
are innocent. However that may be, the 
question of their guilt is not one likely 
to be fairly tried by a hostile jury. They 
could not complain of such jeopardy if 
caught on the soil of the country which 
they attacked. But, on the other hand, 
unless the usage of the world is to be 
violated, England ought not to expect nor 
ought France to grant their surrender. 
But the necessity remains, from every point 
of view, to stop their work. . It is possible 
they do not break French laws. It is 
certain that it would be difficult to prove 
such acts, and that the trial would give 
them an opportunity of posing as patriots, 
which would encourage a throng of vain 
imitators. It would be a hardship to send 
them to jail on mere suspicion, but it is 
no very serious matter even for an inno- 
cent man to be gently set over the border 
of one country where he is a stranger into 
another where he will be safe unless he 
ceases to be innocent. Thus France dis- 
charges a duty to her neighbor without 
hardship to a class of men whoare entitled 
toan asylum so long as they do not abuse it. 

It is a pity we cannot similarly pack off 
a baker’s dozen of men whose names are 
too much before the public. But there is 
aprecedent to the contrary which only 
the very bravest of public men would 
dare to disregard. In 1798 the President 
was given this power of expulsion of all 
aliens whom he judged dangerous to the 
peace and safety of the United States. If 
the alien did not go when he was told to 
depart he was liable to imprisonment for 
three years. At the time the law was 
passed there were within the United States 
thousands of Frenchmen organized in asso- 
ciations which were believed dangerous to 
the young and weak nation. The residence 
of even a greater number of Englishmen 
was also deemed unsafe to the public 
peace just then, WASHINGTON and Part- 
RICK HENRY approved the law, which 
worked toacharm. The President never 
needed to use the powers thus given, for 
the obnoxious foreigners took the hint and 
went off of their own accord. But JErF- 
FERSON and MADISON opposed the law. 
They deemed it an assumption of power 
not granted to the Federal Government, 
and they organized such an opposition 
that the Federalists were wrecked, and 
chiefly upon this issue, in 1800. The law 
expired by limitation in that year. 

The present problem does not require a 
law directed against those dangerous to 
our domestic peace. The anarchists whom 
Switzerland sheltered did, indeed, threaten 
the Federal Palace of that little State, but 
no one can imagine that our institutions 
are threatened by the crew to whose chief 
was sent the other day a dead mouse with 
a ribbon knotted under the left ear. What 
is needed is some method of controlling 
refugees who perhaps do not. break our 
laws, but who do violate every precept 
of humanity and threaten to embroil us 
with our neighbors. Wecannottry them; 
a right tradition prevents our surrender- 
ing them. What shall we do with them? 
The question might be neglected if there 
were not signs that the dynamite ‘‘ war” 
is far from ended. 








DISPATCH BOATS. 

The Dolphin has had another trial trip, 
which seems to have been a failure, since 
she attained a fair rate of speed and did 
not break down. A naval vessel that is 
not conspicuously slow cannot be provided 
with new engines without provoking un- 
pleasant comment, and machinery which 
does not break down on the slightest prov- 
ocation does not promise to give much 
employment to repairers. The Dolphin, 
perhaps, under the rule of Mr, WHITNEY 
is regarded as a very respectable vessel of 
her class, but, judging from her trial trip, 
she would be very unsatisfactory to a Sec- 
retary like the late Mr. RoBrEson. 

With this new addition to our navy we 
have three dispatch boats and two sea- 
worthy men-of-war. Before the Dolphin 
was launched our fleet was made up of 
equal proportions of vessels designed for 
fighting purposes and vessels designed to 
carry Admirals and Secretaries from port 
to port. The Dolphin disturbs this bal- 
ance, and the fighting ships now bear to 
the dispatch vessels the ratio of two to 


‘three. 


It is one of the peculiar features of our 
management of the navy that we regard 
men-of-war capable of fighting as the 
most unimportant part of anavy. We 
have a larger supply of navy yards than 
any other nation, more officers in propor- 
tion to vessels in commission than any 
other navy can boast, and we have 


strained all our energies to supply our- 
selves with dispatch boats, When nervous 
people have suggested that anation cannot 
be defended with navy yards, Admirals, 
and dispatch boats alone, and that a few 
ironclads and a score or two of serviceable 


cannon would be desirable. they hava

boat can actually brave the terrific seas 
off Sand’s Point without danger, ard pos- 
sesses engines that drive her at a speed that 
six or eight years ago would have been 
remarkable. Why, then, should we want 
ironclads and guns, when we have a nice 
little navy of dispatch boats ? So long as 
we have no guns with which to arm fight- 
ing vessels, why should we build them? 
A fleet of dispatch boats, which can run 
up aconvenient river in case of the ap- 
proach of an enemy, and can transport 
Admirals and Secretaries from place to 
place, is far more useful than a fleet of 
heavy ironclads without guns and with- 
out officers experienced in handling such 
vessels, Weare at peace at present, and 
so need no men-of-war; but should En- 
gland or France declare war against us we 
could still fly our flag on the Despatch, 
the Tallapoosa, and the Dolphin, and in 
case it should be deemed necessary we 
could even build another dispatch boat 
within six months or a year.

OATMEAL AND PIE, 


The favorite theories of persons who 
give their whole minds to the regulation 
of their diet will receive a shock when the 
results of diet upon CARLYLE and EMER- 
SON become better known. 

As has always been suspected by un- 
prejudiced persons who have read CaR- 
LYLE’s books, he was afflicted with dys- 
pepsia. In fact, he was a martyr to that dis- 
ease. His daily life, as well as his writings, 
was mainly influenced by dyspepsia, and 
there is little doubt that if he had enjoyed 
good powers of digestion he would have 
been very different both as a man anda 
writer from the CARLYLE whom we know. 

Now, CaRLYLE was a Scotchman, and 
of course never overate himself at his 
own table. His principal food was oat- 
meal—the dish which we are constantly 
urged to eat on the ground that it is a 
prophylactic against dyspepsia. Had he 
habitually eaten pie we could understand 
his literary style and his habit of abusing 
everybody, but he never ate pie, and his 
dyspepsia, with its consequent effect upon 
his mental and moral condition, was the 
result of an oatmeal diet. 

Then there was Mr. EMERSON. What- 
ever may be thought of the value of Em- 
ERSON’S philosophy, there is no difference 
of opinion as to his placid, sunny temper- 
ament. He never spoke a harsh word of 
any one. He never wrote turgid and 
windy rhetoric, and he never despaired of 
the human race. In temperament and in 
conduct he afforded the sharpest possible 
contrast to CARLYLE. Surely EMERSON 
must have eaten only the lightest and 
most readily digestible food—say oatmeal 
and fruit. 

The simple fact is that EMERSON lived on 
pie. He habitually ate pie for breakfast— 








a feat of which only the most hardened. 


pie eater is capable. Moreover, the pie 
eaten by EMERSON was the variety made 
in New-England country towns, the char- 
acteristic of which is a bullet-proof crust, 
made chiefly of lard. The man ought not 
to have had any digestion whatever. He 
ought to have died fifty years ago of the 
worst and most painful variety of dys- 
pepsia.. Instead of so doing he liveda 
long, happy, and hopeful life, on an al- 
most exclusive pie diet. 

After this why should we make our in- 


} nocent children eat oatmeal and avoid pie ? 


Why should we deprive them of every- 
thing that is nice, and force them to eat 
food which nature has designed for 
Scotchmen only? Perhaps Providence 
created CARLYLE and EMERSON to show 
that the dietary craze is a delusion. If 
80, their lives and stomachs were certainly 


not in vain. 








A NEW RELIGION. 

Deistarianism is the name of an entirely 
new religion invented by a man—call him 
Smith—residing in Kalamazoo, A re- 
ligiun. that makes Kalamazoo a sacred 
place ‘is, of course, somewhat heavily 
handicapped, but when we remember that 
Mr. Sinith might have made Oshkosh his 
Mecca it is evident that Deistarianism 
might have been worse off than it is, 

The new religion springs, as fully or- 
ganized as Minerva doubtless was, from 
the brain of the Kalamazooan prophet.

YESTERDAY’S PHILHARMONIC. 
The programme to be interpreted in to- 
night's Philharmonic concert at the Academy of 
Music was gone through yesterday afternoon on 
the occasion of the regular public rehearsal 


prefacing the evening performance. It in- 
cluded Schumann’s “Manfred” overture, 
Wagner’s “Siegfried Idy)],” a symphonic 


“tone picture” by Rheinberger, and Berlioz’s 
“Symphonie Fantastique.’ The last-named 
work, the rendering of which occupied the 
larger half of the two hours allotted to the re- 
hearsal, isso seldom played that it may almost 
be considered as a novelty. For some years 
past Berlioz’s compositions, originally de- 
spised and rejected, have steadily gained 
ground in public favor. The growing in- 
fluence of Wagner, at least in respect 
of the master’s instrumentation, has naturally 
awakened a desire to trace, as it were, his gene- 
alogy, and his apparent indebtedness to Berlioz 
for many of his theories and methods has re- 
sulted in an acquaintance with his prede- 
cessor’s achievements that has justly se- 
cured for them the tribute of admiration 
which the composer anticipated but never en- 
joyed during his lifetime. ‘* The Damnation of 
Faust,” “Childe Harolde,” and “ Romeo and 
Juliet” have now become familiar to concert 
goers the world over, and while the originality, 
vigor, and splendor of the tone-color of all 
his works have had unanimous recognition, 
the numerous passages in which gen- 
uine inspiration and creative power are 
patent have wroughta still more vivid impres- 
sion. It may be doubted if the ** Symphonie 
Fantastique” will be ultimately viewed as add- 
ing to Berlioz’s fame. It is clear ** programme 
music,” ard, what is more unfortunate, 
it is programme music of a_ kind that 
requires a livelier 1magination on the part of 
the listener supplied with a printed summary 
of its incidents, than even an unusually impress- 
ible and fanciful auditor is likely to possess. 
The tendency of Berlioz to grasp more than he 
could hope to compass is carried to ex- 
tremes in this particular work. The ‘*in- 
definite yearning” and “soul sickness” of 
& “young musician” is not reudily rep- 
resented by musical symbols, and when the 
vietim of the “vague passion,” haunted by a 

fixed idea,” isto be pictured amid ever-vary- 
ing scenes, shifting from sunlit or over- 
clouded fields to places called up by the 
dreams of an opium eater, the task is one 
that cannot be performed without an in- 
credible amount of good will on the 

art of an audience. There is. a passage in 
Sheridan’s' “Critic” from which Mr. Puff’s 
words may be taken and applied to efforts of 
this kind. Lord Burleigh appears and is sup- 
posed to deliver a long monologue, which the 
author has epitomized in a shake of the per- 
sonage’s head. ‘* What!” exclaims Mr. Sneer, to 
whom Mr. Puff has interpreted the intended sig- 
nificance of the action, “did he mean all 
that by shaking his head?” “‘ Every word of it,” 
was the answer,“ if he shook his head as 1 taught 
him.” Nothing short of Mr. Puff’s kind offices 
can make the “Symphonie Fantastique” quite 
intelligible even toa well-disposed assemblage. 
Unlike many of Berlioz’s compositions,its melodi- 
ous themes are few and far between, and the in- 
strumental combinations are by no means 
as felicitous in their effect as those that abound 
in the productions above mentioned. The scor- 
ingis always sonorous and brilliant, but the 
transitions and contrasts of keys, tempos, and 
instrumental timbres are often violent and grat- 
ing, and the general impression of the work is 
chaotic and wearying. The graceful measuresand 
suave harmonies of the dance-room music, 
and the weird power of the ** Marcn to the Scaf- 
fold’’ should be excepted from the disapproval 
which the symphony as a whole must excite, 
Berlioz’s achievement was fore Avon with en- 
ergy and precision yesterday; but to-night’s per- 
formance will surely be more sympathetic and 
spirited. Rheinberger’s tone-picture was listened 
to with genuine delight. It is programme music, 
too, but the subjects it depicts are susceptible of 
reproduction or, at least, of suggestion through 
the musician’s methods. Rheinberger has chosen 
for illustration the opening portions of Schil- 
ler’s ‘** Wallenstein,” and the spectacle of the 
camp before Pilsen, with its throng of soldiers of 
every nationality and peasants of both sexes, 
wrangling, swearing, singing, and dancing, and 
the denunciations of the Capuchin breaking 
in upon the merriment and disorder of the 
scene, is capitally painted. The composer's 
music includes a plenty of martial strains, 
full of rhythm and color, a_ tripping 
dance tune, and some grave and muscular bars 
typical of the monk’s homily against the 
license of the camp, subsequent to which the 
lively measures are resumed. This number of 
the programme was excellently rendered, and so 
were the passionate and much-liked * Manfred” 
overture, and the fanciful, elaborate, and—in 
parts—lovely ** Siegfried Idy1.”

GRANT, THE NATION’S HOPE.

There is in existence a photograph of 
Gen. Grant which is of pathetic interest at this 
moment. lt was taken during the last Winter 
of the war, while the headquarters of the Army 
of the Potomac were at City Point. The 
photograph may have been instantaneous, for 
there is no appearance of posing for it. Grant 
appears in the door of bis tent, with one arm 
raised grasping the tent pole. He is-in the 
simplest field uniform, the coat is unbuttoned, 
and he wears the soft hat with the 
twisted cord of the service. The face is thin 
and heavy with care, and the whole figure 
denotes self-torgetfulness, if not dejection. The 
utter absence of parade, the entire simplicity of 
the attitude, therudeness of the surroundings, 
would advise no spectator that this was the iron 
commander of great armies, the man upon 
whom the hopes of the Nation at that moment 
centred. Upon his skill, coolness, tenacity, un- 
shakable faith, millions reposed implicit trust. 
It was wear waiting; wealth was wasted 
in streams, debt was accumulating, foreign 
powers were threatening, treason was brewing, 
precious life was poured out like water, and 
the land was full of mourning. This General, 
silent, inflexible, stands there at his tent door, 
apparently unconscious of observation, not so 
much looking abroad as communing with him- 
self, bearing in every line of face and figure the 
impress of the heaviest responsibility and of 
vicarious suffering. No note of complaint, no 
sign of relenting, no consciousness of the show 
ot power, but just at that moment a patient en- 
durance in his own wasted person of the 
woes of an anxious nation. Upon him, 
at that instant, rested ereater responsibil- 
ity than upon any other living man; 
upon him centred hopes. entreaties, prayers, 
curses, bitter criticism, brutal disparagement. 
He is in the attitude of bearing it all with the 
capacity of suffering and of-carrying the bur- 
dens of others without complaint, which is the 
mark of greatness. Perhaps if he had failed, 
perhaps if he had lost his cause and disappointed 
the hopes set upon him. this picture might to- 
day have been more utterly pathetic than it is, 
but remembering what the man had endured, 
and was still to suffer before the final triumph 
of the people through him, this simple figure is 
not wanting in any of the heroic elements that 
touch the hearts of men.

: SON-SQUARE THEATRE. 
& STRONG STOCK COMPANY TO BE FORMED 
AND THE TRAVELING ORGANIZATIONS 
TO BE LIMITED IN NUMBER. 

“Yes,” said Mr. A. M. Palmer, as he 
feaned back in his chair in his well-appointed 
office in the Madison-Square Theatre yesterday 
“]T have now assumed the sole management of 
this house and al! that pertains to it, and I alone 
Bhall be responsible to the public in the future 
for the mannerin which it is conducted. This 
arrangement is not a sudden one by any means, 
and it has been consummated between Mr. Mal- 
lory and myself after mature thought. It was 
in contemplation when I first became connected 
with the theatre over six months ago, and we 
have been working with this end in view steadily 
ever since. I want to deny emphatically the 
story which bas been circulated to the 
effect that Mr. Mallory and myself have 
had business differences which have resulted 
in bringing about this change in the manage- 
ment. There is not one word of truth in it, 
and my assumption of the entire control of the 
Madison-Square has been decided on for reasons 
wholly and purely of a businessnature. Mr, 
Mallory and I have worked harmoniously in the 
past, and he retires from active participation in 
the management, I am sure, with the most 
friendly feelings toward me, asI have, and al- 
ways have had, toward him.” 

**Do you contemplate any changes in the poli- 
ay of the theatre?” asked THE Times's reporter. 
“Weill,” was the answer, “I could hardly be 
supposed with my experience to’ manage a thea- 
tre without stamping it more or less with my 


own ideas of business. The character of the 
Madison-Square Theatre as a thoroughly frst- 
class place of amusement will of course be main- 
tained, so far as I can maintain it, but the future 
policy of the house will be changed in. some re- 
spects at once, and in others, probably, as 
time pa-ses. I hope, to begin with, to buiid up 
here a stock company, with a character of its 
Own, and a personality of its own, such as I 
maintained for so many years at the Union- 
Square Theatre; only, of course,the company 
which I shall create here must necessarily con- 
form to the limitations of my theatre. The 
plays which I can produce here are limited to two 
classes—the domestic drama and comedies, both 
high and farcical. The theatre naturally lends 
itself to these kind of plays, and melodtama is 
necessarily shut out; so that my company for 
next season will be formed strictly with a view 
to the perfect representation of these classes of 
drama. I have.made but a few engage- 
ments yet, among them being Mr. S8tod- 
dard, Mr. Lemoyne, Mr. Massen, 
Annie Russell, and Marie Burroughs. I 
have also secured Mr. Richard Marston, of the 
Union-Square Theatre, for my scenic artist. 


When my company is completed, I1 _in- 
tend that it shall be the leading 
stock company in the country, made up 
of artists, each one of whom will be a 


power, and it will never appear anywhere, ex- 
cept asa whole company. I shall never weaken 
it by separating its parts, and I shall not aliow 
it to appear outside of this theatre, except, pos- 
sibly, during: the Summer in Boston, Chicago, 
and Philadelphia. No other than my regular 
company will ever appear in this house during 
the regular season. That is my. plan for overat- 
ine the Madison-Square next season. The staff 
+d ged theatre will continue for the present as it 
5. 

“Will any change be made in the policy of the 
management regarding its traveling companies?” 

“The number of our traveling companies will 
certainly be restricted next season, and, in point 
of fact, I am not sure that we will have any on 
the road. Thetruth is, this traveling company 
business is one of the most potent of the causes 
for the depression of theatrical business that has 
marked the last two or three seasons all over the 
United States. The thing has been overdone. 
The result of the multiplication of traveling 
companies has been that smali towns in which 
10 years ago one theatrical performance a week 
was a rule, now have a performanceevery night, 
and it follows as a matter of course that they 
can’t support so many attractions. A change 
must come, and it hasalready come. The busi- 
ness of traveling companies will be confined in 
the future to those attractions which are really 
‘wanted in the country, because they have made 
thorough and legitimate reputations in the 
city. No fixed up reputations will hereafter 
suffice. I think my future policy will be to send 
nothing on the road from this theatre which has 
not deveioped in its run here qualities that prom- 
ise to make it asureand positive success through- 
out the country. This is what I regard as 
Jegitimate road business. It is the policy 1 have 
always pursued, and I shall continue to pursue 
itin my management here.” 

“Will the policy of keeping the Madison- 
Sauare Theatre open ail the year round be con- 
tinued?” 

** That will depend upon circumstances, and I 
can’t answer that question definitely at present. 
This house is the only one in the United States 
in-a climate such as ours that can be properly 
‘kept open during the warm weather. Our sys- 
tem ot cooling the theatre keeps the audience 
comfortable. and I am not prepared to say that 
‘the policy of civing performances through the 
summer months will be changed. Thatis a sub- 
ject for future consideration.” : 

** What are your plans for the balance of the 
present season?” 

“The * Private Secretary’ will run up to or 
about Easter. Itis still doing a good business— 
remarkably good for the Lenten season—but 1 
wish to give our patrons a change before the 
season is over. J hope to gather. in the stronger 
elements of our different companies and present 
them on the stage here. On April 15 I shall prob- 
ably produce what I consider to be a creditable 
und clever play written by an American lady, a 
resident of Philadelphia, and called ‘Sealed In- 
structions.’ Itis a comedy-drama in four acts, 
tne scenes of which are iaidin Parisand England. 
Jt will be illustrated by beautiful scenery, and 
presented with a strong cast,and I shali let it 
yun as far into the season as it will.” 

Mr. Marshall H. Maliory, the retiring manager 
of the Madison-Square, when asked to give his 
reasons for resigning his control of the theatre, 
paid: 

* It is not necessary for both Mr. Palmer and 
myself to be here, and I have the most perfect 
confidence in Mr. Palmer. I have other large in- 
terests to take care of which demand ail my 
time ana attention, and it is a source of great 
gratification to me that I have such a man as 
Mr. Palmer to whom I can resign the manage- 
ment. Practically I never exnected to take the 
active management of this Theatre, but I hold 
myself responsible for everythfhg done here in 
the past. [ have worked very hard for the last 
five years, and I am grateful for the change 
which has come. I was workiog for an end, and I 
have accomplished it, and am proud of it. I did 
not enter into this business to make money. My 
object was to establish a wholesome place of 
amusement in this city, in which the eye should 

pleased as well as the ear and the brain, and I 
have succeeded. Now my responsibility to the 
public ends, and from. to-day on Mr. Palmer, 
and he only, is responsible for the management 
of this house. He has some new ideas, which I 
suppose he will soon put into practice. We are 
fully agreed on the line of policy, of the theatre, 
and we had determined some-time-ago not to 
have so many traveling companies on the roaa. 
We have had as many as 13 at one time, andnow 
I believe we have 4.” , 

“Am I to understand,” asked the reporter, 
“that you are to retire permanently from all 
theatrical business?” 

“* Not at all. I haven't given up my interest in 
theatricals, and I don’t think any man who has 
once been interested in the business can give up 
his interest in it. I think the work of the theatre 
is a very important one, and Iam proud of the 
part I have taken init. Butitis no longer nec- 
essary for me to maintain an active supervision 
over the affairs of the Madison-Square.: The 
theatre has been eminently successful, and I 
think Mr. Palmer will make it even moreso. 
There is probably no man in the business better 
fitted than he to conduct such a theatre as this, 
and his assumption of the management will bea 
good thing for the house, while it will relieve 
me and give me the needed time to attend to my 
other important interests. If Mr. Palmer had 
not been the man he was, I never wouid have 
taken him with mehere. {t wasn’t money I 
wanted; it was the man.. I feel quitesure that 
the theatre under his sole management will be 
conducted to the full satistgction of its patrons.” 

** Do you intend building a new theatre in the 
city 7?’ asked the reporter, 

“It has been my great ambition to erect a 
great theatre in New-York, and that was part 
ot Mr. Palmer's plan when he joined me. I think 
I know what the city needs in the shape of the- 
atres, and that J could provide it. But we have 
come to the conclusion that it is not the proper 
time to enter into such an enterprise now. Pos- 
sibly in the future I shall be engaged in such an 
undertaking.”

GEN. THOMAS H. NEILL. 

Gen. Thomas Hewson Neill, en the re- 
tired list of the army, died suddenly at the resi- 
dence of a friend in Philadelphia on Thursday 
night, aged 59 years. He was born in Pennsyl- 
vania, and was appointed to the Military Aca- 
demy at West Point from that State in 1843, 
graduating in 1847, when he was promoted to 
Brevet Second Lieutenant in the Fourth In- 
fantry. He served in the war with Mexico, and 
as First Lieutenant, from 1853 to 1857, was Assist- 
ant Professor of Drawing at West Point. Inthe 
latter year he was promoted to the rank of 
Captain, and was engaged on Western expedi- 
tions until 1860. He was in active service during 
the war. In 1861 he was engaged in the muster- 
ing service and organizing regiments. In 
862, as Colonel of the Second Pennsyl- 
vania Volunteers, he took part in the 
Peninsular campaign with the Army of the 
Potomac, and was made a _ Brevet Major 
for gallant service at the battle of Malvern Hill. 
He had command of a brigade in the Rappahan- 
nock campaign, and for meritorious service at 
the battle of Chancellorsville was promoted to be 
Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel. In the Pennsyiva- 
hia campaign he was with the Army of the 
Potomac, being engaged in the battle of Gettys- 
burg and the pursuitof the enemy. Until the 
end of the war he saw active service, participat- 
ing in many batties. In he was made 
Brevet Major-General. From 1869 to 1871 he was 
in command of the recruiting station at Gov- 
ernor’s Island. In 1873 he was in command at 
Fort Gibson, Indian Territory, and while en- 
gaged in operations against the Cheyenne In- 
dians effected the capture of 1,400 of the tribe. 
In 1875 he was appointed Commandant of 
Cadets and Instructor of Artillery, Infantry, 
and Cavalry Tactics at West Point, serving there 
until 1879. He was retired April 2, 1883. 


JOSEPH JOHN JENKINS. 
_ Joseph John Jenkins, a well-known En- 
glish painter in water colors, died in London 
yesterday in the seventy-fourth year of his age. 
Mr. Jenkins was born in London 1n 1811, and was 
instructed by his father in the art of engraving 
portraits. He was forced to abandon this busi- 
ness, however, at the age of 28, on account of a 
troublesome chest complaint, and he spent the 
next three years in making designs for illus- 
trated books. In 1842 he joined the new Society 


of Painters in Water Volors, and sent pictures to 
its exhibitions for several seasons, but he, with 
several others, finally withdrew from the so- 
ciety on account of a disagreement about its 
management. In 1846 Mr. Jenkins visited France, 
and spent some time in Lower Brittany sketch- 
ing. On his return to England he produced 
*“ Going with the Stream” and its companion pict- 
ure *“ Going against the Stream,"’ both of which 
were engraved and had a large salein France 
and Germany, as well as in England. These 
pictures were followed by ** Both Sides of the 
Channel,” “The Happy Time,” ** Sleeping Com- 
panions,” **Come Along,” **Hopesand Fears,” 
and “In Sight of Home,” all of which were very 
popular. In 1849 Mr. Jenkins was elected an as- 
sociate of the old Society of Painters in Water 
Colors, in 1850 a member, and 1853 Secretary, an 
office which he held for 10 years, resigning it in 
1863. For many years he devoted himself almost 
exclusively to representing in his pictures peas- 
ant life on the Continent, but lately he had 
turned his attention more particularly to En- 
His ** En Route” 
was exhibited at the Philadelphia Centennial in 
1876. Among his more recent works are ** Studies 
in Knole Park,” ** Among the Yorkshire Becks,” 
“ Cheddingford, Surrey,” ‘‘On the Thames at 
Mile End,” and ** Wargrave.”’

Father McKiernan was born in County 
Cavan, Ireland, 43 years ago, and came to this 
country when only 15 years old and joined the 
Order of St. Francis. @ was ordained in 1867, 
and became attached to St. Anthony’s Church 10 
years ago. He was Spiritual Director of the 
Holy Name Society. A solemn requiem mass 
will be celebrated for the repose cf his soul at 
10 o’clock Monday morning. The body will then 
be taken to Allegany, N. Y., for interment. 


A dispatch from London yesterday an 
nounced the death of Sir Curtis Miranda Lamp- 


son. He was born in Vermont Sept. 21, 1806, and 
in 1830 went to England, where he was natural- 
ized in 1848. When the company was formed for 
laying tne Atlantic cable,in 1856, he was made 
one of the Board of Directors and became Vice- 
Chairman. His important services in this great 
enterprise were acknowledged in a letter from 
Lord Derby to Sir Stafford Northcote, who pre- 
sided at the banquet given in Liverpool, Oct. |, 
1866, in honor of those gentlemen who had taken 
an active part in the laying of the cable. He 
was made a baronet Nov. 13.1866. He was Dep- 
uty Governor of the Hudson Bay Company, and 
was one of the Trustees of the Peabody fund. 


James S. Chew, who for many years has 
been the head of the firm of Anthony & Chew, 
adjusters of marine averages in this city. died at 
his residence, No. 14 West Twenty-eighth-street, 
on Thursaay night. He was born in Virginia 
about 62 years ago, and starting with a fair 
education, he entered the profession of the 
law, and attained some distinction as a prac- 
titioner.

A NATIONAL CONVENTION TO BE HELD IN 
THE GATE CITY. 

ATLANTA, March 13.—The project of 
holding a national commercial. convention in 
this city, which has been fixed for May 19, 20, 
and 21, has taken definite shape, and a general 
attendance of business men from all parts of the 
country is already assured. The great number 
of failures during the last two years, with the 
absence of a bankruptor other law by which 
business complications could be satisfactorily 
adjusted, has impressed upon the minds of busi- 
ness nen the necessity for some action. For in- 
stance, a New-York wholesale dealer has trans- 
actions with customers in 30 States, in every one 
of which the local lawsin regard to assignments, 


mortgages, and liabilities for obligations are dif- 
ferent, being uniform in but one particular— 
that of discriminating against the foreign 
claimant. Thus, while New-York, Boston, Phila- 
deiphia, Chicago, St. Louis. Cincinnati, and 
Louisville have suffered immensely from this 
want of protection and system, other ambitious 
cities have suffered in proportion, and none more 
seriously than Atlanta, which has taken on ex- 
tensive wholesale attributes. Furthermore, At- 
lanta, which was the military key of the South, 
aspires to the same position in a commercial 
sense, and hence her Chamber of Commerce 
takes the initiative in this movement. Much as 
bas been written about Atianta, the real truth 
of her struggles and progress has never been 
half told. Before the war it had been an over- 
grown village. Without any: just appreciation 
of what its future would be, engineers and to- 
pographers recognized its geographical impor- 
tance, and the town gradually became an impor- 
tant railroad centre. When the war came all 
proeres stopped, and yet to the war Atlanta owes 
ts real ye ig tes» hen Sherman declared that 
Atlanta had the key to the situation and that its 
capture would break the backbone of the Con- 
federacy, he gave the town its first advertise- 
ment, which, taken up at the close of the war, 
has been industriously paraded ever since. No 
sooner had Sherman swung from the smoking 
city which he left behind him on his wonderful 
march to the sea than a number of green but 
shrewd Georgia Crackers and mountain boys 
swarmed in, and, collecting the wreckage of the 
still smoldering buildings, erected sightly 
houses in which to commence the battle 
of life. These people were poor, without 
credit abroad, and thus were thrown upon 
their own resources and compeiled_ to 
re their wits with adversity. This need of 
self-help made it necessary that all should work. 
The community had to rely upon its own re- 
sources for the gratification of its wants. In 
this manner the nucleus of Atlanta’s manu- 
facturing enterprise was laid. Workers in iron 
and brass, in wood and earthenware,and in every 
kind of craft which enters into civilized life 
found ready employment. They worked unpre- 
tentiously, but steadily, until at length the work 
which began in necessity became a pursuit 
of profit, and suddenly the Gate City 
found herself the centre of productions 
which not only satisfied the wants of her own 
citizens, but were in demand in and brought 
tribute from the two Carolinas, Florida, Alaba- 
ma, Mississippi, Louisiana, Texas, and even Mex- 
ico. The merchants of the city have kept pace 
with the manufacturers, and men who started 
business in 1865 with barrel heads for desks 
found themselves in control of business running 
into millions. 

This immense growth of interests in the city 
rendered necessary a central organization. The 
necessities of business compelled it, however, 
and a few gentlemen met ina dining room and 
tormed an association. They elected Major Ben- 
jamin E. Crane President. Six months ago it 
was resolved that the Board of Trade should 
have a home, and that Atlanta snould place her- 
self upon the highest —— of commercial prog- 
ress. The resultof that resolution is the com- 
pletion of a magnificent Chamber of Commerce 
building on the corner of Hunter and Pryor 
streets. The entire property, costing $150,000, 
has been paid for, and the building was formally 
opened last week. 

The opening was an occasion of rare interest 
in the city. When the Chamber was first called 
to order H. W. Grady declared that the present 
year was an opportune one for holding a national 
commercial convention, and he suggested that 
Atlanta should put herself forward in securing 
one. The date was fixed, and an informal can- 
vass of the members present resulted in the 
pledging of money sufficient to carry the enter- 
prise through. Itis proposed to invite Senator 
Sherman to speak on some financial topic, and 
intimation has been received that he will accent, 
Henry Watterson will also be offered a topic. 
Telegrams from a large number of merchants in 
various cities have been received, warmly ap- 
proving of the call and promising to be present. 








THE EXPELLED BALL PLAYERS. 





A MOVEMENT IN PHEIR INTEREST BEGUN IN 
ST. LOUIS. 

Sr. Louts, March 13.—An advertisement 
in this morning’s Republican, calling upon all 
baseball players disqualified, blacklisted, or ex- 
pelled by clubs, parties to the national agree- 
ment, to send their addresses to the baseball 
editor of that paper, created something of a sen- 
sation in local baseball circles, for it showed that 
a national movement was to be set on foot here 
to assist this class, many of whom have been 
punished for simply going where they received 
the most money for their services. One 
of the gentlemen interested in the move- 
ment says: “Owing to the refusal of 
the League to reinstate the expelled and 
blacklisted men, a}! movement has been in prog- 
ress for some time which will be experimental, 
and will serve as atest of public sympathy in 
their cases, and show explicitly how the general 
sentiment will be carried out when it comes toa 
matter of supporting these players in opposition 
to the League and American Associations. It is 
intended to gather together all the blacklisted 
and expelled men in the country and establish 
nines in leading cities to play in opposition to 
the Learue and American Association clubs. 


A cali will be made at an early day, 
and immediate action will be taken on 
the matter. While public opinion is very much 


divided regarding contract breakers there is a 
very general sentiment that arrogance and des- 
potism ruled the League’s decision in the case of 
the reserve rule breakers, and hence steps will be 
taken to test the public good faith in this senti- 
ment of sympathy. The war will be an aggres- 
sive one, and there will not be a stone left un- 
turned to gain adherents and allies to the new 
movement.” In this connection itis an open 
secret that there is a movement on foot to boy- 
cott the games at the American and League 
grounds in this city owing tothe League's re- 
cent action. It has assumed some proporticns, 
andto what extent it will grow remains to be 
seen. 





DAMAGE CAUSED BY A TORNADO. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 13.—Shelby- 
ville and Pulaski were visited by a tornado yes- 
terday. Clay Steele, Warner Rutledge, Willie 
Hope, and Albert Dean sought safety from the 
storm in a barn on the farm of Capt. Hope, near 
Shelbyville. Lightning struck the barn, setting 
it on fire, killing Dean and two horses. The 
horses fell on Hope and Steele, knocking them 
senseless. Rutledge recovered, got Steele and 
Hope from under the horses, and put out the 
fire. All were burned seriously. The wind blew 
down many fences and unroofed and damaged 
the storehouse occupied by Morton, Gregory, 
Mrs. Sims, and others. The engine house of the 
Victor Mills was unroofed at Pulaski. The store- 
houses occupied by J. BH. Cannon & Co. and J. P. 
May & Son were unroofed, and a large piece of 
the roof was carried entirely across the square. 
Much damage was done the Linden House and 
the buildings occupied by H. P. Abernathy, 
Owen King, C. G. Edmundson & Co., Reynolds & 
Wells, and Morton Female College. The gas 
works and many dwellings were injured con- 
siderably. 











WOMAN SUFFRAGE IN CONNECTICUT. 

HARTFORD, Conn., March 13.—The House 
passed to-aay by a vote of 91 to 63a bill confer- 
ring upon women 21 years of age and upward, 
who are citizens of the United States and have 
resided therein for the next preceding three 
years, and iu a school district for one year pre- 
ceding, the privilege of voting in all school dis- 
trict meetings the same as male voters and mak- 
ing them eligible to any office in the district. As 
reported by the committee a property qualifica- 
tion was attached to the bill and its operation 
was confined to women who have children, 
grandchildren, or wards attendine the district 
school; but these restrictions were removed by 
amendment. The passage of the bill as amended 
was more than the woman suffragists expected 
oriasked, and it will hardly go through the Sen- 
ate in any form, though there is a growing sen- 
timent in the State in favorof allowing tax- 
paying women and mothers of school children 
to vote upon school matters.

Showing 
a telegram in cipher which he represented to be 
aprivate dispatch giving the latest quotations 
in England of sharesin the Canada Northwest 
Land Company, he quoted the figures as 3134. 


In view of this several transactions took place, 
and shares changed hands on the basis of these 
figures, one gentleman selling a hundred shares. 
Subsequent investigations proved that instead 
of the telegram being a quotation of prices it 
was merely an order to buy, and that the actual 
price of the stock at the time was 38. The Man- 
aging Committee have censured the broker, but 
have no power to punish him.

CARL SCHURZ'S ESTIMATE OF HIS 
CHARACTER, 

WHAT HIS GREATNESS WAS DUE TO—HIS 
WONDERFUL VERSATILITY—HIS POPU- 
LARiTY IN FRANCE, 

The Hon. Carl Schurz was invited a 
short time ago by several well-known citizens 
to publicly give them an opportunity to hear 
his two new lectureson ‘“ Benjamin Franklin” 
and *‘ Abraham Lincoln.” The invitation, which 
was signed by Oswald Ottendorfer, Thomas L. 
James, Jesse Seligman, Mayor Grace, Judge 
Charles P. Daly, William Steinway, the Rev. Dr. 
Howard Crosby, Benjamin H. Bristow, John 
Jay, John Bigelow, and others, was accepted, 
and Steinway Hall was designated as the piace 
in which the lecture should be delivered. A large 
and appreciative audience listened to the lecture 
on ** Benjamin Franklin” last night. 

The distinguished lecturer appeared upon the 
platform unattended, and he was received with 
cordial applause. He said that of all the great 
historical figures in American history that of 
Benjamin Franklin stood among the foremost. 
He was undoubtedly the greatest specific Amer- 
ican. He was an ideal Yankee, and he wasa 
self-made man in every particular, intellectual- 
ly, mentally, morally, scientifically, and politic- 
ally. {It could not be said of Franklin that he 
was the creature of circumstances. All that he 
attained in life was due to his own persistent in- 
dustry and strong individuality. His career might 
be profitably studied by the growing generations 


of Americans. It was full of good lessons for 
youth, for it taught the value of industry, self- 
denial, observation, and perseverance, 

After briefly sketching tne early biography of 
his subject Mr. Schurz alluded to Franklin’s pe- 
culiar views on religion. Not being able to ac- 
cept in tull any of the then existing creeds, 
Franklin prepared a creed for himself, which he 
wrote out ina neat little book. His scheme of 
religious worship consisted of two parts. The 
first part was one of adoration, in praising God as 
all-wise and all-good. The second was a petition, 
somewhat resembling tke litany of the Episco- 
pal Church, in which he asked God to make him 
good and enable him todo good. This religious 
scheme, however, did not at once have the effect 
of making Franklin a perfectly moral man. 
Even while endeavoring to live up to his creed 
he continued his notorious relations with de- 
praved women while living in London. 

After his marriage Franklin strove to elevate 
his standard of morality by a carefully planned 
system of discipline. He made a list of the 
essential human virtues, and endeavored to 
observe all of their requirements. His list in- 
cluded cleanliness, ponene. chastity, persever- 
ance, and many others. ranklin was a man 
who had to reason himself up to the highest 
standard of moral sense. His mind was purely 
philosophical. Many of * Poor Richard’s” terse 
sayings are indicative of the cold reasoning by 
which he evolved moral ideas. The saying that 
** Honesty is the best policy” accurately reflects 
the bent of his mind at the time he uttered it. 
It was not enough for him that honesty of itself 
was right, but he sought to impress upon the 
people of his time, as well as upon himself, that 
to be honest was the best policy in a wordly 
sense. in the same way his religion was based 
on philosophical and judicial motives. 

Franklin became a great scientist without hav- 
ing the benefit of any scientific instruction or 
without possessing any of the usual character- 
istics of a scientist. He was a keen observer and 
aremarkabiy keen reasoner, and his scientific 
success was attained by applying his penetrating 
common senseto the things that he saw about 
him. His manner of ascertaining important sci- 
entific facts was often astonishing in its simplio- 
ity. His first inventions, which were made when 
he was a young man, were all intensely prac- 
tical and domestic in their character—such as 
the Franklin stove, forinstance, His great dis- 
coveries that electricity und lightning were one 
and the same thing, and that electricity could'be 
caught, controlled, and made to serve man’s 
practical purposes, were the result of the sim- 
plest kind of an experiment, viz., that of flying 
a kite. That discovery resulted in his imme- 
diate elevation to the highest plane in the world 
of science. 

While acquiring renown as a philosopher and 
ascientist, Franklin found time to turn his at- 
tention to statecraft, and by virtue of his studi- 
ousness, his calm sagacity, and his keenness of 
observation he became in time a great states- 
man. He never had any education or training 
as a diplomat, but he had what might be termed 
a diplomatic instinct. He had tworules as a poli- 
tician. One was never to seek an office for him- 
self, and the other was never to decline an office 
when it was tendered to him. Undoubtedly the 
present Administration would rejoice if ali 
American citizens now observed Franklin's 
first rule. |Applause.] Franklin had the fac- 
ulty of quickly getting at the pith of a 
public question and of expressing his 
ideas with epigrammatic effect. His famous 
expression, “No taxation without representa- 
tion,” will never lose its significance among free 
people, Franklin’s versatility was extraordinary. 

e hada hand in almost every phase of the 
revolutionary strife, which resulted in the inde- 
pendence of the colonies. His services were re- 
quired asa counselor in financial matters, an 
organizer of military policies, an Ambassador to 
friendly foreign powers, and finally as one of 
the framers of the Declaration of Independence. 
His historical joke, made while the Declaration 
was under discussion, is illustrative of his facility 
in making pointed observations: ** We must ali 
hang together,’’ John Hancock had remarked. 
“Yes,” replied Franklin, ‘* we must all hang to- 
gether, or we will certainly hang separately.” 

To the people of France, Franklin was the 
very embodiment of their ideal American. They 
regarded him as the most perfect and the noblest 
type of the new republicanism. He was 70 years 
old when he went to Paris as the representative 
of the young American Republic. To say that 
he was cordially welcomed to France does not 
describe the warmth of his greeting. He was 
lionized and idolized by the re pear and 
he was regarded as the greatest friend of human 
kind. Great as his popularity was in France, 
he maintained it. without any diminishment 
througkout the entire nine years that he re- 
mained there. When he broke a traditional and 
invariable custom and appeared at Court with- 
out a powdered wig. but with only his own 
natural hairon his head, not only France, but 
the whole European world,tapplauded the act as 
being appropriate and proper. 

Franklin possessed in a very high degree that 
valuable diplomatic quality called tact. He un- 
aerstood very well the art of doing what was 
necessary and of not attempting to dotoo much. 
And when he had a task to perform he believed 
in performing it in the most available way. The 
nine years which he spentin France were fre- 
quently described by him asthe happiest years 
of his life. He returned home atthe ageof 79 
to seek rest from public labors, but his fellow 
countrymen would not permit him to retire to 
private life. He was soon called to the office of 
Governor of Pennsylvania, and subsequently his 
public duties became of a national character. 
The first memorial to Congress against slavery 
in this country bore his signature as President 
of the National Society of Abolitionists. 

The lecturer said that he could recall no man 


-in history whose mind was so thoroughly ana 


accurately developed and whose abilities were so 
carefully trained and so completely utilized. No 
human being could study his life without deriv- 
ing some benefit fromit. Franklin did not set 
out to be a wonderfully profound man, nor a 
wonderfully great man. He made philosophy 
and science the familiar fireside companion of 
ordinarily intelligent people. His methods as a 
philosopher and asa scientist were studiously 
and purposely simple. He endeavored to bring 
the most important truths within the compre- 
hension of everybody. His course as a poli- 
tician was marked by the same qualities of 
ractical common-sense as were evinced 
n- his other walks of life. Franklin was a happy 
man, and, in a certain sense, he was a virtuous 
man. His virtues were of the broad, the useful, 
and the loveable kind. He hadfcharity for the 
weaknesses of humanity and was not prone to 
magnify personal faults. His greatnass was due 
to his unflagging desire to accomplish something 
tbat would benefit his fellow-men. It was for 
them that he snatched the lightning from the 
skies and the sceptre from the tyrant. He was 
certainly one of the greatest of Americans, and 
one of the greatest men in history, but with all 
of his greatness he was a genuine man of the 
people.

THE DISGRACED TRADE DOLLAR. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 13.—Superintend- 
ent Snowden, of the United States Mint in this 
city, states that he has received over 50,000 trade 
dollars since March 4, and that letters from hold- 
ers of the coin in various parts of the country 
are pouring in upon him. This is believed to 
show that the people have lost all hope of secur- 
ing legislation on the subject from Coneress, 
and that they have determined to make the best 
of the reduction, and seli the coins. The price 
of standard silver at present is 96 cents an ounce, 
and at that rate the trage dollars are worth 
cents. This is the price paid for’ them at the 
mint. A prominent Third-street banking house 
sent 10, of the coins to the mint yesterday, 
and informed Col. Snowden that they had sev- 
eral thousand more in their vaults. A New-York 
banking house is said to have $60,000 of these 
coins stored away. They will probably be sent 
to the mint to be melted.

THE VIDOCQS IN OUR CUSTOM 
HOUSES. 
———_———— 
To the Editor of the New-York Tvmes: 
It has always been an established his- 
torical fact that the liberties of the people de- 
crease in the proportion that the spy system ina 
country increases. The most arbitrarily gov- 
erned nation always employs the greatest num- 
ber of informers. Up to the beginning of the 
late war the spy and informer. system in the 
United States wasa myth. A civil war made the 
spy and the informer almost as much of a neces- 
sity as the use of irredeemable currency. When 
the war ceased many of these hired Vidocqs who 
spied upon the actions of the citizens became 
naturally extinct. But unfortunately another 
class of informérs became an established insti- 
tution, whose reign began in 1862, when the most 
villainous tariff ever known ina civilized country 
was fastened upon a free and law-abiding people. 
The ingenuity of our piratical tariff magnates 
was not slow to see that if a bureau was estab- 
lished, with the employes drawing salary from 
the Treasury and was called by its right name, 
say “The Bureau of Informers,” such an 
appellation would shock the sensibility of a free 


poor. Hence a respectable name was found 
or these Vidocqs, and they have been and are 
now called ** Special Agents of the Treasury.” 

It must, however, be confessed that while 
these Special Agents were always very proud of 
their title, the Treasury was by no means very 

roud of the agents. I certainly have never 

nown a Secretary of the Treasury or a Col- 
lector of this great port who did not deplore the 
system, aJthouch re | had to bear with. the 
nuisance on account of our intricate tariff laws. 
Of course the duty of this brigade of informers 
isto prevent smuggling and undervaluations. 
Let me enlighten my readers a little on this sub- 
ject; first, I. must divide the vulgar smuggler 
from the scientific undervaluator. It needs no 
ghost to tell us that when a country has a tariff 
system ranging from 25 per cent. to 250 per 
oe el ing and undervaluation is a natural 
result, 

Now, many of the hundreds of thousands of 
people coming to this country annually from 
abroad are apt to try;to smuggle, and even suc- 
ceedin smuggling, goods into the port concealed 
about their a and in many other ways. 
To prevent this vulgar classof smuggling the 
Surveyor of the Port is provided with a large 
well-paid staff of officers whose duty it is to 
detect such nefarious traffic and seize the 
smuggled goods, and in the main this 
service is well performed. And these offi- 
cials cannot by any means be spared, or, 
in fact, be in any way reflected upon for 
doing a disagreeable but necessary duty. As 
long asa country has a tariff system at all the 
Government is bound to provide a staff of offi- 
cers to prevent this mode of vulgar smuggling. 
But the real Vidocas, the scientific spies, other- 
wise called Special Agents of the Treasury, are 

uite a different class of people. Their special 

orte is to find out undervaluationsof invoices; 
toinform against merchant importers of not 
giving the true market value of goods, notwith- 
standing the oft-asserted assurance of many im- 
porters that they at least have no other market 
value than the one declared in the entry. 

Just let me ian outinas short a manner as 

ossible our loved tariff system. Smith, of 

New-York, a merchant importer, buys in Paris 
an invoice of, say, silks amounting to 100,000f. 
It is imperative upon Mr. Smith to go to our Con- 
sul in Paris and leave him a duplicate invoice. 
The Consul certifies Smith’s invoice as correct, 
and Smith pays the Consul’s fee. When Mr. 
Smith comes to the New-York Custom House, 
with his invoice thus certified, the Deputy Col- 
lector values this certification as much as if 
John Thomas, who keeps an oyster saloon, had 
certified to it. That isonlya form. But Smith, 
making an entry, solemnly swears that the in- 
voice isin every respect correct. Nevertheless, 
the Collector heeds no more Smith’s oath than 
he would heed a swallow flying 200 yards above 
his head. Smith’s goods are sent to the Ap- 
praiser’s store to be verified, examined as to 
quantity and true value, and if found correct, 
Smith having paid the duties thereon, the goods 
are, after more circumlocutions than it is neces- 
sary here to mention, at lust delivered to Smith, 
and Smith ought to feel happy for several rea- 
sons, above all that the American Consul’s cer- 
tificate fared no better than his own oath, and 
for escaping a lodging in Fort Lafayette for 
being the secret enemy of his country in import- 
ing foreign goods at all. Now, let us go back a 
little. The United States provides duly quali- 
fied Appraisers, whose chief qualification ought 
to be to understand their business. Such an 
officer either understands his business or he does 
not. {f he does, and willfully allows the Gov- 
ernment to be cheated he isarogue. If he does 
not, and the Government is cheated by his ig- 
norance he isa fool. Butin either case it is the 
Government that is responsible for the delin- 
quencies that passin the Appraiser’s office. There 
is just as much blame attached to the Govern- 
ment for appointing an incompetent man asan 
expert in valuing goods, or one that is compe- 
tent but is corrupt, as if the Government 
should appoint an honest, ignorant farrier to be 
a Surgeon in the arniy, or a clever surgeon who 
is a habitual drunkard. What in the world more 
can the Treasury demand of an importer than 
the custody of the goods to be examined and 
valued ? 

But the accursed tariff system under which this 
devoted land groans is such that there is no final- 
ity to the appraising business in its ordinary 
way. The market value abroad is of such an in- 
definite construction that it seems to have been 
purposely made to discourage foreign trade, and 
therein lies the whole opportunity of the Cus- 
tom House Vidocqgs, otherwise Special Agents. 
The whole country has of late been edified by the 
investigation of some New-York Special Agents 
by Washington, Chicago, and Boston Special 
Agents. The able and good ex-Secretary was 
anxious to follow out an oldadage. Well, the 
result has certainly been a little unsavory 
for some, and we are informed that the new Sec- 
retary intends to follow the investigation up. 

Now, asthe party has assumed power aguin 
which, when last in power, certainly had not 
systematized a brigade of Special Agents, it may 
well be worth the while of Secretary Manning to 
institute an investigation not only of Special 
Agents by Special Agents.but by a commission of 
merchants, or men notin the service, who may 
not only investigate the Augean stable but mav 
be able to reporta method of cleaning it. As it 
must be obvious that the investigation of the 
Special Agents by Special Agents looks a little 
farcical, justice in this instance will certainly be 
done quite as well by men unconnected with the 
service, and it will assuredly have more weight 
with public opinion.

4. Superintendents of money order divisions 
in Post Offices, ‘ 

5. The direct custodians of money for whose 
fidelity another officer is under official bond and 
disbursing Officers having the custody of money 
who give bonds; but those exceptions shall not 
extend to any official below the grade of Assist- 
ant Cashier or Teller. 

6. Persons employed exclusively in the secret 
service of the Government, or as translators, or 
interpreters, or stenographers. 

7. Persous whose employment is exclusively 
professional. 

8. Chief clerks, Deputy Collectors, and Super- 
intendents, or chiefs ot divisions of bureaus.

EXPERT YALDEN’S FIGURES 


EIS COMPUTATIONS OF THE GAS 
COMPANIES’ PROFITS. 
fHEIR EARNINGS FOR TEN YEARS—GEN. 
TREMAIN ACCUSES THE COMPANIES’ 
OFFICERS OF BAD FAITH. 


The city came te the front in the gas in- 
vestigation, which was resumed at the Morton 
House yesterday, when Francis M. Scott, Assist- 
ant Corporation Counsel, offered in evidence a 
scopy of the City Record of 1876, containing an 
article on the history of the city gas companies 
by Stephen McCormick, Superintendent of 
Lamps and Gas. Mr. Scott did not ask to have 
the article put in evidence, but said he thought 
the stenographer might as well note the pages it 
filled. Then Mr. McCormick took the stand to 
puff up the quality of city gas and to declare 
against a multiplicity of companies with 
franchises in the same territory. He said there 
Were 13 gas mains along Broadway, besides many 
other pipes. This made it difficult to trace leaks, 
which frequently occurred, and necessitated 
tearing up the street often. Such exvenses, as 
well as the cost of piant and of inspection and 


repairs, made gas dearer here than in places 
that had but one or two companies and needed 
jess proportionate outiay and supervision. 

Gen. Tremain then engaged the attention of 
the committee in regard to the alieged failure 
of the gas otlicials to comply with the specifica- 
tions of their subpcenas. He charged that cer- 
tain of the officiais had violated the understand- 
ing had at the last hearing by denying the ex- 
pert access to certain papers describing the 
transfer of the Knickerbocker Company to the 
Municipal, and the later relation of this transfer 
stock to the consolidation of November last. 
Gen. Tremain charged bad faith on the gas com- 
panies aiso in their failure to submit to the ex- 
pert the original stock lists, from which were 
made up the lists of the consolidation. Without 
these data the investigation: could not be 
completed satisfactorily, as the committee could 
not judge of the relations of the lighting com- 
panies to the public without knowing who com- 
posed the lighting companies. Mr. Anderson re- 
sented the imputation on the good faith of the 
companies. e said the expert had been denied 
nothing: that the books of the Knickerbocker 
Company,to which reference had been made, 
being records of transactions prior to 1880, had 
no existence, although the company was or- 

anized in 1878, and that the composition of the 

ightine Companies was immaterial, as the di- 
rectorates were’ in full control for ali the pur- 
poses of the investieation. 

Expert Yalden and Mr. Gawtry, President of 
the old Knickerbocker Company, were called in 
reference to this dispute. Mr. Yalden said he 
could not complain of having been denied access 
to tbe Knickerbocker books,if none existed, 
and that he bad not asked for the stock lists of 
the constituent companies of the consolidatian, 
having-been satisfied of the correctness of the 
consolidated list; yet he would need to see the 
separate lists if the committee wanted him to 
verify that of the consolidated company. 
Mr. Gawtry said he had never heard of 
Knickerbocker books prior to 1880, ex- 
cept the consumers’ ledgers and the pay 
books. Gen. Tremain was anxious to 
get at the papers that explain how five Trustees, 
of which Mr. Gawtry was one, got hold of the 
15,000 shares of the Knickerbocker Company, 
and bow those shares figured in the assets of the 
Municipal Comvany in negotiations for consoli- 
dation; also, how the Knickerbocker stock hap- 

ened to be bought for $50,000 and was turned 

nto the consolidation at $3,000,000. Mr. Ander- 

gon said the purchasers assumed liabilities for 
$1,200,000, but the committee decided to let Mr. 
Gawtry produce the documents to-day. 

The greater part of the afternoon session was 
occupied by Expert Yaiden in explaining what 
his examination of the books of the various 
companies had disclosed. He had prepared ex- 
baustive tables, covering a period of 10 years, 
showirg the amount of gas produced, indexed 
and accounted for; its cost of production and 
distribution; receipts from consumers, repairs, 
profits from gas ulone and trom gas and residuals 
and the basis on which the consolidated com- 

‘panies had come together. He reckoned capital 
trom the books, assuming it to have been cash 
paid. It would have been necessary to go back 
much further than 10 years to determine just 
how the capital had been paid in. 

Gen. ‘remain examined him specially in re- 

ard to the affairs of Manhattan Company in 

78 and 1879, the two years of sharp competition, 
and 1883. In 1878-the company lost from leakage 
and otherwise 1894 per cent of its product. The 
cost of production, including materials, manu- 
facture, and the expenses entering into dis- 
tribution, was $1 34°4 per 1,000 feet. Receipts 
from consumers were $i 914% per 1,000 feet, leay- 
ing a net profit, after paying interest, taxes, re- 
Pairs, and ali expenses, of nearly 45 cents per 
1,00. That was also the net income in 1879, when 
a dividend of $400,000 was distributed, by draw- 
ing $37,000 from the surplus. In 1883 the net 
income was $1 per 1,000 feet. The average net 
income for 10 years was 8244 cents per 1,000 feet; 
the total average profit, meaning residual sales 
as well as gas sales, was 9514 cents. 

Mr. Yalden said to Senator Thomas that he 
had not calculated what dividends the consoli- 
dated company could pay on its stock of $37,000,- 
000 (raised from $17,000,000) if the price of gas 
were fixed at $1 50 per 1,000 feet, but that might 
be computed, It.would be desirable, if the ques- 
tion of capitalization were to be probed, that 
the books be turther examined, and that some 
one be found also who could appraise the plaut, 
real estate, mains,and general property of the 
constituent compauies, which were pooled at 
nearly $30,000,000. 

The following table is a summary from 
the expert’s figures. of items of the 
business of the companies torming the consoli- 
dation, and of the Mutual Company. The net 
profit column relates to gas only, the gross profit 
column to residual sales also. All repairs, addi- 
tions to plants, and depreciation from use are in- 
cluded in the costcolumn. The column headed 
“ proportion of new stock to old’”’ indicates at 
what the stock of the old companies was put into 
the consolidation. The Knickerbocker Company 
bas a representative in the Consolidated Board 
ot Direction, but was merged into the Municipal 
Company in 1880. 
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The Knickerbocker Company’s figures repre- 
gent the sum’ received by that company from 
the pool to November, i884. _, 

The committee expect to close the hearing to- 
day. Mr. Anderson promises to offer testimony 
on behalf of the gas companies, and the expert’s 
figures will probably be closely inspected. Then 
both sides will have a chance for argument. 

Senator Gibbs ssid after yesterday’s hearing 
that any recommendations by the committee 
would probably be attached as amendments to 
Senator Cullen’s biil to reduce the price of gas to 
$1 50. That bill is with the Committee on Cities. 
John H. Sherwood had with him yesterday the 
November, December, and January bills for the 
Sherwood fiats, but did not offerthem in evi- 
dence. They showed charges over the Novem- 
ber meier record of 34,596 feet in December and 
43,680 feet in January. 





OPRJECTING TO A SALE. 

The Trustees of the town of Gravesend 
are empowered to receive bids for the purchase 
of town land whenever they think the sale of 
such Jand can be made to the advantage of the 
town. They recently received bids for the 
purchase from them of 50 parcels, lying at and 
near Norton’s Point, Coney Island, and also for 
east lot No. 15 at’ West Brighton. The Ocean 
Navigation and Pier Company bid $27,500 for 
east lot No. 15, which it now holds under 
a lease, but Messrs. Woolsey & Skinner 
bid $46,000. As yesterday was appointed 
for a town meeting to be heid, at which the suffi- 
tiency or non-sufficiency ot the bids should 
passed on by the town voters, the Ocean Navi- 

ation and Pier Company began a suit in the 
Supreme Court, and on Thursday procured 
from Judge Donohue a. preliminary injunction 
restraining the holding of the town meeting, 
and consequently of the approval of the bids. 
The claim of the company is that, asits pier isin 
front of the land to be sold, and as its lease of 
east lot 15 has yet a year to run, its 
interests would be greatly injured by the 

ossible sale of the iand to any other purchaser. 

he injunction order was obtained by William C. 
DeWitt, counsel for the rompany. As counsel 
forthe Town Trustees William J. Gaynor yes- 
terday obtained from the General Term, Judge 
Davis presiding, an order modifying the injunc- 
tion so as to permit the town meeting to be held, 
but retaining in force. the restriction upon the 
conveyance of deeds for the land to any pur- 
chaser.

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MR. PAUL BAUER’S SENTENCE. 


HIS COUNSEL CLAIMS THAT HE MUST SERVE 
A YEAR OR NOT AT ALL, 

Unless justice is more unbending than 
she isthought to be Mr. Paul Bauer, the sur. 
prised and imprisoned Coney Island “club man,” 
will soon be at liberty again. A few days ago 
Judge Moore, in tne Brooklyn Court of Sessions, 
decided that a three months’ separation from all 
venal cares would do Mr. Bauer good, and he 
asked Warden John Green, of the Crow Hill 
penitentiary, to kindly look after that gentie- 


man’s personal comfort for the specified time. 
Mr. Bauer was accordingly permitted to take up 
his guertece in that pleasant old building, and 
his friends thought it would be 90 long days be- 
fore he could in bask in unguarded sunlight. 

But Mr. Jere Wernberg has a larger head than 
Mr. Bauer's friends gave him credit for. Mr. 
Wernberg assisted Mr. Bauer in the latter's 
effort to evade the visit to Warden Green, and 
he protested with ou vigor against the Judge's 
decision. Yesterday morning Mr. Wernberg 
complained to Judge Pratt, in the ange County

Supreme Court, Special Term, that Judge Moore 
had not done justice to the claims of his friend 
and client. e should have given him not three 
months’ but an entire year’s board for nothing. 
In support of the righteousness of his complaint 
Mr. Wernberg read to Judge Pratt section 351 of 
the Penal Code, which provides that any one 
who sells pools, or rents premises to pool sellers, 
snall be “punishable by pr hae «yg for one 
year, or by a fine not exceeding $2,000. or both.” 
Mr. Wernberg then informed 2 Honor that 
Mr. Bauer being a gentlemen of the most sensi- 
tive nature he felt hurt at the apparent injus- 
tice done him in not giving him the whole year 
to which he was entitled. He would therefore 
respectfully ask to withdraw from the whoie 
proceeding. This uest, Mr. Wernberg ar- 
gue. was wholly just. While Judge Moore, in 
1s Official capacity, might compel Mr. Bauer to 
Sy any par of the specific fine *“ not exceeding 
2,000," he had not the slightest right to reduce 
the specified time of imprisonment. That term 
was absolutely fixed by the code and could not 
be changed. Mr. Wernberg then went on to say 
that Mr. Bauer had been irregularly sentenced; 
that, being irregularly sentenced, he was en- 
titled to have the whole sentence, with the ex- 
ception of the fine of $750, which has been paid, 
annuled, and wound up by asking the Judge 
for a writ of babeas corpus directing Warden 
Green to produce Mr. Bauer in court this morn- 
ing. when a motion for his release will be argued. 
udge Pratt granted the writ, and notice was 
immediately served upon District Attorney 
Ridgway and Warden Green directing them to 
have Bauer in the Supreme Court, Special Term, 
at 10 o’clock this morning. The first step hav- 
ing been so successfully taken, Mr. Bauer’s 
friends are confident that that “irregularly” 
imprisoned gentleman wil) soon be enabled to 
he peacefully in wait for the Coney Island sea- 
son, and regulate his cominss and goings by his 
own sweet will. On the other hand, influential 
persons who think they see in Paul Bauer's in- 
carceration a public goodfare certain that the 
discovered irregularity and the subsequent pro- 
ceedin will prove disastrous for Mr. Bauer. 
They think that if the writ is dismissed, when 
the case is appealed, the apellate court will send 
it back to Judge Moore, who will then impose

While Archbishop Corrigan is officiating at the

An inter- 
esting fact in its history is that within its walis 
was performed the ceremony attending the in- 
vestiture of Archbishop McCloskey as the first 
American Cardinal. This took place on April 28, 
1875.

REPAIRING MR. HATCH’S CARRIAGES. 
For the third time the judgment in the 
suit of Brewster & Co. against Rufus Hatch has 
been reversed by the General Term of the Court 
of Common Pleas. Inthissuit Mr. Hatch con- 
tends that the plaintiffs, by giving his coachman 
presents, practically bribedithat functionary so 
that he was inclined to act in their interest 
rather than in his, and that thus the need of re- 
pairs to his carriages and harness was exagger- 
ated. At the first and second trials Brewster & 
Co, obtained verdicts, but on the third trial the 
verdict was in tavor of Mr. Hatch. The opinion 
of the General Term, written by Judge 
Van Hoesen, is based on the determination that 
no proof was given that repairs were unneces- 
sarily made by the plaintiffs, and that the jury 
had no right to infer, from the fact that the 
plaintiffs made presents to the defendant’s coach- 
man, that they bribed him and he in return 
purposely injured his employer's property or 
nad it repaired whenit needed norepairing. The 
intent to bribe, as well as the action of the per- 
son bribed, detrimental to the defendant’s in- 
terest must be proved, Judge Van Hoesen said, 
else the defendant could not succeed in the suit. 
Such a fraud upon him had not been proved, and 
hence Mr. Hatch must go once more before a 
ury in the City Court, where the suit had its 
eginning. 








CONTESTING A BIG ASSESSMENT. 
Under authority of the Lawg of 1878, 
chapter 528, One Hundred and Tenth-street, 
from First-avenue to Riverside Drive, (Eastern 
Boulevard,) was “ regulated, graded, and paved” 
by day’s work. The work went ahead very slow- 


ly, and the. final cost was $530,872 54, which is 
claimed to beabout twice whatit coula have 
been done for by contract. In order to pay for 
the job an assessment of $875 on each 25 teet of 
land fronting on the street paved has been made. 
This amount, almost unprecedented in the his- 
tory of assessments in:the city of New-York, 
considering the work done, aroused the ire of 
the property owners, and they are bitterly con- 
testing the confirmation with legal aid. The As- 
sessors have had several hearings in the matter, 
but no decision has yet been reached. Should 
the assessment be confirmed it can be further 
contested before the Board of Revision, consist- 
ing of the Controller, Corporation Counsel, and 
Recorder, and, failing there, the contestants 
have recourse to the courts. 








CAPT. CONLIN AND CAPT. STEERS. 

At the meeting of the Police Board yes- 
terday the application of Mayor Grace to have 
Capt. Peter Conlin, of the Third Precinct, trans- 
ferred to the Twenty-sixth—the City Hall—was 
discussed and laid over, with two petitions in 
favor of Capt. Henry V. Steers. It has, how- 
ever, been arranged that Commissioner Porter 
is to call on Mayor Grace and propose that the 
Twenty-sixth Precinct be made a subprecinct, 
with a Sergeant in charge. It is probable that 
on Tuesday Capt. Steers will be transferred to 
the Eleventh Precinct, and that Capt. Conlin 
will remain where he is. Such action, it is 


argued, would relieve the Mayor and Commis- 
sioners of embarrassment. 





DETERMINING CAB RATES. 

John McGoldrick, a.cab driver in this 
city for 15 years, told the Aldermanic Committee 
on Law yesterday that the proposed rate of 25 
cents a mile for cabs was altogether too low. 

* Isn't it possible to have as cheap cab service 
here as in Paris?” asked Alderman O’Dwyer. 

“No,” said Mr. McGoldrick, “I don’t think it 
is. -Cabs which cost $800 here can be had tor $300 
—_ Cabs wearjout here after eight years’ sery-

ATTACKING THE CABLE COMPANY. 
ARGUING THAT THE ACTS OF THE RAPID 
TRANSIT COMMISSION WERE INVALID, 
The motion for the vacation of the or- 
der made in December last appointing commis- 
sioners to determine whether the New-York 
Cable Railway Company should be allowed to 
build and operate railroads on the routes laid out 
for it by the Rapid Transit Commissioners ap- 
pointed by Mayor Edson,. was heard by the Gen- 
eral Term of the Supreme Court yesterday, 
James A. Deering and Grayaon Johnston ap- 
peared forthe motion, representing owners of 


property along the routes who are opposed to 
the railroads. Robert Sewell appeared for the ca- 
ble company. 

The argument of Messrs. Deering and John- 
ston was that Mayor Edson had no authority to 
appoint the Rapia Transit Commissioners, be- 
cause the act of 1875, under which he assumed to 
act, was intended only to authorize the appoint- 
ment of Commissioners for the purposes of the 
elevated railroad system, and naving been made 
use of was thereby exhausted. They also con- 
tended that if the act of 1875 was not exhausted 
prior to last year the proceedings of Mayor Ed- 
son’s Commissioners were invalid, because they 
did not obey all its provisions, particularly in 
that they did not lay out routes for a definite 
purpose, as, for instance, elther for a passenger 
railway or for a freight railway. It was the 
duty of the Commissioners, the counsel argued. 
to determine whether there was now a need for 
a railway on each route, and to specify the pre- 
cise character of such railway. They did not 
perform this duty. 

It was also contended that the act of 1875 gave 
no authority for a steam surface railWay, such 
as the cable company proposes, but only for an 
elevated or underground railway; and, furtber- 
more, the determination of the Commissioners 
that cable roads should be constructed in the 
Western Boulevard, Tenth-avenue. and Crosby- 
street was objected to on the ground that those 
thoroughfares are sufliciently provided with 
railroads, so that a new one would be inimical 
to the interests of real estate owners. 

Mr. Sewell argued that the property owners 
could not legally proceed in the way in which 
they had undertaken to attack the cable com- 
pany. Their proceeding was in the nature of a 
quo warranto suit, which they had not the au- 
thority tobegin. He also insisted that if they 
could go on as they had begun the points on 
which they based their attack on the cable com- 
pany were not good, having, with the exception 
of one, been passed on and determined adversely 
tothem. The only point not determined, Mr. 
Sewell said, was as to whether the General Rail- 
road act of 1884, by prohibiting the construction 
of railways excepting under its provisions, 
would prevent the construction of cable rail- 
ways, but as to this .point he had no fear, be- 
cause the cable company acquired prior to 
the passage of the general acta right of which 
it could not be divested. The court reserved its 
decision. -

A CALL FOR A MASS MEETING BEING CIR- 
CULATED FOR SIGNATURES. 


A committee of the Central Taxpayers’. 


Association, appointed to co-operate with the 
Mayor in securing the passage of the amend- 
ment to the Park bill of 1884, and consisting of 
Charles I. Schampain, Tax Commissioner Thomas 
L. Feitner, James E. Serrell, Anton Keichart, 
John W. Dessar, Henry Brown, M.A. Furch- 


micht, and C. G. Surrager, called on Mayor 
Grace yesterday and told him the purpose for 
which they had been appointed. 

“Tam very giad to meet you, gentlemen,” said 
the Mayor. ** Anything that you can do to as- 
sist in getting this bill through will, I am sure, 
be ————— by taxpayers generally. I am 
constantly receiving letters from citizens of this 
city asking me to call a mass meeting or take 
some step which will enable the sentiment 
against these new parks to express itself. The 
Senate Committee on Cities was to take up the 
bill next Weduesday, but I shall ask for an ad- 
nde rages and will let you know when the 

earing will take place.”

The undersigned citizens and taxpayers unite in a 
call for a mass meeting to be held at an early date. ad- 
vocating the legislation proposed by Mayor Grace con- 
cerning the parks in the T'wenty-third and ‘I'wenty- 
fourth Wards, and inthe County of Weschester, and 
to appoint a committee to present a memorial to the 
Legislature showing the following principal reasons 
why the act of 1884, which provided for the taking of 
these parks, should be amended: 

first—Because the effect of the constitutional 
amendment, udopted at the late election, concerning 
municipal indebtedness, is to cast the expense of these 
parks, vatouny estimated at from $8,u00,000 to $20,- 
000,000, upon the taxpayers in a single year. 

Second—Because the property benefiied is not com- 
pelled to pay assessments for the improvements or a 
aye proportion of the expense, as was required by law 
n the caves of Central, Riverside, Morningside, ana 
other parks in the city of New-York. As the expense 
is to be met by general taxation, the Twenty-third and 
Twenty-fourth Wards, which pay taxes on $25,521,065 
of real estate, while the rest of the city pays taxes on 
$1,094,240,532, will pay only about one-forty-fourth 
— of the whole expense, although receiving all the 

eneflis, except those which accrueto the County of 
Westchester, which pays nothing. 

Third—Because, of the 3.800 acres proposed to be 
taken by these parks, the Pelham Bay Park and Park- 
way, containing about 1,800 acres, lie wholly out of the 
city limits, and tuxes thereon will have to be paid by 
the city of New-York to the county of Westchester 
upon an assessed valuation tixed by the Board of Su- 

ervisors of that county and based upon enormously 
ncreased prices which the city will doubtless have to 
pay for the land. No benefit besides will accrue to 
the city by the increase of value of the surrounding 
property, and the expense of properly policing, light- 
ing, and maintaining this large park and parkway will 
always be a burden to us as taxpayers. 

We favorthe proposed legislation because, if it be- 
comes enacted into a law, the Westchester Park will 
be eliminated, the property benefited will pay a just 
proportion of the expense, and the parks in the Twen- 
ty-third and Twenty-fourth Wards will be taken from 
yearto year as necessity will require. and will not 
cause a greater burden upon the taxpayers thana 
milion dollars annually until all are taken,

SENDING A BULLET THROUGH HIS HEAD. 

The report of a pistol shot startled the 
passers-by at the house at No. 79 Chatham-street 
alittle after 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon. A 
bookbinder, Carl Doebler, 55 years of age, had 
sent a bullet through his head. He had been

Sommers, his landlady, heard the shot, and on 
opening the door found him lying on the floor. 
A physician was hastily summoned, but Doebler 
died in a few minutes. Coroner Kennedy found 
in his pockets $7 05, several books showing that 
he was a member of two German sick benefit 
societies, and a letter to the Secretaries of one of 
the organizations asking that several books that 
he had be distributed among his friends.

ren YEARS TO CONCOCT NEW SCHEMES. 
*Col.”” Alexander C. Branscom, who vic- 
timized a number of firms in this city by obtain- 
ing money and merchandise from them on forged 
notes of the Mississippi Mills, was brought before 
Recorder Smyth yesterday for sentence. He told 


the Recorder that he had been duped and made 
a tool of by other persons and that, although he 
supposed, now that he had been convicted, it 
would be useless for him to ask for leniency, 
still, if he were given an opportunity, 
he might be able to hunt up the guilty parties 
and perhaps recover some of the money. The 
Recorder, in reply, said that he understood that 
Branscom had flooded the country with forged 
bonds purporting to be issued by the State of 
Florida; that, after serving a term in the State 
prison for that offense, he had by-forgeries re- 
cently swindled business men of this city out of 
about $50,000, which they had no possible chance 
of recovering. and that he seemed to- spend his 
time in prison chiefly in concocting schemes for 
swindling people when he got out again. He 
could, therefore, see no reason for being lenient, 
— would sentence him to 10 years in the State 
prison. 
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A JUDGMENT REVERSED. 

The General Term of the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas, in an opinion written by Judge J. F. 
Daly, has reversed the judgment for $5,075 84 
damages, based on the verdict of a jury, in favor 
of Frederick M. Peyser and against the Metro- 


politan Elevated Railroad Company. The judg- 
ment was for injury to the value of the prem- 
ises No. Amity (West Third) street, 
owned by Mr. Peyser, done the ele- 
vated railroad structure, trains, &c. In the 
opinion Judge Daly says that the damages 
could properly have been redicated on 
proof that the structure cut off light and air 
from the house and darkened the street and 
made it damp and that the locomotives made the 
atmosphere unpleasant, but that it was error for 
the trial Judge to admit evidence that the trains 
were noisy and that other property in the same 
street had been lessened in value. The street was 
made for passage, he says, and the elevated rail- 
road trains were not the exclusive factors of 
noise therein.

THE REVELATIONS MADE IN EXAMINING 
GRANT & WARD’S ACCOUNTS. 


The amount of manual labor required of 
the counsel and the witnesses in the trial of 
James D. Fish is something enormous. Ali day 
long the cumbersome leather-bound ledgers of 
the Marine Bank are passed to and fro, back- 
ward and forward, under the lawyers’ table, 
and over the clerk’s desk, until the biceps of 
the men who are paid to do the talking are al- 
most as tired as their tongues. The crowd who 
went tothe court room early yesterday,expecting 
a lively day of it, did not stop long. Henry E, 
Daboll was called to certify to a statement which 
he had made out, showing the condition of 
Grant & Ward's account with the Marine Bank 
for a few days previous to the failure. The 
figures were as published in yesterday’s TImMEs. 
Nathan D. Daboll was called again and was 

uestioned about the loans made to Grant & 
Ward without collateral. He named one or 
two instances in which he had returned collat- 
eral which Grant & Ward had put up for a loan, 
on oral direction from Mr. Fish. Once Mr. Fish 
gave him this letter and told him to hand the 
securities mentioned in it to Grant & Ward's 


messenger: 
May 5, 1884. 
Mr, Fish: 

DEAR SiR: 1 have a time loan of $100,000 on 150 
shares of Union Dry Dock stock and $100,000 of Chica- 
go and Atlantic notes. If you will send me these 
securities I will bring down a lot of bonds in their place 
to-day. ours, F. WARD. 
Every littie helps. 

This letter was written in pencil. apparently in 
& great hurry. Mr. Daboli said that he delivered 
the securities according to instructions and they 
wers rehypothecated, No other securities were 
substituted forithem as security for the loans, nor 
were the loans paid. The total amount of call 
loans and overdrafts which Grant & Ward had 
with the bank was $2,066,570 14. On March 15, 
1884, a loan of $30,000 was made to George E. 
Spencer, on a supposed security of $40,000 
in the bonds of the Armadaie Water Company. 
The whole issue of said bonds was only $50,000. 
On April 2 a loan of $50,000 was madeto W. C. 
Smith for which the collateral furnished was the 
entire fifty-thousand-dollar issue of the same 
bonds. On March ldaloan of $50,000 was made 
to U. S. Grant, Jr., on security of $50,000 in 
bonds of the Wyandotte Water Company. On 
April 2 loans were made to Walter Mailing and 
F. E. Green on the same security to an amount 
exceeding the total issue of the bonds. 

ith a view to testing his experience and to 
see whether or not he had overstepped his official 
duties Mr. Clarke cross-examined the witness 
pretty agony on his 18 years’ connection 
with the bank. It was at timesa part of Mr. 
Daboll’s duty to prepare a list of loans and other 
bank transactions for the use of the Directors 
at their semi-weekly meetings. He furnished 
them such a list on Feb. 19, 1884, when the sup- 
posed loans made to Greene & Doty were passed 
upon. The witness used to talk with Mr. Ward 
and Mr. Fish about the loans unsecured by col- 
lateral. On May 6 a thirty-thousand-dollar loan 
was made to J. E. Spencer, and on April 2a loan 
of $40,000 to W. C. Smith, on which no collateral 
was put up, and he spoke about it. Mr. Daboll 
called Ferdinand Ward’s attention on one occa- 
sion to the absence of collateral on loans to the 
firm, and Ward answered, * Oh, that’s all right.” 

The case was adjourned until Monday.

THE HEBREW ALLIANCE. 
STEPS TO INCREASE THE MEMBIRSHIP OF 
A WORLD-WIDE ORGANIZATION. 

A meeting will be held at the Nine- 
teenth-Street Synagogue on Monday evening to 
take measures to aid the work of the Hebrew 
Alliance. The synagogue mentioned took the 
first practical step toward extending the labors 
of this organization by beginning the enrollment 
of members on March 4. The Alliance was 
founded at Paris in 1860. Its objects are stated 
as follows: ‘* To defend the honor of the Jewish 
name wherever attacked; to encourage by every 
possible means labor and the exercise of useful 
trades and professions; to fight, whenever nec- 
essary, against the ignorance and vice to which 


servitude gives rise; to promote by the power of 
persuasion and moral influence the emancipa- 
tion of our brethren who are still oppressed o 4 
the weight of exceptional legislation; to pus 
forward and consolidate perfect treedom by in- 
tellectual and moral regeneration.” 

The organization has 30,310 members enrolled 
in all countries, from Japan to Peru, Russia to 
Morocco. Prussia is first with 8,733 members; 
the United States, with one of the largest Jewish 
populations, has 696; England sustains a flour- 
ishing sister society in close and constant co- 
operation called the Anglo-Jewish Association, 
and Austria has a kindred society called the 
“ Allianz.” Its jiabors in Roumania, Servia, 
Russia, and Turkey have resulted in much bene- 
fit politically to the Jewish inhabitants of those 
countries. The humane work of the society 
has been equally extensive in the famines in Po- 
land and Russia in 1869 and in Asiatic Turkey 
in 1880. Aid was also given in the trans- 
portation of refugees from Russian perse- 
cution, in the disastrous fires in 1874 and 1883, 
in the earthquake in 1881, and in the sufferings 
after the Russo-Turkish war in 1877. It sup- 
ports a number of educational institutions. 
Among them are schools and workshops for 
6,200 boys and 2,600 girls, employing 804 teachers. 
It has 81 schools in 26 towns along the Mediter- 
ranean. It grants a subsidy ter important 
Jewish publications and undertakes the whole 
cost of many. The alliance boasts of a library 
founded by agrant of 10,000f. by L. M. Roth- 
schild, of London, in 1868, and its future is as- 
sured by his legacy of 50,000f. It has nearly 
20,000 volumes, free for consultatiou. They are 
works on Jewish science, statistics, antnropol- 
ogy, anti-Jewish or pro-Jewish legislation, &c. 

The annual dues are $2 only. Ladies and gen- 
tlemen can be members. ‘‘Apart from the 
merits of the work of the alliance,’’ says its cir- 
cular, “it is to be observed that American He- 
brews are peculiarly interested in strengthening 
tne society, for the success of its labors on be- 
half of Jewish political or civic rights in Rou- 
mania, Russia, &c., is the best means to check 
the immigration to this country, Its humani- 
tarian and educational efforts in lands where

THE NICE POINTS OF LAW. 

The judgment for damages in favor of 
Walter Burke, Jr., rendered in the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas against the Manhattan Railway Com- 
pany has been affirmed by the Generai Term of 
that court. The appeal of the company was 
based on the plea that the trial Judge charged 
the jury too sweepingly when he said that the 


company was bound to use the best devices for 
preventing the fall from its locomotives of cin- 
ders such as injured the eye of Burke while 
he was driving a Sixth-avente car, and 
that the effect of this charge was not overcome 
by its subsequent modification.
